New  Tork, 
Wednesday,  September  28,  1904. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  a  number  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  assembled  for  divine  service  at  10  o'clock  in  the  Crypt  of  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  New  York  City,  the  place  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  for  that  purpose. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  delivered  his  Annual  Address  (Ap- 
pendix A),  and  called  the  Convention  to  prayer  after  announcing 
the  names  of  Bishops,  clergymen,  and  laymen  who  have  died  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Appropriate  prayers  were  said  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
David  H.  Greer,  D.D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Hoh'  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Archbishop  of 
I'anterbury,  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  C.  Potter,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  H.  Greer,  D.D.,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese;  the  Rt.  Rev.  George  Worthington,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jas.  S.  Johnston,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  Western  Texas;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Chauncey  B.  Brewster, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  Connecticut;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  M.  Beckwith, 
D.D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama;  the  Rt.

OF   THE   TRUSTEES   OF   THE   ESTATE   AND    PROPERTY    OF   THE 

DIOCESAN  CONVENTION  OF  NEW  YORK,.  FOR   THE 

YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  26,   1904. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  various  Trusts: — 

Diocesan  House,  29  Lafayette  Place,  and  an  Endowment  Fund  of 
$50,000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  expended  for  its  support  and  main- 
tenance. The  real  estate  is  leased  to  the  Bishop  and  the  entire  income 
paid  to  him. 

Land,  Church  Building,  Rectory,  Parish  House  and  Schoolhouse  at 
Eighty-ninth  Street  and  Madison  Avenue,  leased  to  the  Church  of  the 
Beloved  Disciple.  Endowment  Fund  and  securities  of  the  par  value  of 
$186,493.03,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  the  church  and  its  work,  but  no  income  shall  be  expended 
for  alterations  to  the  church  or  for  a  Mission  Church. 

Land,  Burial  Plot  and  Glebe  Plot,  with  Church  Building,  Parish  House 
and  Rectory,  near  Scarborough,  Westchester  County,  leased  to  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Beechwood.  Endowment  Fund  of  $9,206.82,  the  income  to  be 
expended  for  repairs  and  conducting  services  in  the  church. 

Land  and  Church  Buildings  at  Cruger's,  Westchester  County,  occupied 
by  the  Church  of  the  Divine  Love. 

Land,  Church  Buildings  and  Rectory  at  Verplanck':^,  Westchester  County, 
occupied  by  St.  Barnabas'  Church. 

Land  and  Church  Buildings  at  Rosendale,  Ulster  County,  occupied  by 
All  Saints'  Church. 

Land  and  Church  Building  at  Yonkers,  leased  to  Christ  Church. 

Land  and  Church  Building  at  Tuxedo  Park,  occupied  by  St.  Mary's 
Church. 

Land  at  Ellenville,  Ulster  County,  with  Church  Building  and  Rectory, 
leased  to  St.  John's  Memorial  Church. 

Land  and  Church  Building  at  Newburgh,  leased  to  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd. 
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Endowment  Fund  of  $5,500;  the  income  to  be  paid  semi-annually  to  the 
Pastor,  Rector,  or  other  head  of  St.  Matthew's  Prostestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  town  of  Bedford,  Westchester  County,  in  addition  to  his 
regular  salary. 

Land  and  Church  Building  known  as  the  Worthington  Memorial  Chapel, 
in  the  town  of  Greenburgh.  Endowment  Fund  of  $5,000,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  chapel  and 
grounds. 

The  title  to  the  land  occupied  by  St.  Thomas'  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  Mamaroneck,  Westchester  County,  is  to  revert  to  this  corporation 
upon  the  failure  of  the  parish,  which  holds  a  conditional  title,  to  carry  out 
the  terms  of  the  grants  of  the  property. 

An  Endowment  Fund  for  the  parish,  consisting  of  bonds  of  the  West 
Shore  Kailroad  Company,  of  the  par  value  of  $4,500,  is  held,  the  income  to 
be  applied  to  the  expenses  of  the  parish. 

Endowment  Fund,  All  Angels'  Church,  New  York  CSty.  This  fund  is  to 
accumulate  until  it  amounts  to  $50,000.  It  amounts  at  this  date  to 
119,065.75. 

Land  at  Yonkers,  New  York,  with  Church  Buildings,  leased  to  St. 
Andrew's  Memorial  Church. 

Since  the  last  report  additional  property  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
this  church  has  been  received  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Eva  S.  Cochran,  including 
a  Mission  Chapel  at  Lincoln  Park,  Yonkers. 

Loomis  Memorial  Chapel,  to  be  held  as  a  memorial  of  Dr.  Alfred  L. 
Loomis.  The  property  is  situated  at  Liberty,  New  York,  at  the  Loomis 
fiianitarium,  and  has  been  leased  on  the  usual  terms  to  the  Loomis  Sani- 
tarium, which  agrees  to  maintain  the  property  and  provide  necessary 
services. 

Property  on  the  south  side  of  East  Eighty-eighth  Street  east  of  Second 
Avenue,  held  by  St.  James'  Church.  This  corporation  holds  a  reversionary 
interest  in  this  property  in  case  the  Church  corporation  should  fail  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift.  Endowment  Fund  of  $200,000, 
to  be  invested  and  the  income  paid  over  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  St.  James'  Church,  to  be  applied  to  the  use,  maintenance  and 
rapport  of  said  property  in  East  Eighty-eighth  Street. 

In  addition  to  this  an  Endowment  Fund  of  $89,086,64  has  been  re- 
ceived, to  be  held  by  this  corporation,  and  the  income  paid  to  St.  James' 
Church  so  long  as  it  shall  be  entitled  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
to  receive  the  same,  and  afterwards  to  Trinity  Church  Corporation  of  the 
aty  of  New  York. 

Land  at  Harrison,  Westchester  County,  New  York,  with  Church  Build- 
ing thereon.  As  no  church  corporation  has  been  formed  to  hold  this  prop- 
erty, a  lease  was  made  to  Rev.  William  W.  Kirkby,  Frank  German,  James 
A.  Bumham  and  William  H.  Beers,  who  agreed  to  maintain  the  property 
in  repair  and  provide  church  services;  the  property  being  occupied  and 
held  in  connection  with  Christ  Church  at  Rye. 
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Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Endowment  Fund.  This  fund  was  re- 
ceived in  1901,  with  instructions  to  hold  the  same  until  with  the  accumula- 
tions it  amounted  to  $20,000,  after  which  the  income  of  the  fund  is  TiS\e 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  to  be  expended 
by  him  for  the  general  running  expenses  of  said  church.  This  fund  at  the 
present  time,  with  accumulations  of  interest,  amounts  to  $20,243.14. 

Paul 
Railway  for  $1,000  each,  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest,  have  been  received, 
the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles, 
to  be  used  for  the  Fresh  Air  Work  of  the  pariah;  and  a  $1,000  bond  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  the  income  to  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday- 
school  of  the  parish,  the  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "John  P.  CoUard 
Fund."

Fund  of  $10,000,  received  under  the  will  of  Mary  Beech  Tousey,  the 
income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Qemenf  s  Church,  New  York,  to  be 
expended  in  the  employment  of  a  competent  and  devout  woman  to  care 
for  the  poor  and  sick  in  the  neighborhood  of  said  Church. 

Endowment  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers,  in- 
vested in  registered  bonds  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Company  of  the  par 
value  of  $60,000,  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  Church  in  the  city  of  Yonkers. 

Fund  of  $25,000,  received  from  Mrs.  Eva  S.  Cochran,  to  be  held  as  a 
memorial  of  her  deceased  husband,  William  F.  Cochran,  the  income  to  be 
paid  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Andrew's 
Memorial  Church  of  the  city  of  Yonkers. 

The  term  oi  office  of  two  of  the  Trustees,  Henry  Lewis  Morris  and 
Edmimd  L.  Baylies,  will  expire  October  1,  1904,  and  two  persons  should 
be  elected  by  the  Convention  for  the  term  of  four  years  to  succeed  them. 

The  resignation  of  William  Alexander  Smith  as  Trustee  has  been 
presented.  Owing  to  Mr.  Smith's  infirm  health,  he  feels  that  he  cannot 
properly  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  with  very  sincere  regret  it 
is  asked  that  his  resignation  be  accepted  by  the  Convention,  and  that 
a  person  be  elected  by  the  Convention  to  succeed  him  for  the  balance  of 
his  term,  which  will  expire  October  1,  1905. 

The  building  at  29  Lafayette  Place  occupied  as  the  Diocesan  House  needs 
repairs  to  the  furnace.  The  income  of  the  Endowment  Fund  is  entirely 
insufficient  to  provide  for  the  support  of  the  bmlding,  and  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  held  this  day  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the 
lYustees  of  the  Diocesan  Fund  to  provide  for  a  new  furnace  at  a  cost  of 
$160. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  submitted  herewith  shows  in  his  charge  securi- 
ties and  cash  of  the  estimated  value  of  $682,141.58. 
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Income  received  and  paid  out,  $29,137.82. 

The  lYeasurer's  accounts  have  been  examined  and  found  correct  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  George  R.  Schieffelin  and  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan.

Referring  to  the  foregoing  statement  by  the  Union  Trust  Company,  Assist- 
ant Treasurer,  and  custodian  of  the  securities  belonging  to  our  funds,  the 
Widows  and  Orphans'  Fund  uow  has  invested  capital  of  only  $6,000,  while  the 
Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  has  $218,598.83. 

The  Truateea  have  no  power  to  dwert  incofne  from  the  larger  fund  to  the 
needs  of  tht  benefleiariee  of  the  smaller. 

The  income  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans'  Fund  during  the  past  year  was 
$8,457.41  (donations  from  individuals  having  increased  $1,955  over  the  pre- 
ceding year),  but  the  payment  of  the  stipends  required  $8,917.84,  although 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans'  Fund  are  still  getting  only  three 
quarters  of  their  allowances. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Gen.  Charles  F.  Roe,  a  vacancy  exists  in  our 
board.

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The  Rev.  R.  B.  Kimber  presented  the  following  report : 

SEVENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  YORK 
PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CITY  MISSION  SOCIETY. 

In  preeenting  the  Seventy-third  Report  of  the  City  Mission  Society  the 
two  important  features  of  the  year  to  place  before  you  are  the  record  of 
the  Church's  work,  still  more  efficiently  done  by  men  of  better  training, 
and  the  more  liberal  response  of  the  people  of  the  Church  to  our  appeals 
for  the  support  of  the  Society.  The  general  fund  shows  an  increase  of 
112,100  over  last  year  and  the  Fresh  Air  and  Festival  funds  are  each  the 
largest  in  our  history. 

It  will  interest  you  to  know  that  the  income  from  the  invested  funds 
more  than  covers  the  entire  office  and  administration  expenses  as  well  as 
the  co6t  of  the  unusual  repairs.  Thus  every  dollar  contributed  by  parish 
or  individual  goes  directly  to  the  support  of  the  missionaries  and  their 
work. 

The  Treasurer's  books  show  the  sources  of  the  Society's  income  have 
been  as  follows:

The  Missionary  Staff  numbers  at  the  present  time  sixteen  clergymen  on 
r^ar  duty,  four  deaconesses,  four  lay  readers,  and  121  others  in  minor 
capacities,  but  for  whom  salaries  must  be  provided. 

llie  method  of  filling  all  our  vacancies  from  the  bottom  is  firmly 
^tablished  with  most  happy  and  satisfactory  results.  Promising  young 
men  from  our  Seminaries  are  set  to  learn  the  various  phases  of  our  work 
b^ore  their  graduation,  and  during  their  diaconate  they  act  as  assistants 
to  the  members  of  the  Staff.  In  this  way  we  are  able  to  make  the  selec- 
tion of  a  fit  man  for  each  vacancy  as  it  occurs  and  are  least  liable  to 
oustake.  There  are  places  where  the  need  is  for  a  man  of  mature  years 
^  experience,  and  such  a  one  is  chosen  with  reference  to  his  special  gifts 
tor  the  particular  work,  and  must  accept  the  position  conditionally  until 
^i  ability  properly  to  discharge  the  duty  has  been  proven.

The  one  new  field  added  to  our  work  is  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer 
Hospital,  where  ser\'ices  have  been  held  in  the  past  by  a  devoted  layman 
of  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  active  missionary  work  will 
be  begun  this  fall  among  the  colored  population  of  the  city.  Many  of  them 
were  communicants  in  the  South  or  members  of  the  English  Church  in  the 
West  Indies,  but  have  had  no  church  affiliation  in  the  North,  and  so  are  in  a 
most  pitiable  spiritual  condition. 

The  important  addition  to  our  material  plMit  since  the  last  report 
is  the  acquirement  of  Milford  Haven  for  our  Fresh  Air  work  and  the  build- 
ing of  Schermerhom  House  and  the  Chapel  adjoining.  Milford  Haven 
is  a  farm  of  fifty-six  acres  in  the  town  of  Milford,  Connecticut,  with  ample 
water  front  upon  the  Sound.  In  the  old  farmhouse  upon  it,  remodelled 
tor  our  use,  \re  entertained  the  past  summer  175  girls,  while  200  boys 
repent  two  weeks  each  in  Camp  Bleecker  upon  another  part  of  the  property. 

Under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Sarah  Schermerhom,  the  Society  received 
a  legacy  for  its  Fresh  Air  work. 

With  the  consent  of  Miss  Schernierhorn's  family  this  money  is  being 
used  for  the  erection  of  Schermerhom  House,  a  large  well-equipped  Fresh 
Air  Home,  with  a  chapel  building  connecting.  Upon  the  completion  of 
these  buildings  we  will  be  able  to  care  for  750  children  a  season  in  the 
House  and  Camp. 

The  Rethmore  Home  at  Tenafly,  New  Jersey,  has  passed  successfully 
through  its  twelfth  season,  entertaining  206  children.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J. 
Hull  Browning  have,  as  in  past  years,  borne  all  the  expense  of  main- 
tenance. 

There  is  a  great  blessing  we  are  able  to  bestow  upon  these  young  people 
beyond  the  two  weeks  in  the  fresh  pure  air  of  the  country,  and  that  is  the 
careful  and  loving  spiritual  oversight  during  the  time  of  their  stay.  The 
daily  morning  and  evening  prayer,  the  Sunday  services  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion  at  an  early  hour  have  produced  results  thi9 
past  summer  beyond  our  most  earnest  hopes.  The  echo  of  this  work  has 
come  back  to  us  through  the  vicars  of  the  chapels,  who  report  more  regular 
attendance  upon  the  services  and  greater  and  more  reverent  interest  in 
them  on  the  part  of  these  beneficiaries. 
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The  peculiar  work  of  the  Society  is  the  ministering  to  the  inmates  of 
the  public  institutions  of  the  city.  Here  are  the  sick,  the  halt,  the  maimed, 
the  blind,  the  unfortunate,  the  prisoner,  the  harlot — the  people  Christ 
ministered  to — few  of  whom  ever  go  inside  a  church  building  or  hear  the 
Gospel  of  Salvation.  With  thankfulness  for  God's  blessings  do  we  report 
services  at  which  the  chapels  are  crowded  with  these  people,  and  baptisms 
of  infants  and  adults  carefully  prepared,  by  which  they  have  put  on  Christ 
and  become  soldiers  under  His  banner. 

What  the  inmates  of  the  hospital,  asylum,  prison  or  almshouse  crave 
most  a  a  friend,  and  each  chaplain  is  indeed  a  friend  to  his  people.  What 
a  comfort  it  is  to  them  to  have  some  one  who  cares,  who  will  listen,  who 
will  perform  the  little  services  asked,  for  which  the  employees  of  the 
infltitation  have  no  time! 

One  more  link  is  necessary  to  complete  the  chain  by  which  we  seek 
to  bind  these  people,  having  won  them,  to  the  Church,  and  that  is  a 
clergyman  at  large  who  will  shepherd  the  sheep  as  they  leave  the  institu- 
tions and  watch  over  them  until  they  become  regular  members  of  a 
fMurislL  We  hope  to  be  able  to  employ  this  additional  priest  this  coming 
winter. 

Splendid  work  has  been  done  in  our  own  chapels  and  Mission  Houses, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  in  the  volume  of  reports  soon  to  be  issued. 

The  chapel  formerly  the  Pro-Cathedral  has  received  at  our  hands 
its  original  name,  and  is  to  be  known  as  ETpiphany  Chapel,  Stanton  Street. 
The  necessity  of  a  Parish  building  for  the  Chapel  of  the  Messiah  to  which 
we  have  constantly  called  attention  grows  greater  year  by  year.  It  is 
« splendid  opportunity  for  some  one  to  do  a  great  service  to  humanity  by 
a  gift  sufficiently  large  to  build  and  equip  such  a  house. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  to  a  large  extent  among  children.  We  have 
children  in  our  Day  Nurseries  and  Kindergartens,  Sunday-schools  and 
Uubs.  We  minister  to  the  little  ones  suffering  with  contagious  diseases 
md  confined  in  hospital  wards  because  of  fractures  or  deformities.  We 
try  to  brighten  the  lives  of  those  whom  God  has  seen  fit  to  deprive  in  a 
greater  or  less  degree  of  the  light  of  reason.  We  endeavor  to  help  those 
''ho  have  started  life  wrong  and  so  are  inmates  of  our  schools  of  reform. 
Why  should  not  the  more  fortunate  children  of  the  Church  take  a  deep 
interest  in  these  little  ones  of  Christ,  and  during  the  season  of  Advent  each 
year  learn  of  them  in  their  Sunday-schools,  and,  gathering  their  little  sav- 
ings for  the  support  of  this  work,  offer  them  upon  the  altar  on  the  Birthday 
of  the  Christ  Child,  who  has  made  childlikeness  a  requirement  of  those 
who  believe  in  Him  and  said  "for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven"?

74  JOURNAL    OF    THE    CONVENTION 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stires  offered  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  in  accepting  the  annual  report  of  the  New 
York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  which  has  just  been  presented, 
desires  to  express  its  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  Society's  work, 
and  its  cordial  recommendation  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  city  and 
diocese  to  give  to  that  work  their  unremitting  and  generous  support,  and 
to  adopt  the  suggestion  contained  therein  to  inaugurate  in  their  several 
parishes  a  Sunday-school  offering  during  the  Advent  Season  for  City 
Missions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Nichols  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  referred  to  a  committee  of  five  : 

Resoli^  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  memorializes 
the  General  Convention  to  authorize  the  permissive  use  of  the  Bevised 
Version  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  the  reading  of  the  Lessons. 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  2  o'clock. 

The  Convention  reassembled  at  2  o'clock. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  committee  on  the  permissive  use 
of  the  Revised  Version  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nichols,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Man- 
ning, the  Rev.  F.  M.  S.  Taylor,  Mr.  William  Jay  and  Mr.  George 
Zabriskie. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hulse  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  3 
o'clock,  which  was  adopted.

(JF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 
FOR  SEAMEN  IN  THE  CITY  AND  PORT  OF  NEW  YORK. 

The  Society  has  kept  up  its  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  has  made  a 
substantial  advance,  the  results  of  which  more  than  ever  justify  their  cost 
in  money,  time  and  labor.    Its  executive  officers  are  live  men — all  of  them. 
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As  the  field  expands,  your  Board  sees  the  need  of  still  greater  activity,  and 
iU  members  are  eager  and  enthusiastic  to  do  their  part.  Reference  is  made 
to  the  summary  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Beading  Booms, — More  men  have  visited  the  Reading  Rooms  and  ser- 
vices at  the  several  stations.  They  write  and  receive  more  letters.  They 
attend  more  religious  meetings  and  respond  more  freely  to  their  increasing 
influence.    The  high-water  mark  of  character  has  been  notably  lifted. 

Legat  Aid, — ^We  Ijave  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Legal  Aid  Society, 
which  has  received  and  acted  on  about  three  thousand  complaints  of  sea- 
men during  the  year.  One  of  our  Managers  has  a  seat  on  its  Board  of 
Directors  and  is  Chairman  of  its  Seamen's  Branch  Committee. 

Moneys  Deposited  and  TrarismiUed.— More  money  has  been  deposited  for 
safekeeping;  more  and  larger  sums  have  been  transmitted  by  our  officers 
to  dependent  relatives,  aggregating  this  year  over  $02,000,  or  more  than 
double  the  amount  of  last  year,  and  six  times  the  sum  of  the  previous  year. 
Who  can  estimate  the  real  value  of  these  savings  to  homes,  to  mothers  and 
children,  and  to  seamen  who  save  and  are  saved  ? 

The  Mission  Boat. — ^The  Mission  Boat  "  Sentinel,"  whose  flag  is  seen  in 
the  harbor  on  weekdays  and  Sundays,  while  on  its  errands  of  religion  and 
humanity,  stands  prominent  among  our  newly-adopted  lines  of  work.  For 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  this  experimental  harbor  service, 
this  SSociety  is  largely  indebted  to  the  generous  members  of  the  Seamen's 
Benefit  Society,  through  whose  continued  co-operation  the  Mission  Boat 
will,  we  hope,  be  kept  in  commission.  Friends  of  seamen  and  of  New  York 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  its  efficient  and  successful  inauguration  and 
rapidly  increasing  usefulness. 

Shipment  of  Seamen. — ^While  the  greatly  desired  "  Free  Shipping  Bureau  " 
has  not  been  established  upon  a  broad  basis,  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to 
obtain  employment  for  seamen,  free  from  the  exactions  of  "blood-money 
crimps,"   have   been  increasingly   successful. 

More  than  fifteen  hundred  seamen  have  been  shipped  at  our  stations 
this  year,  free  from  cost  to  them,  as  against  ten  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  shipped  last  year. 

Home  for  Seamen. — The  need  for  a  permanent  structure  adequate  for 
the  consolidated  work  of  the  Society  on  the  East  Side,  and  at  the  Battery, 
18  more  and  more  pressing.  The  present  work  cannot  be  so  economically 
Ministered,  scattered  as  it  now  is  in  many  localities  at  a  distance  from 
«»ch  other,  as  it  could  be  under  one  roof,  at  a  central  point  on  the  water 
front   For  this  purpose  a  Building  Fund  of  at  least  $500,000  is  needed. 

The  Sailors'  Palace  in  London,  the  Seamen's  Institute  in  Montreal,  and 
the  Home  for  Naval  Seamen  in  Brooklyn,  illustrate  how  grandly  merchants 
^nd  citizens  rally  to  make  provision  for  seamen  in  response  to  the  initiative 
oJ  some  benevolent  organization.  Why  should  not  this  Society  make  the 
appeal  and  do  the  work,  or  promote  the  organization,  if  necessary,  of  a 
^ular  corporation  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  and  other  societies  for  seamen  ? 
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Such  an  effort  should  also  enlist  the  sympathies  of  the  commercial  bodies 
and  shipping  interests  of  this  commercial  centre. 

Courtenes  jReceif>ed.—We  gratefully  recognize  the  actual  and  promised 
facilities  granted  the  Society's  officers  by  the  British  Consul-General  and  the 
United  States  Shipping  Commismoner  at  this  port  in  their  efforts  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  American  and  foreign  seamen. 

lee- Water  Fountain  on  West  5«r^«<.— "The  Woman's  Municipal  League 
of  New  York  City"  asked  the  privilege  of  placing  and  maintaining  ioe- 
water  fountains  in  front  of  the  West  Street  side  of  the  Chapel  of  the  H<dy 
Comforter  and  in  front  of  Mission  House  on  Pike  Street,  which  ¥ra8  gladly 
given  by  our  Board,  and  the  fountains  were  accordingly  placed. 

Deatha, — We  have  lost  during  the  past  year  from  the  list  of  our  Vice- 
Presidents  that  warm-hearted  and  beloved  worker  for  Christ,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
K.  Walpole  Warren,  who  died  last  fall  while  traveling  abroad;  and  from 
the  ranks  of  our  efficient  and  most  active  laborers  in  the  field  we  shall 
greatly  miss  Mr.  Daniel  Montgomery,  who  died  on  the  5th  of  October  last, 
and  whose  many  years  of  continuous  service  to  the  interests  of  the  Mission 
entitle  him  to  remembrance  by  the  Board. 

Contributions  from  Churchee. — With  two  or  three  conspicuous  exceptions* 
the  churches  of  this  city  have  not  given  us  that  support  which  we  had 
hoped  for  from  them.  At  the  dedication  services  for  our  Mission  Boat  our 
Bishop  gave  the  following  admirable  advice  to  the  friends  of  our  work: 
'*  Make  your  rector  uncomfortable  until  he  takes  a  collection  for  it  every 
year.  Prod  him  gently  at  first,  but  keep  at  him  persistently  until  he  does 
it" 

Legacies, — We  do  not  wish  our  friends  to  die,  and  we  greatly  prefer 
gifts  from  the  living,  but  we  do  wish  that  in  the  preparation  of  their  wills 
they  would  oftener  bear  us  in  mind,  and  now  that  the  courts  have  declared 
legacies  to  our  Society  not  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Transfer 
Tax  Act,  we  can  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  entire  gift  without  deduction. 

Deficit, — The  smallness  of  the  church  contributions,  and  the  fact  that 
no  legacies  have  recently  come  to  us,  renders  the  consideration  of  the 
present  deficit  of  especial  importance.  This  year  our  expenses,  including 
those  of  the  Mission  Boat,  have  been  about  $23,500,  and  our  income  $18,500, 
leaving  us  with  a  deficit  of  $4,500.  To  meet  this  deficit  we  have  had  to 
draw  upon  our  principal;  and  as  for  about  five  years  we  have  been  obliged 
in  like  manner  to  reduce  our  principal,  our  annual  income  has  been  dimin- 
ished one  thousand  dollars.  It  does  not  seem  as  though  such  a  condition 
should  be  allowed  to  continue,  in  the  face  of  the  greater  field  of  useful 
effort  now  rapidly  opening  before  us. 

Appeal^ — ^Let  everyone  who  has  cause  for  gratitude  to  seamen  who  battle 
against  adverse  elements  on  the  ocean  help  us  to  preserve  them  from  adverse 
elements  on  the  land.  Then  we  shall  have  ample  means  to  go  forward  with 
our  proposed  improvements.  Manly  sympathy  extended  in  these  practical 
ways  will  bridge  the  chasm  which  now  separates  those  who  live  in  com- 
fort on  shore  from  these  inarticulate  and  homeless  brethren  of  the  sea.

College. 
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Report 

OF  ST.  STEPHEN'S  COLLEGE. 

The  past  year  at  St.  Stephen's  has  been  checkered  with  doud  and 
sunshine.  At  the  end  of  the  Academic  year  of  1902-1903  the  Warden,  the 
Rev.  Lawrence  T.  Cole,  Ph.D.,  presented  his  resignation.  He  had  done  much 
to  eieyate  the  intellectual  standard  and  to  broaden  the  curriculum  of  the 
college. 

His  resignation  left  the  college  for  six  months  of  the  past  year  without 
a  head.  In  this  emergency  the  Trustees  appointed  as  Acting  Warden  that 
tried  and  faithful  professor,  who  for  forty  years  had  stood  by  the  collie, 
the  Kev.  Geo.  B.  Hopson,  D.D.  That  sturdy  and  loyal  man  did  yeoman 
aenrice,  and  when  the  new  Warden  entered  on  his  duties  he  found  in  him 
a  wise  counsellor,  a  true  friend  and  a  loyal  supporter.  Without  his  aid 
the  task  of  the  Warden  would  have  been  far  greater. 

It  was  with  great  diffidence  that  the  new  Warden  entered  on  his  duty.  He 
would  fain  have  declined  the  call.  He  knew  well  the  difficulties  before  him. 
He  felt  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  lay  the  burden  on  younger  and 
broader  shoulders.  He  doubted  his  own  ability  to  grapple  with  and  solve 
the  problem.  When  he  yielded,  it  was  because  those  who  knew  more  about 
the  work  insisted  on  his  acceptance. 

Some  years  of  service  as  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this 
Diocese,  and  one  of  its  Examining  Chaplains,  had  convinced  him  that  the 
Diocese  and  the  Church  at  large  needed  just  such  an  institution  as  St. 
Stephen's,  and  that  the  need  was  never  greater  than  it  is  to-day.  He  found 
it  once  much  to  encourage  him  in  the  way  that  the  faculty  and  students 
received  him  and  responded  to  his  calls  on  them. 

The  new  year  opens  with  many  signs  of  promise.  The  faculty  has  been 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Mr.  Irville  F.  Davidson,  a  recent  graduate 
in  high  standing  from  Harvard  University,  and  one  who  has  had  some 
years  of  experience  as  a  teacher.  Eighteen  new  students  have  been  received, 
three  of  whom  enter  advanced  classes.  The  new  material  is  also  of  excellent 
<lQality.  More  than  half  of  them  are  men  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and 
^me  have  had  several  years  of  training  in  business.  They  show  an  eager 
(iesire  to  learn,  a  readiness  to  endure  hardships,  and  a  resolute  determination 
^  consecrate  themselves  to  the  Master^s  work. 

it  will  be  our  task  to  so  train  and  discipline  them  as  to  fit  them  to  be 
n»eet  for  His  service.  May  we  not,  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  look  to 
you  for  the  material  help  we  need,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  the  assur- 
ance that  you  sympathize  with  us  in  our  work,  and  are  praying  the  Lord 
^'  the  harvest  to  bless  our  feeble  efforts  and  to  uphold  our  weak  hands  ?

That  during  the  past  year  they  have  continued  the  payment  of  the 
several  stipends  to  the  clergymen  who  have  applied  for  such  assistance,  and 
who  are  entitled  to  it  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  and  By-laws  of 
the  Society;  the  number  of  clergymen  who  have  been  thus  aided  during  the 
year  being  four,  and  the  amount  distributed  being  the  sum  of  $1,050. 

They  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  announce  that  they  have  suooeeded  in 
selling  the  property  in  West  One  Hundred  and  Fbrty-fifth  Street,  which  th^ 
had  been  compelled  to  buy  in  under  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage,  for  the 
consideration  of  $32,250,  and  the  net  proceeds  are  now  earning  interest. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Thompson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  has  been  abroad 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  having  gone  last  October  to  Rome  to 
take  charge  of  the  Church  in  that  city  during  the  absence  of  the  Rector, 
the  Kev.  Dr.  Kevin,  but  is  expected  home  again  within  the  ensuing  month. 

The  term  of  oflice  of  two  of  the  Trustees  expiring  this  year,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  elect  their  successors.

The  Trustees  beg  to  report  that  after  careful  consideration  of  the  difficult 
and  delicate  questions  involved  they  decided  to  purchase  the  property  No. 
7  Gramercy  Park  as  an  Episcopal  Residence,  for  the  present  to  be  used  by 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

The  cost  of  this  property  was  $86,000,  of  which  $55,000  was  paid  in  cash, 
and  the  remainder  of  $31,000  was  left  on  the  property  as  a  first  mortgage  at 
four  per  cent. 

An  examination  of  the  property  showed  that  extensive  alterations  and 
repairs  were  necessary  in  order  to  make  the  building  a  suitable  and  safe 
residence  for  the  Bishop,  and  on  this  work  the  Committee  has  already  ex- 
pended the  sum  of  $14,750.50,  and  there  remain  outstanding  bills,  special 
orders,  etc.,  of  approximately  $5,247. 

The  Trustees  therefore  recommend  to  the  Committee  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  having  reported  an 
investment  of  a  part  of  the  funds  in  their  hands  for  the  purchase  of  a 
residence  for  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  at  Gramercy  Park  and  Twentieth  Street 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  that  such  investment  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of^ 
the  TYustees  is  hereby  approved  by  this  Convention.

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The  Treasurer  of  Convention  begs  leave  to  present  tke  following  facts: 

ihiring  the  year  ending  October  1,  1904,  he  has  received,  including  the 
balance  of  $334.88,  the  sum  of  $9,408.29,  while  he  has  expended  the  sum 
of  110,340.76,  showing  a  deficiency  in  receipts  of  $526.47. 

He  is  obliged  again  to  remind  the  Convention  that  they  will  not  be  able 
much  longer  to  continue  the  appropriations  to  the  several  Archdeaconries, 
onless  our  receipts  are  materially  increased. 

He  would  also  remind  the  Convention  that  the  Missionary  Committee  of 
the  Oiooese  was  incorporated  for  the  special  purpose  of  aiding  missionary 
work  in  parishes  outside  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  reports  of  the  Archdeacons  were  presented  and  read : 


Eepott 

OF  THE  AKCHDEACON  OF  ORANGE 

In  behalf  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Orange,  its  Archdeacon  would  report 
as  follows: 

The  work  has  gone  on  steadily,  and  with  the  blessing  of  God  has  devel- 
oped in  many  instances  rich  harvests. 

Especially  may  we  note  this  characteristic  in  the  Confirmation  classes, 
themselves  with  the  churches  of  our  communion;  this  fact  is  worthy  of 
the  candidates  presented  to  the  Bishop.  It  is  well  worthy  of  consideration 
that  many  of  those  confirmed  at  Mission  stations  find  their  way  sooner 
or  later  to  the  cities  and  larger  villages  of  the  Diocese,  and  there  connect 
themselves  with  the  churches  of  our  communion;  this  fact  is  worthy  of 
<^n8ideration,  for  it  justifies  in  a  wider  than  local  aspect  the  liberal  con- 
tributions to  Diocesan  Missions  made  by  the  congregations  in  the  centres  of 
PopoUtion;  and  it  satisfactorily  answers,  in  perhaps  a  new  view  of  the 
object,  the  question  that  is  often  asked,  "Why  should  I  contribute  to 
theae  Missions? "  The  Archdeacon  ventures  to  say  that  no  better  missionary 
investment  can  be  made  than  in  the  Missions  of  this  Diocese  of  New  York, 
uid  he  would  again  express  the  hope  that  ere  long  liberally-minded  men 
^  devise  liberal  things  in  the  way  of  an  endowment  for  this  cause.  He 
Would  ask  the  Church  Club,  and  the  Churchmen's  Association,  and  other 
loQdred  societies,  to  bear  this  in  mind,  and  to  agitate  towards  its  realization. 

Another  of  the  notes  of  encouragement  claiming  mention  is  the  relinquish- 
ment by  Christ  Church,  Marlborough,  Ulster  County,  of  its  missionary 
stipend,  and  its  enrollment  among  the  self-supporting  parishes.  This  has 
been  made  possible  by  the  late  Mr.  Buckley's  generous  legacy  to  the 
Parish  corporation,  which  has  become  available  during  the  past  year  and 
^  been  safely  invested.  By  this  addition  to  its  income,  the  congregation 
^8  been  able  also  to  plan  and  carry  out  several  much  needed  improve- 
ments. 
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Summer  services  have  been  maintained  as  usual  at  the  various  moun 
tain  stations.  At  one  of  these.  Mead's  Mount  in  the  Oatskills,  the  o£Biciatin( 
minister  has  been  the  Rev.  G.  Valerie  Gilreath,  of  Smyrna,  Delaware.  Tli< 
rhnnge  to  a  higher  altitude  was  very  beneficial  to  his  health,  and  was  tht 
means  of  giving  to  our  mission  the  acceptable  ministrations  of  an  earnest 
priest.  Here  is  found  an  illustration  of  the  plan  the  Archdeacon  has  so  oftei 
urged  of  utilizing  the  services  of  men  from  the  South  who  desire,  during 
the  summer,  a  change  to  mountain  altitudes. 

Another  instance,  in  connection  with  supplying  services  to  miasionf 
during  the  warmer  season,  may  be  mentioned  here.  One  of  the  clergy  oi 
Trinity  Parish,  New  York,  the  Rev.  Frederick  J.  Keech,  volunteered  to  spenc 
two  weeks  of  his  vacation  in  any  mission  assigned,  and  asked  no  compensa 
tion  beyond  what  the  mission  could  raise.  He  was  assigned  to  Callicoox 
and  Long  Eddy,  in  Sullivan  County,  and  rendered  most  efficient  service 
This  example  is  worthy  of  reflection  and  imitation  by  others  to  whom  a  liki 
line  of  action  may  be  convenient.  It  brings  town  and  country  into  con- 
tact and  mutual  understanding,  and  makes  familiar  the  varied  phases  oi 
mission  work  in  its  encouraging  as  well  as  depressing  aspects,  for  it  need 
not  be  denied  that  both  phases  enter  into  a  missionary's  experience;  and 
that  DO  man  more  than  he,  needs  the  grace  of  God  as  a  help  to  remaii 
steadfast,  cheerful  and  progressive  in  trying  environments.  During  th< 
year,  our  stations  have  all  been  held  and  none  abandoned.  Much  preciouf 
fruit  has  been  gathered;  and  faithfulness  and  loyalty  have  characterized 
the  missionaries  in  their  varied  and  useful  labors.

OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  WESTCHESTER. 

The  Archdeaconry  of  Westchester  has  kept  up  its  regular  work  this 
year,  and  added  somewhat  to  it  by  new  departures.    We  have  promptly  met 
our  obligations,  and  have  been  able  to  give  clerical  assistance  to  two  of 
our  Missionaries,  whose  increasing  labors  demanded  it. 
Westchester  County: 

The  Rev.  C.  M.  Selleck  reports  that  the  work  will  soon  require  a 
readent  Missionary  at  Lewisboro.  The  people  have  graded  the  Church 
property,  and  are  about  to  repair  the  school  building  in  anticipation  of  a 
resident  clergyman.  South  Salem  keeps  its  venerable  church  in  good  con- 
<iitio&,  and  is  encouraged  by  increasing  interest  and  larger  attendance  at 
the  services. 

The  Rev.  S.  F.  Holmes  of  St.  John's,  Pleasantville,  though  suffering  for 
several  months  past  from  severe  illness,  has  been  able  to  keep  up  the 
wrvices  by  clerical  supply,  and  the  kind  assistance  of  his  friends.  Three 
GuUds  in  the  parish  have  raised  $700  this  year  to  apply  October  1st  to 
the  reduction  of  the  debt  on  the  rectory. 

Hev.  John  W.  Buckmaster  reports  the  usual  work  at  Tuckahoe,  with 
niany  benefactions  of  his  people  for  outside  objects.  The  Rev.  J.  0.  Davis 
*nre8  the  Church  of  St.  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  Elmsford,  without  asistanoe 
'J^m  the  Archdeaconry.  At  the  Consecration  of  the  Church  some  years 
since,  the  promise  was  given,  should  a  resident  clergyman  be  appointed,  that 
^  expense  would  be  met  by  the  people.  This  promise  has  been  kept, 
^'he  Archdeaconry  has  the  oversight  of  the  property  in  the  interest  of  the 
^tces  of  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Diocese^  We  have  asked  Mr. 
^^8  to  take  charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Nepera  Park,  for  several  years  efficiently 
*^ed  by  the  Lay  Helpers'  Association.  We  would  beg  to  acknowledge 
^  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  members  of  that  body.  Rev.  C. 
^'  Bolton,  Pelhara,  with  the  acceptable  aid  of  his  assistant.  Rev.  E.  B. 
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Rice,  finds  his  work  growing;  congregation  and  Sunday-school  are  larger; 
and  the  venerable  Rector  is  much  encouraged.  Rev.  G.  H.  H.  Butler  has 
removed  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary,  Sherman  Park,  to  permanent  grounds 
recently 'acquired,  and,  with  the  growth  of  the  vicinity,  is  adding  strength 
to  the  work. 

Kev.  George  EL  MacNaught,  of  All  Saints',  Hartison,  labors  with  singular 
devotion  in  the  diiiicult  w^ork  he  serves.  We  have  been  disappointed  as  to 
the  growth  of  Harrison,  caused  somewhat  by  the  strikes  of  the  past  year. 
But  in  the  near  future  we  are  assured  that  the  place  will  amply  warrant  the 
placing  of  this  complete  and  beautiful  Parish  plant,  and  the  calling  of  its 
Rector. 

Rockland  County: 

Rev.  Thomas  Stephens  serves  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Valley;  St.  John's,  New 
City,  and  St.  Stephens's,  Pearl  River.  The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Howells  has 
enabled  him  to  add  to  the  efficiency  of  his  own  work  and  enlai^e  its  scope. 
The  congregation  at  Pearl  River  has  this  year  repaired  and  enriched  their 
building  with  money  contributed  in  the  Mission,  and  much  of  the 
work  wrought  by  members  of  the  Chapel. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Masker  at  St.  Luke's,  Haverstraw  and  Grace  Church, 
Tom  kins'  Cove,  with  occasional  services  at  Jones'  Point,  has  given  his 
usual  ministrations.  In  this  field  little  more  can  be  done  than  to  keep  up 
the  testimony  of  the  Church,  and  hold  its  position  for  future  development. 
Rev.  Charles  C.  Proffitt,  Trinity  Church,  Gamerville,  reports  that  the  church 
life  of  his  parish  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  activity,  or  lack  of  it,  of  the 
Garner  Print  Works.  Yet  through  this  year  good  results  have  attended  his 
ministrations,  and  a  generous  support  of  the  work  has  been  given. 

Ihitnam  County: 

Rev.  Eli  D.  Sutcliffe,  for  his  three  missions  at  Lake  Mahopac,  Richard- 
ville,  and  West  Somers,  makes  hopeful  report  of  spiritual  and   material 
progress.     The  season  at  the  Lake  has  been  a  good  one.     The  Parish  is  free 
from  debt.     He  records  a  great  loss  to  his  work  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Wm. 
A.  Nash,  a  warm  friend  of  the  Mission.     She  has  for  years  taken  an  interest 
in  this  Mission.     From  the  Holy  Land  and  the  South  she  sent  reminders 
that  she  was  thinking  of  the  little  church.    At  Richardville,  the  services 
have  been  better  attended  than  for  years.       The  building  has  been  painted 
and  repaired.     At  West  Somers,  with  the  aid   of  Mr.  Mottram,  Lay  Reader, 
the  Mission  gives  signs  of  growth.     The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  laid  the  cor- 
ner-stone of  the  new  church  August  4th,  and  the  work  of  building  is  goin^ 
on.     It  is  hoped  that  the  church  will  be  completed  by  November  1st.     Thi^ 
is  the  only  church  in  the  vicinity,  and  our  Missionary  showed  wisdom  ira 
beginning  this  work,  as  he  has  given  devoted  service  in  its  prosecution- 
While  the  people  in  the  community  have  given  most  generously  to  thi9 
new  enterprise,  and  friends  outside  have  helped,  the  erection  of  the  churcha 
nnd  its  early  consecration,  have  been  assured  by  the  gift  of  $1,000  fron» 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Cochmn,  of  Yonkers.     And  may  I  add  that  the  Diocese  and 
Archdeaconry  are  still  further  indebted  to  this  noble  and  generous  womaix

for  the  gift  of  land  and  new  Chapel  in  Lincoln  Park,  Yonkers,  under  the 
charge  of  the  clergy  of  St.  Andrew's  of  that  city. 

The  Kev.  W.  H.  Meld  mm,  Patterson,  reports  that  he  has  added  to  his 
work  at  Christ  Church  the  care  of  a  Mission  at  Reynold sville,  Dutchess 
County,  and  has  given  some  services  this  year  at  Pawling.     He  holds  a 
monthly  service  at  Patterson  for  the  Swedes,  with  the  aid  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Hammarskold.    The  parish  has  been  depleted  of  late  years  by  condemna- 
tion proceedings  in  the  interest  of  New  York's  water  supply,  depriving 
families  of  their  homes,  many  of  whom  have  removed  from  the  place.    The 
additions  to  population  are  to  a  great  extent  Bohemian,  nominal  Roman 
Catholics.     A  few  of  their  children,  however,  have  been  brought  into  the 
8imday-school ;  some  attend  the  services;  and  the  Rector  at  times  ministers 
to  them  with  the  offices  of  marriage  and  burial.     We  feel  that  the  work 
of  the  Archdeaconry  is  hopeful,  and  we  are  grateful  to  God  and  to  all  who 
willingly  help  us  in  doing  it.

OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  RICHMOND. 

The  missionary  interests  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Richmond  are  in  a  fair 
way  to  enjoy  a  substantial  revivaL  The  greatly  improved  transportation 
facilities  between  the  boroughs  of  Richmond  and  Manhattan,  which  are  about 
to  be  provided,  will  doubtless  bring  into  Staten  Island  large  numbers  of  new 
residents;  and  this  will  afford  both  ground  and  stimulus  for  enlarged  mission- 
aiy  effort.  Plans  are  being  matured  for  the  establishment  of  cottage  services 
and  Sunday-schools  at  all  points  where  a  nucleus  of  Church  people  affords 
reasonable  encouragement — some  of  which  will  doubtless  develope  into  valu- 
able and  permanent  Church  centres.  The  existing  missions  have  all  of  them 
substantial  church  buildings,  in  most  cases  uninciunbered,  their  work  is  being 
prosecuted  with  intelligence  and  efficiency,  and  each  of  them  wiU  doubtless 
develope,  though  in  differing  measure,  greater  strength  and  influence  in  thdr 
respective  localities. 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Fair  at  St.  Stephen's,  Tottenville,  reports  the  largest 
Easter  offering  in  the  history  of  the  parish,  $210,  that  the  work  of  the  Sundi^- 
school  and  the  various  societies  is  carried  on  with  imabated  interest,  and  that 
the  Young  People's  Guild  has  raised  and  placed  in  bank  $600  toward  the 
erection  of  a  parish  building. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Thompson  at  St.  Simon's,  Concord,  reports  a  large 
variety  of  parish  improvements  and  an  increasing  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  people  to  lean  upon  their  own  efforts  for  the  support  of  the  Chapel. 

At  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Eltingville,  a  pipe  organ  formerly 
in  Christ  Church,  New  Brighton,  has  been  procured  and  erected  at  an  expense 
of  $443,  and  the  general  disposition  of  the  people  to  respond  to  all  finandal 
needs  is  exceedingly  gratifying.  Mr.  C.  A.  Behringer  was  in  charge  of  this 
mission  until  last  June. 

The  faithful  and  acceptable  ministration  of  Mr.  Geo.  G.  Burbanck  at  the 
Chapel  of  Our  Father,  Mariners'  Harbor,  terminated  last  July  by  his  removal, 
after  ordination,  to  his  own  Diocese  of  Indianapolis,  leaving  behind  him 
many  regrets  and  much  evidence  of  efficient  work.  The  future  of  this  field 
has  been  immensely  brightened  by  the  generous  action  of  a  member  of  the 
mission,  Mr.  William  Jones,  who  has  made  provision  not  only  for  the  pay- 
ment of  an  incumbrance  of  $1,500,  but  also  for  the  liquidation  of  all  accimiu- 
lated  current  obligations,  and  has  deposited  $750  in  bank  as  a  special  reserve 
for  any  needs  of  the  mission  to  the  limit  of  $150  per  year. 

Trinity  Mission,  New  Dorp,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  C.  K.  Gilbert,  a  student 
in  the  General  Seminary,  is  making  exceptional  progress  in  numbers  and 
efficiency.  The  people  are  inspired  with  brightest  hopes  for  the  future  and 
the  conditions  seem  to  justify  those  hopes. 

In  the  missions  of  the  Archdeaconry,  it  has,  however,  been  long  apparent 
that  the  necessity  for  more  clerical  service,  instead  of  that  of  lay-readers 
exercising  practically  rectorial   functions,   is  urgent  and   imperative.      It 
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has  now,  therefore,  been  detennined  to  place  the  pastoral  responsibility  for 
Eltingville  and  Mariners'  Harbor  upon  a  missionary  in  orders,  supplementing 
his  services  by  those  of  local  lay  help>er8.  The  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
J.  B.  Blanchet,  D.D.,  to  the  charge  of  these  two  points  marks  a  distinctive 
measure  of  progress  in  the  aggressive  energy  which  it  is  purposed  to  infuse 
into  the  whole  work  of  the  Archdeaconry.

OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  DUTCHESS. 

The  general  report  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dutchess  is  of  an  encouraging 
character.  All  financial  obligations  have  been  promptly  met,  and  the  year 
has  been  mariced  by  signs  of  growth  and  aggressive  effort  in  at  least  one  of 
the  miasions. 

St  James*  Mission,  Dover  Plains,  is  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Alexander 

Hamilton^  who  succeeded  the  Rev.  H.  N.  Wayne.    The  promise  of  last  year 

hubeoi  more  t^ian  fulfilled.    The  attendance  at  the  services  has  been  most 

satisfactory.    The  number  of  baptisms  and  confirmations  is  most  encouraging. 

All  current  expenses  have  been  met — the  Archdeaconry  apportionment 

pud  in  fall  and  offerings  made  for  general  missions  and  Diocesan  objects. 

A  k>t  has  been  secured  in  a  central  portion  of  the  village  at  a  cost  of  $200. 

The  title  to  this  property  is  held  by  the  Archdeaconry.    Three  hundred 

dollan  have  also  been  raised  for  the  building  of  a  Church.    In  every  way, 

the  future  seems  full  of  promise.    The  mission  is  itself  a  centre  of  missionary 

ic^ty  in  the  EEarlem  Valley — the  priest  in  charge  visiting  Millerton  and 

Paiding  to  minister  to  the  few  Church  families  in  those  places. 

Si  Thomas'  Church,  Amenia  Union,  is  also  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Hamilton.  This  is  one  of  the  older  parishes  of  the  Archdeaconry.  There 
aie  eighteen  families  and  twenty-nine  communicants  connected  with  the 
Chnrch.  The  greater  part  of  the  support  of  this  work  must  be  supplied  by 
the  Archdeaconry.  The  parish  has  an  endowment  of  $7,900  in  the  care  of 
the  Parochial  Fund  Society  of  the  Diocese,  which  for  three  years  past  has  been 
^inpioductive.  During  this  time  the  Archdeaconry  has  assumed  the  amount 
of  interest  ($400).  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  property  in  which  this  siun 
is  invested  may  soon  yield  some  return,  and  the  Archdeaconry  then  enabled 
to  use  this  money  for  work  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 

Qlenham,  St.  John  the  Baptist's  Church,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Ivie,  Hfissionary. 
(Wuun  does  not  grow  in  population,  and  the  opportimity  for  any  decided 
increased  membership  is  very  meagre.  Services  are  maintained  every  Sun- 
<iay.  There  are  fifty  children  under  instruction.  Twelve  adults  and  infants 
have  been  baptized  and  seven  have  been  confirmed.  The  Church  and  Parish 
House  have  been  thoroughly  renovated — the  entire  cost  being  met  by  members 
of  the  mission. 
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Hopewell  Junction,  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Rev.  D.  B.  Ray, 
missionary.  This  is  a  railroad  centre  and  it  seems  certain  that  the  ^pAaee 
will  have  a  rapid  and  steady  growth.  The  woik  of  the  Church  has  been 
carried  on  without  interruption.  There  is  no  debt  and  all  expenses  have  been 
met.  The  difficulty  regi^ding  the  title  to  the  Church  property  has  been 
removed — the  heirs  of  the  grantor  having  given  a  new  deed — thus  securing 
the  building  and  lot  to  the  Church. 

I  can  but  repeat  what  I  have  already  said  in  regard  to  the  Church  life 
in  the  old  established  parishes  of  Lithgow,  served  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Rodgen ; 
Pleasant  Valley,  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Upjohn,  missionary ;  and  Pine  Plains,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Burrows  in  charge.  It  has  been  excellent  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  increase  of  population  in  those  places.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Upjcrim 
of  Pleasant  Valley  reports  the  Church  attendance  as  most  encouraging,  lliefe 
have  been  ten  baptized  and  five  have  been  confirmed.  A  system  of  weekly 
pledges  has  been  maintained  during  the  past  year,  more  than  doublixig  the 
former  offerings.  Necessary  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  Church  build- 
ing, the  money  and  labor  being  contributed  by  friends  of  the  parish. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Burrows  reports  indications  of  awakened  spiritual  interest 
in  Pine  Plains — ^the  attendance  at  Church  services  and  Sunday-school  being 
increased. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Burdick's  work  at  Stone  House,  West  Pawling,  continues  laigely 
in  the  direction  of  teaching  school  and  general  religious  influence. 

For  some  years  past,  a  Sunday-school  has  been  maintained  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Hart  and  his  family  and  neighbors,  at  Manchester  Bridge,  six  miles  east  of 
Poughkeepsie.  The  services  have  been  held  in  a  school-house.  At  the 
Church  service  in  the  evening,  a  priest  or  lay  reader  is  always  present.  Mr. 
Hart  has  presented  a  lot  of  land,  on  which  a  Church  building  will  soon  be 
erected.    The  interest  in  this  work  is  constantly  increasing. 

The  reports  of  all  the  missionaries  show  the  results  of  self-denying,  patient 
and  efficient  service.

OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  NEW  YORK. 

We  beg  leave  to  begin  our  annual  report  by  reminding  our  brethren  ^ 
the  clergy  and  laity  that  no  part  of  the  offerings  in  city  parishes  for  Diooes^ 
Missions  is  appropriated  for  the  missionary  work  of  the  Archdeaconry  ^ 
New  York,  but  that  all  of  them  are  used  outside  of  the  city.  While  tl^ 
arrangement  has  our  cordial  sympathy,  we  regret  that  only  a  few  of  the  ci^ 
Churches  favor  us  with  special  offerings.  We  are  obliged  to  depend  largely 
upon  contributions  that  come  to  us  from  individuals  from  time  to  time,  ^ 
response  to  appeals. 

Notwithstanding  the  insufficiency  of  funds  at  our  disposal  for  missionaries' 
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nlaries  and  other  uigent  ezpenseSi  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  en- 
Qouragenient. 

What  Church  extension  in  the  Bronx  means  is  well  illustrated  by  the 
biief  history  of  one  of  our  Archdeaconry  mismons.    The  Mission  of  the  Advo- 
cate was  opened  five  years  ago  in  a  rented  room  in  a  growing  neighborhood 
of  the  Bronx.    Four  months  ago  it  was  incorporated  as  an  independent  parish. 
It  steadily  grew  from  the  beginning.    During  the  past  year  its  progress  has 
been  remarkable.    It  now  has  378  families  and  parts  of  families;  941  baptized 
peraoDs;   201  oommimicants;   22  Sundaynschool  teachers  and  352  Sunday- 
school  scholars.    I>uring  the  past  year  34  of  its  children  were  baptized  and 
31  candidates  confirmed.    The  congregation  no  longer  worships  in  a  rented 
roomy  but  has  a  suitable  edifice  of  its  own,  partly  paid  for  by  the  people,  and 
pirtly  by  outmde  aid,  and  set  on  a  fair  site  presented  by  the  venerable  mother 
parish  (rf  the  dty.  Trinity  Church.    In  addition  to  local  gifts  for  the  building 
fond  and  other  pbjects,  the  offerings  during  the  year  at  the  Church  services 
irare  $1,229.25,  and  in  the  Sunday-school,  $616.60.    We  believe  that  the 
new  parish  will  go  from  strength  to  strength.    It  has  made  so  good  a  record 
in  BO  short  a  time  because,  under  Qod's  blessing,  its  workers  were  pioneers  on 
the  ground  of  a  growing  neighborhood,  and  because,  at  the  right  time,  they 
were  enabled  to  transfer  their  work  from  a  rented  room  to  a  spacious  and 
wdi  appointed  ChapeL 

Emmanuel  Mission  was  begun  with  four  children  less  t^ian  two  years  ago 
in  a  rented  nxmi.  The  number  of  its  Sundaynschool  scholars  is  now  one 
hundred  and  thirteen.  Five  infants  and  two  adults  have  been  baptized  and 
ei^t  candidates  confirmed  during  the  past  year.  And  now  it  has  in  addition 
to  its  Sunday-school  a  congregation  that  fills  the  room;  a  choir  of  twelve 
boys;  a  chancel  guild;  a  sewing  school;  a  jimior  brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew; 
^\xfpf  dub;  a  social  gmld,  arranging  for  lectures  and  entertainments,  and 
an  admirable  system  of  house  to  house  visitation.  And  meantime  this  mis- 
skm,  being  under' the  inmiediate  direction  of  an  unsalaried  lay  reader  of  rare 
fitness  for  his  work,  has  been  absolutely  self-supporting  even  in  the  matter 
of  providing,  from  month  to  month,  for  the  ministrations  of  a  priest  at 
celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion.  The  Deacon  who  has  lately  given 
valuable  aid  to  the  work  belongs  to  the  staff  of  Grace  Parish. 

May  we  not  well  ask  if  such  a  promising  plant  does  not  deserve  a  new 
<!hapel?  What  better  opportunity  than  this  can  anyone  find  in  any  mission 
fidd  for  the  wise  use  of  money? 

Such  at  least  was  the  question  which  a  certain  layman  asked  himself  when 
he  became  familiar  with  similar  conditions  at  a  sister  mission  called  the 
Atonement.  Though  only  four  years  old  it  had  quite  outgrown  the  storeroom 
m  which  it  had  been  housed,  and  so  this  friend,  who  modestiy  withholds  his 
i^ttae,  bought  two  lots  and  built  a  chapel  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $4,000  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  growing  congregation  and  Sunday-school.  The 
foniace  has  been  provided  by  the  Rev.  John  Henry  Watson.  Miss  A.  A. 
(^^irtis  has  presented  a  stained  glass  memorial  window  containing  a  copy  of 
^neggio's  picture  of  the  Holy  Family.  The  chapel  is  now  ready  to  be  con- 
secrated.   This  mission,  like  others  manned  by  the  Lay  Helpers'  Association, 
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to  which  we  are  g^  again  to  make  our  grateful  acknowledgments,  has  beez 
particulariy  fortunate  in  being  under  the  immediate  direction  of  lay  readen 
of  exceptional  misdonaiy  gifts. 

Another  self-supporting  mission  under  competent  lay  readers  is  that  ol 
the  Holy  Spirit,  organized  in  January,  1901.  It  has  continued  during  the 
past  year  to  make  use  of  the  large  room  in  a  private  residence  where  a  Nor 
wegian  congregation  worships  at  other  hours,  but  the  arrangement  has  bea 
more  t^ian  ever  unsatisfactory,  on  account  of  the  blasting  of  rock  in  the  street 
immediately  in  front  of  the  entrance,  which  began  more  than  a  year  ago  and 
has  not  yet  been  completed.  However,  it  has  the  offer  of  a  new  site  a  fen 
blocks  eastward  for  occupation  for  a  term  of  years  without  cost,  and  about 
$500  in  its  treasury  toward  the  expense  of  a  new  chapel,  and  so  the  congrega- 
tion is  hoping  for  better  accommodations  in  the  near  future. 

Two  others  of  our  self-supporting  missions  under  lay  readers  of  the  La^ 
Helpers'  Association  are  St.  Martha's,  inaugurated  in  January,  1901,  and 
the  new  one  at  Bronxwood  Park.  Both  are  still  in  rented  rooms,  and  botl 
have  made  records  of  growth  and  usefulness  during  the  past  year. 

8U  Simeon's,  Melrose,  is  only  five  years  old,  but  it  has  made  good  use  of  iti 
opportunities.  It  still  occupies  a  rented  hOuse  which  is  not  large  enou^ 
for  its  needs,  but  it  has  a  $7,500  lot  presented  by  Trinity  Church,  and  a  build- 
ing fund  of  $10,000  with  which  it  is  hoped  work  on  the  new  chapel  will  soon 
be  begun.  It  has  paid  its  current  expenses  during  the  past  year  with  fhi 
exception  of  the  missionary's  salary.  Its  last  annual  report  includes  2S 
infants  and  6  adults  baptized  and  23  candidates  confirmed.  It  now  has  17/ 
families  and  parts  of  families;  150  communicants;  12  Sundaynschool  teachen 
and  175  Sundaynschool  scholars.  It  has  a  sewing  school,  a  woman's  guile 
and  a  mother's  meeting. 

It  is  the  distinction  of  two  of  our  missions  having  clergymen  in  chaigi 
that  they  are  entirely  self-supporting,  with  the  exception  of  the  small  cost  oj 
supplying  clerical  substitutes  during  the  short  vacations  of  the  pastors.  The} 
are  St.  Alban's,  High  Bridge,  organized  in  1899,  and  the  Holy  Nativity,  Bed- 
ford Park,  organized  a  year  later,  the  minister  in  charge  in  each  case  volun- 
teering his  services  without  a  stipend.  The  former  mission  has  a  good  chape 
edifice  built  on  ground  presented  by  Mrs.  Augustus  P.  Ccoke.  The  othei 
still  occupies  a  two-story  carriage  house  suitably  fitted  up  for  its  work,  bui 
it  is  hoped  that  a  more  favorable  site  can  be  secured  and  a  new  chapel  built 
before  much  longer  delay. 

St.  Stephen's,  Woodlawn,  which  has  a  handsome  Chuieh  edifice,  and  St 
George's,  Williamsbridge,  which  still  occupies  the  crypt  of  its  proposed  build' 
ing,  have  been  self-supporting  during  the  past  year  with  the  exception  of  thi 
salaries  of  the  missionaries  in  charge. 

St.  David's  congregation,  of  our  colored  brethren,  also  continues  to  occupy 
the  large  and  comfortable  crypt  of  the  proposed  new  edifice,  and  for  its  curren 
expenses  has  depended  upon  the  Archdeaconry  treasury  only  in  the  matte 
of  its  pastor's  salary.  This  mission  now  reports  398  families  and  parts  o 
families;  209  communicants;  25  Sunday-school  teachers  and  442  Sunday 
school  scholars.    During  the  past  year  27  children  were  baptized  and  2 
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candidates  oonfiimed..  The  pipe  organ  now  in  use  was  presented  by  the 

Kector^and  Vestiy  of  St.  Ann's  Church. 

The  Fresh  Air  work  for  outings  and  excursions  in  the  country  was  more 

than  ever  prosperous  last  summer.  It  was  particularly  favored  by  the  gener- 
ous action  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andrew  C.  Zabriskie  in  giving  to  it  the  free  use  of 
a  ^mcious  house  on  extensive  grounds  near  Ridgewood,  New  Jersey,  where 
237  beneficiaries  were  sheltered  for  a  fortnight.  Similar  outings  were  pro-  - 
Tided  elsewhere  for  150  beneficiaries.  Instead  of  arranging  as  formeriy  for 
laige  excursions  on  the  Sound  for  our  Sunday-school  children  and  others, 
tioUey  excursions  to  pleasant  groves  were  substituted. 

lie  new  Italian  mission^  opened  last  winter  in  what  is  called  "  Little  Italy/ ' 
m  a  rented  storeroom  on  the  groimd  floor  of  a  tenement  occupied  by  twenty 
Italian  families,  has  done  good  work,  particularly  among  the  children  of  the 
Dei^iboihood.  Of  its  eight  Sunday-school  teachers  four,  including  the 
pariah  idritor,  speak  Italian.  Neariy  all  of  the  children,  being  bom  in  this 
oountiy,  speak  English.  The  number  of  scholars  now  on  the  Sundaynschool 
roll  is  eighty.  A  free  medical  dispensary  has  been  maintained  in  connec- 
tion  with  the  misdon  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  physician,  and 
it  has  been  a  boon  to  the  Italian  families  of  extreme  poverty  which  have 
turned  to  it  in  their  distress. 

Stained  glass  windows  from  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation  have  recently 
been  presented  to  the  Archdeaconry  by  the  Rector  of  that  parish.  Who 
wSl  give  us  a  new  chapel  to  match  them? 

Incomplete  as  this  report  is,  it  would  be  still  more  incomplete  if  it  omitted 
to  men^n  the  mass  meeting  held  one  evening  in  May  in  a  large  militia  hall  in 
the  Bronx  in  the  interest  of  Church  extension.  There  was  an  attendance  of 
2,000per8on8,  representing  many  parishes  and  missions,  most  of  whom  remained 
standing  throughout  the  meeting  for  lack  of  seats.  A  choir  of  150  voices  led 
the  singing.  Mr.  Wahle,  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Faith,  presided.  Stirring 
addresses  were  made  by  Bishop  Potter  and  Bishop  Greer,  also  by  the  Rev. 
John  Campbell,  PhJ).,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Darlington  of  l^e  Archdeaconry's 
Committee  of  Cooperation.  The  other  members  of  that  Committee,  the 
Rev.  Geo.  Alexander  Strong,  the  Rev.  Gustavus  Tuckerman  and  Mr.  John  P. 
Paure,  together  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington  and  other  representative 
liectoTS,  both  of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx,  were  present.  It  was  an  assembly 
of  earnest  men  and  women  awake  to  the  importance  of  aggressive  Church 
^renk.  Enthumasm  was  in  the  air,  but  it  was  also  in  the  heart,  and  one  of  the 
practical  results  of  the  meeting  was  the  appointment  of  a  large  permanent 
committee  on  ways  and  means  for  lengthening  the  cords  and  strengthening 
tiie  stakes  of  the  Church's  occupation  of  the  Bronx.

The  Committee  which,  with  the  addition  of  four  new  members,  was  re- 
appointed at  the  last  Convention,  deeming  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  argu- 
ments employed  in  the  majority  and  minority  reports  of  1903,  as  the  same 
are  set  forth  on  pages  86  and  87  of  the  journal  of  that  year,  unanimously 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  division  be  postponed  for  the  present  and 
that  this  Committee  be  dbcharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject; 

which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  0.  Applegate,  Jr.,  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  a 
Committee  of  ten  to  consider  the  question  of  the  Division  of  the 
Diocese  and  to  report  at  the  next  Convention. 
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The  Bev.  Mr.  Symonds  moved  that  the  resolution  be  laid  on 
the  table,  whic)i  was  adopted. 
The  Bev.  Dr.  Bainsford  moved  the  following  resolution :

Zabriskie  presented  the  following  amendment  to 
Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution : 
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Ameud  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitation  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 
ARTICLE  VII. 
/  In  all  matters  wbicb  shall  oome  before  the  ConYention  the  Clergy  and  the 
Laity  shall  deliberate  id  one  body.  In  voting  each  clerical  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote.  When  Yotes  are  taken  by  orders  the  lay  delegates  of 
each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  except  that  when  more  than  one 
chnrch  or  chapel  shall  be  nnited  under  one  vestry,  and  shall  have  been  so 
united  and  recognized  by  the  Convention  prior  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember in  the  year  of  oar  Lord  1859,  the  delegates  of  such  vestry  only  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  church  or  chapel. 

In  all  cases  other  than  elections,  and  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor,  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  and  of  the  clerical  and  lay 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  the  action  of  the  Convention.  The  concorrenee 
of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  with  any  vote  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members  shall 
be  presnmed;  unless  after  such  vote  shall  have  been  taken  and  before  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Convention  their  dissent  shall  be  expressed. 

Except  in  cases  where  a  vote  by  orders  is  required  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  clerical  and  lay  memt>ers  present  shall  constitute  a  vote ;  but 
in  any  cane  a  vote  by  orders  may  be  required  by  five  members.  When  a  vote 
by  orders  is  taken  the  concurrence  <if  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  constitute 
a  vote.    In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  the  two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately. 

Mr.  F.  L.  Stetson  moved  it^  reference  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  A.  F.  Underbill  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
wa.s  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolvedf  That  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  session  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  be  changed,  and  that  hereafter  the  convention  be  held  at  some 
time  in  the  latter  part  of  May  or  early  in  June  of  each  year,  the  date  to  be 
selected  by  the  Bishop  ^nth  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee.

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Bey.  Oeorge  F.  Nelson,  D.D., 
Archdeacon  of  New  York,  the  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Harris,  D.D., 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  the  Bev.  Ernest  Voorhis,  Ph.D., 
ofthe  Cathedral  Staff. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair,  and  the 
minntes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  delegates  was  omitted,  and 
the  delegates  present  to-day  but  not  present  yesterday  were  requested 
to  send  their  names  to  the  Secretary.

The  Rev.  Carroll  Perry  withdrew  the  amendment  to  the  resolu- 
tion in  reference  to  the  Anlerican  Bevised  Version. 

The  Order  of  the  Day,  the  resolution  for  memorializing  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  to  allow  the  Bevised  Vei^ion  to  be  used  in  Churches, 
was  taken  up. 

The  Rev.  T.  L.  Banister  offered  the  following  substitute  to  the 
resolution  : 

ReKlved,  That,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  by  reason  of  patent  eirors  no 
QDsting  revision  of  the  authorized  version  of  Holy  Scripture  is  accepted  by 
°uuiy  learned  men  as  competent  by  reason  of  superior  excellence  to  supplant 
tbe  use  of  the  King  James'  version;  and  that  the  permissive  use  of  more  than 
tl^  present  authorized  Bible  will  tend  to  create  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the 
Sttienl  public  as  regards  the  authority  of  any  version,  this  Convention  deems 
it  inexpedient  to  memorialize  the  General  Convention  at  this  time  on  the 
wbject. 

On  motion  of  the  Bev.  Dr.  Batten  the  substitute  was  laid  on  the 

table. 

The  resolution  in  favor  of  the  Bevised  Version  was  then  adopted.

''Every  clergyman  in  this  Diocese  holding  a  cure  is  required,  at  this 
Aimual  Convention,  to  present  his  report,  which  shall  recite  his  official  acts 
for  the  year  and  give,  in  detail,  the  statistics  of  the  parish.  But  you  will 
look  in  vain,  whether  in  the  general  canon  law  or  in  that  of  this  Diocese,  for 
any  provision  authorizing  the  Ordinary  to  proceed  to  any  act  of  discipline 
for  an  omission,  e.g.,  so  grave  as  that  of  failing  to  record  baptisms,  marriages, 
etc.,  in  the  parish  register.  And  yet,  no  ftdlure  is  commoner,  and  no  sense 
of  responsibility,  at  this  point,  seems  to  be  weaker  1" 

Resolved,  That  this  paragraph  of  the  Bishop's  address  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons  to  consider,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention,  whether 
in  its  judgment  any  canon,  and  if  any,  what  canon,  should  be  enacted,  or  any 
other  legislation,  and  if  any,  what  legislation  should  be  sought  to  correct  the 
n^lect  "to  record  baptisms,  marriages,  etc.,"  referred  to  in  this  paragraph. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Harrower  presented  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  Convention  on  Suffragan  Bishops.

The  terms  of  the  resolution  on  which  your  Committee  was  appointed  at  the 
last  Convention  are  as  follows: 

Retched,  That  a  Gonmiittee  be  appointed  to  report  to  the  next  Conven- 
tion on  the  condition  and  functions  of  Suffragan  Bishops. 

Your  Committee  is  therefore  instructed  to  make  its  report  one  dealing 
laigdy  with  matters  of  infonnation  and  history.  And  it  would  seem  as  if 
this  might  be  of  use  in  view  of  the  fact  that  from  time  to  time  the  method 
of  a  Suffragan-Episcopate  is  brought  forward  as  a  solution  of  difficulties  arising 
in  Dioceses  where  there  seems  demanded  an  increase  of  Episcopal  service, 
and  where  it  is  not  felt  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  can  be  met  by 
the  establishment  of  a  new  Diocese.  The  evident  success  attending  the  Suffra- 
gan-Episcopate in  the  English  Church  undoubtedly  explains  this  frequent 
reference,  and  the  antiquity  of  such  an  Episcopal  service  would  seem  to  justify 
its  modem  use.  It  would  become,  therefore,  the  revival  and  adaptation  of 
An  ancient  method  to  meet  modem  needs,  as  the  ancient  order  of  Deaconesses 
has  been  restored  to  the  Church  of  to^ay .  Your  Committee  calls  attention 
to  the  following  facts : 

1.  In  the  early  ages  the  Suffragan  Bishop  was  appointed  to  assist  the 
Bi^  of  the  See  city,  or  Diocese,  in  the  more  careful  and  detuled  super- 
^^uion  of  churches  scattered  throughout  the  widely  spreading  country  dis- 
tricts. They  were  known  as  Charepisaypi,  or  Bishops  of  the  Country.  While 
80106  writers  have  held  that  these  officials  were  not  consecrated  to  the  Epis- 
copate, the  weight  of  authority  leads  to  the  belief  that  they  had  received  such 
consecration.  How  this  order  first  originated  is  not  known.  Some  have 
Attributed  it  to  the  occasional  use,  under  some  Diocesan,  of  a  Bishop  who 
^  proved  unfitted  or  unacceptable  elsewhere,  and  whose  services  were 
^  availed  of  in  another  Diocese.    This,  however,  is  mere  conjecture. 

The  fact  is  quite  clear  that  they  were  set  apart  to  perform  certain  definite 
^^)isoopal  acts.  It  was  their  duty  to  have  careful  supervision  over  country 
Parishes,  seek  out,  provide  and  ordain  fit  persons  to  serve  in  the  inferior 
onioB,  as  Readers,  Sub-deacons  and  Exorcbts;  also  to  ordain  Deacons  and 
P^'nbyters,  with  the  consent  of  their  Diocesan,  and  to  exercise  authority 
withm  certain  limits  oyer  the  movements  of  their  clergy.  They  possessed 
^  the  right  to  officiate  in  the  See  city  by  special  license,  and  were  entitled 
to  sit  and  vote  in  Councils  and  Synods,  fourteen  such  Suffragans,  or  Chorepis- 
copi,  being  in  attendance  at  the  Nicene  Council. 

It  would  appear,  however,  that  the  nature  and  extent  of  their  Episcopal 
^^ithority  differed  somewhat  under  different  Diocesan  Bishops,  and  grew 
at  length  to  be  so  precarious  that  graduidly  the  office  fell  into  disfavor,  and 
*t  the  Ck)uncil  of  Laodicea,  360  A.D.,  it  was  decreeed  that  thereafter  this  form 
of  the  Episcopate  should  cease,  and  the  duties  of  general  supervision  over  the 
<^ountry  districts  be  delegated  to  Presbyters  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 
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2.  The  name  and  office  of  Suffragan-Bishop  is  first  found  in  the  English 
Church  in  the  thirteenth  century,  about  the  year  1240  A.D.  Ljmdwood, 
in  his  Pravineiale,  .written  some  two  hundred  years  later,  commenting  on 
one  of  Archbishop  Pe<5kham's  Constitutions,  ts&yB:  "They  were  called  Su£Fni- 
gans  because  they  were  bound  to  give  their  suffrage  and  aasistanee  to  the 
Archbishop,  being  summoned  to  take  part  of  his  cure,  thou^  not  in  the 
plenitude  of  his  power."  In  this  sense,  indeed,  all  the  city  or  Diocesan 
Bishops  of  any  Province  were  simply  the  Suffragans  of  their  Metropolitan. 
It  was  not  until  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  that  the  term  was  restricted  to  an 
order  of  Bishops  differing  somewhat  from  the  ancient  Chorepiscopi,  and 
sustaining  different  relations  to  the  Diocesan  Bishop. 

In  1534  Suffragans,  as  assistants  to  Diocesan  Bishops,  were  permitted 
to  be  appointed  to  Suffragan  Sees,  which  were  to  be  towns,  not  cities,  and 
which  were  specifically  named,  as  Thetford,  Ipswich,  Dover,  Gkulfbrd,  Taun- 
ton, etc.,  to  the  number  of  twenty-six.  While  these  were  to  be  consecrated 
as  other  Bishops,  none  of  them  could  do  any  Episcopal  act  without  the  con- 
sent and  permisBion  of  the  Bishop  of  the  city  in  whose  Diocese  he  was  placed. 
In  1876  there  were  in  England  only  three  of  these  Suffragan  Sees  filled,  vu., 
Nottingham,  Dover  and  Guilford. 

To-day  there  are  in  the  English  Church  twenty-four  Suffragan  Bishops, 
with  the  following  titles,  and  within  these  Dioceses:

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These  Sufifragans  have  no  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords,  nor  in  the  Upper 
Houae  of  Convocation,  with  the  Bishops  of  the  Reahn.  They  are  chosen  by 
the  King  from  two  names  sent  in  by  the  Bishop  desiring  a  SiifFragan.  They 
confirm,  ordain,  consecrate  churches,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  do 
not  pertain  to  jurisdiction  and  temporalities.  Their  tenure  of  office  ceases 
on  the  death  or  translation  of  their  Diocesan  (unless  continued  by  his  suc- 
ceasor),  when  they  become  Vicars  or  Rectors,  or  occupy  some  position  not 
inTolving  Ejnacopal  consecration. 

The  fact  that  the  Church  of  England  is  a  State  Church  imdoubtedly 
explains  in  part  this  recourse  to  the  method  of  the  Suffragan-Episcopate. 
Owing  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  consent  of  Parliament  to  the  erection 
of  new  and  independent  Sees,  and  the  law  governing  their  endowment,  this 
method  appears  the  simpler  and  more  economical  means  of  obtaining  the 
required  Episcopal  service. 

3.  The  subject  of  a  Suffragan-Episcopate  came  first  before  the  American 
Church  in  1814,  when  Dr.  Kemp  was  chosen  Bishop-Suffragan  to  Dr.  Claggett, 
BiBbop  of  Maryland.  And  to-day  in  the  list  of  Bishops  of  the  American 
Church,  the  title  of  Suffragan  occurs  only  once  in  the  table,  and  in  connection 
with  his  name. 

Later,  in  the  year  1829,  when  the  Rev.  William  Meade  was  chosen  Bishop- 
SuJBfmgan  of  Virginia,  the  papers  were  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  consist- 
ing of  the  Rev.  Christopher  E.  Gadsden  [later,  Bishop  of  South  Carolina, 
1840],  the  Rev.  John  Henry  Hopkins  [later.  Bishop  of  Vermont,  1832],  the 
Rev.  Benjamin  T.  Onderdonk  [later.  Bishop  of  New  York,  1830],  and  the 
following  laymen:  Judge  Chambers  of  Maryland  and  the  Hon.  Horace  Binney 
of  Pennsylvania. 

This  Committee  reported  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
M  follows: 

"The  Diocese  of  Virginia  seems  to  have  thought  fit  to  limit  the  period 
of  Dr.  Meade's  Episcopal  authority  to  the  lifetime  of  Bishop  Moore,  so  that 
it  is  a  possible  event  that  on  his  decease  the  Diocese  may  deprive  Dr.  Meade 
of  his  jurisdiction,  and  then  introduce  the  case  of  a  Bishop  without  a  Diocese. 
In  view  of  this,  and  the  evils  which  your  committee  anticipate,  to  the 
peace  of  the  Church  and  the  proper  dignity  and  authority  of  the  Episcopal 
Order,  if  such  a  limitation  should  be  suffered  to  become  a  precedent,  and 
the  opinion  entertained  by  several  members  of  your  Committee,  that  the 
tnie  spirit  of  the  Constitution  would  be  violated  by  the  consecration  of  a 
Bishop  subject  in  the  very  terms  of  his  election  to  be  deprived  of  his  jurisdic- 
tion without  any  fault  of  his  own — therefore  they  deeply  regret  its  adoption 
^  the  present  instance." 

In  acting  upon  the  above  report,  the  House  declared  that  the  condition 
attached  to  the  election  of  Dr.  Meade  by  Virginia  "is  deemed  a  constitutional 
^^pfdiment  on  account  of  which  his  consecration  ought  not  to  take  place." 

Further,  the  Convention  passed  a  canon  "0/  Astnstani  Bishops"  defining 
when  and  how  they  might  be  elected,  and  to  this  canon  was  added:  **No 
P^9<m  shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  Suffragan-Bishop.** 

Uter  again,  in  the  year  1874,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  House 
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of  Bishops  on  the  subject  of  Suffragan  Bishops.  This  committee  consisted 
of  five,  with  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  (Thomas  Atkinson)  as  Chainnan.* 
The  Report  of  this  Committee  was  made  to  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1877. 
The  Majority  Report,  signed  by  the  Bishops  of  North  Carolina  (Thomaa  Atkin- 
son), Connecticut  (John  Williams),  and  Texas  (Alexander  Qregg),  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  a  canon  providing  for  a  Suffragan-Episoopate  as 
admirably  adapted  to  supply  a  fuller  ''Episcopal  care,  labor  and  supervision 
than  the  Church  now  receives,  and  more  than  under  our  present  sjrstem  it  can 
receive,"  sa3ring  that,  ''it  would  seem  that  we  must  enlarge  the  niunber  of 
our  Bishops  for  them  thoroughly  and  efficiently  to  perform  their  present 
work,  and,  still  more,  to  enable  them  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  Church  and  of  the  country."    This  report  asserted  that: 

(1)  The  Division  of  a  Diocese  cannot  always  be  accomplished  without 

involving  greater  evils. 

(2)  That  Assistant  Bishops  may  not  always  be  feasible^ 

(3)  That  to  set  aside  portions  of  existing  Dioceses  as  Missionary  Jurisdic- 

tions, in  order  to  seciu^  fuller  8uper\'ision,  would  be  in  many  instances 

extremely  questionable. 

The  Minority  Report  submitted  certain  facts  of  history  in  connection  with 

the  subject,  and  referred  especially  to  the  action  of  the  American  Church  as 

above  outlined  and  the  failure  of  the  attempt  in  1829  to  rcAive  this  foim  of 

Episcopal  service.     Further  objections  were  brought  forward  as  follows: 

(1)  It  would  introduce  a  sort  of  Sub-Episcopate  inferior  in  power,  juris- 

diction, privilege  and  rights.  "Prudential  reasons,  or  natural 
and  imavoidable  reasons  may,"  they  observed,  "restrict  the  exer- 
cise of  an  Assistant  Bishop's  pK)wer  in  certain  cases,  but  he  has 
equal  Episcopal  authority,  equal  right  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  equal  voice  in  legislation,  and  the  inalienable  right  of  suc- 
cession to  the  Diocesan  Episcopate."  The  Suffragan  is,  on  the  con- 
trary, "under  the  supervision  of  another  to  whom  he  is  but  a  li^- 
tenant.  ...  He  has  no  voice  either  for  consent  or  dissent  in 
legislation  or  consecration.  .  .  His  tenure  of  office  is  uncertain. 
.  .  .  He  can  be  suspended  from  office  at  the  mere  will  of  the 
Diocesan.  .  .  .  Such  inequality  is  obnoxious  to  the  apostolical — 
parity  of  Bishop>s,  and  would  create  in  the  public  mind  confusionf.'^ 

(2)  Such  a  Suffragan-Episcopate  might  lead  to  the  election  of  men  oK" 

minor  qualification,  simply  because  they  happen  to  be  rectors  o^it 
important  parishes  within  the  district  to  be  thus  supplied.     JeiJL — 
ousies  and  disorders  might  arise,  incident  to  conflict  of  Episcopal 
influences  within  such  Diocese  or  Jurisdiction. 
The  Majority  Report  asserted  that  there  could  be  no  valid  fear  of  a  Suffra- 
gan-Episcopate preparing  the  way  for  a  complicated  hierarchy    and  ihCa-t 
such  an  objection  would  hold  equally  against  the  Episcopal  Ministry  itoeW 
It  claimed  that  Canterbury  is  no  more  Bishop  than  Salisbury,  though 
their  powers  and  fimctions  differ.

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Further,  the  Church  in  her  greatest  purity  and  in  her  greatest  vigor  em- 

•  plo3red  Chorejpiseapif  who  were  what  we  now  call  Suffragan-Bishops.    Again: 

Hie  Church  of  England  when  she  was  breaking  free  from  the  domination  of 

Rome,  and  the  superstition  and  ignorance  which  was  inherited  from  Papal 

supremacy,  called  to  her  aid  this  class  of  Bishops.    And  finally,  "when  she 

woke,  up  after  the  torpor  of  the  last  century,  and  began  to  pour  forth  her 

'  ener^es  in  bringing  the  wandering  sheep  of  her  own  flock  into  the  fold  from 

which  so  many  had  strayed,  and  in  sending  her  children  into  darkest  regions 

of  the  earth  to  subdue  the  heathen  to  the  knowledge  of  Christ — while  thus 

straining  every  nerve  in  her  great  work,  she  found  it  wise  and  expedient  to 

revive  the  use  of  this  class  of  Bishops.'" 

The  Convention  did  not  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Majority 
Report,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

"That  it  is  inexpedient  to  repeal  the  provision  of  Canon  XV,  Title  1,  of 
Digest,  which  declares  'No  person  shall  be  elected  or  consecrated  a  Suffragan- 
Bishop.'" 

The  report  so  far  submitted  would  be  without  significance  unless  atten- 
tion were  caUed  to  certain  obvious  facts  which  are  implied  in  the  history  of 
the  Suffragan-Episcopate. 

1.  It  must  be  remembered  that  this  form  of  Episcopal  service  was  called 
into  existence  to  meet  certain  specific  emergencies.  When  these  passed,  it 
feU  into  disuse.  It  is,  tlierefore,  not  an  absolute  and  permanent  form,  so  to 
speak,  of  the  Episcopate,  but  simply  a  method  of  utilizing  the  Episcopate* 
TheEpiscc^Mite  itself  is  permanent,  fixed,  as  one  of  the  Orders  of  the  Ministry. 
The  Suffragan-Episcopate  is  a  mode  of  Episcopal  service.  Indeed,  in  this 
anae,  it  presents  the  principle  that  inheres  in  the  life  of  the  Chiurh  from  the 
fint  The  very  idea  of  the  Diocese,  the  Province,  the  Patriarchate,  the  Arch- 
<fioce8e,  is  one  of  method.  The  sole  and  only  fact  is  the  Episcopate,  the  rest 
we  matters  of  policy,  or  forms  of  action  which  the  Episcopate  assumes.  We 
>M  not  change  the  Church  if  we  make  our  Bishops  universal  Bishops,  or 
owter  our  Dioceses  into  Provinces.  England  with  her  Archbishops,  and 
Axnerica  with  her  Bishops,  are  the  same  Church.  These  differences  are 
differences  of  arrangement  with  a  view  to  the  most  effective  administration 
<rf  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church. 

2.  Again,  the  conditions  and  functions  of  Suffragan-Bishops  are  not 
crystallized  and  unalterable.  They  varied  in  the  Early  Church.  They  may 
^  to-day  in  accordance  with  existing  needs.  An  American  Suffragan 
i^  not  be  the  narrow  imitation  of  an  English  Suffragan.  The  laws  and 
'Jsages  of  the  English  Church  are  not  compulsory  on  the  American  Church  in 
^  any  more  than  in  the  Diocesan  Episcopate.  The  underlying  purpose  of 
*  Diooesan-Bishop  and  a  Suffragan-Bishop  is  one  and  the  same;  namely,  the 
piOTiding  of  Episcopal  service.    The  method  is  merely  the  way  in  whith 

^  njoet  wisely  to  secure  such  service.  Canterbury  and  New  York  alike  exist 
for  the  same  great  spiritual  ends,  the  one  differing  from  the  other  not  in  kind, 
out  in  means  or  method.  - 

It  would  therefore  be  contrary  to  the  very  genius  of  the  Church  to  assuitie 
that  the  Suffragan-Episcopate  is  incapable  of  modification  to  American  con- 
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ditions.  Undoubtedly  it  is  popularly  identified  with  the  Kngliwh  type,  and 
is  therefore  at  once  dismissed  as  unsatisfactory  and  foreign  to  our  Church. 
But  such  a  course  is  not  only  inconsistent  with  history,  but  it  abrogates  the 
inalienable  right  of  the  Church  to  adapt  means  to  ends. 

3.  When  the  American  Church,  in  1829,  and  again  in  1877,  prohibited 
the  election  or  consecration  of  any  person  as  a  SufFragan^Bishop,  she  was 
in  reality  doing  nothing  but  prohibiting  the  consecration  of  a  Suffragan  of 
the  English  t3rpe.  It  was  dmilar  to  declaring  that  no  one  shall  be  set  apart 
to  the  monastic  or  conventual  life,  that  no  order  of  Deaconesses  shall  exist, 
nor  any  person  be  made  an  Archdeacon,  or  that  no  Bishop  shall  be  elevated 
to  an  Archbishopric.  It  is  quite  possible  for  the  Church  to  enact  such  legiala- 
tion,  and  it  is  equally  within  her  right  to  do  so.  It  is  a  question  of  how  she 
shall  administer  her  spiritual  gifts.  But  it  is  also  possible  that  the  Church 
may  correct  such  legislation  in  the  light  of  later  experience,  and  in  order 
more  wisely  to  administer  these  spiritual  gifts.  It  is  all  a  question  of  mode 
of  action,  or  administration. 

The  one  supreme  responsibility  of  the  Church  is  tlie  exercise  of  her  spiritual 
trust.  When  the  Church,  feeling  the  burden  of  this  responnbility  uiging 
her  on  to  a  deeper  sense  of  mission  and  more  intense  consecration,  comes  face 
to  face  with  the  nation's  great  and  growing  needs,  she  may  or  she  may  not 
shape  her  methods  in  accordance  with  the  familiar  machinery  of  the  past, 
but  she  will,  if  she  be  true  to  her  trust,  shape  tf^em  for  the  most  effective 
meeting  of  the  present  task.  It  is  the  life  of  the  Church,  which  the  worid 
needs.    That  life  the  Church  must  supply. 

If  the  foregoing  principles  are  sound,  they  naturally  open  the  way  for  a 
consideration  of  the  Suffragan-EpiBCopate  as  adapted  to  the  conditions  and 
needs  of  the  American  Church.  It  becomes  therefore  a  practical  question 
as  to  how  such  an  office  may  be  defined,  and  what  may  be  the  range  of  its 
duties  and  privileges.  Your  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  points 
which  naturally  suggest  themselves. 

1.  Suffragan-Bishops  are  Bishops  whose  spiritual  powers  are  equal  to 
those  of  other  Bishops,  but  who  are  elected: 

(1)  To  serve  as  assLstants  to  Diocesans,  subject  to  regulations  as  to  duties 

and  jurisdiction  governing  their  appointment  and  consecration. 

(2)  To  serve  the  Church  in  the  interest  of  special  races,  or  in  supplying 

Episcopal  supervision  over  Christian  bodies  or  commimities  not 
in  full  corporate  union  with  the  Church. 

2.  Suffragan-Bbhops  should  have  permanency  of  tenure  in  common  with 
other  Bishops,  with  a  right  to  election  to,  or  translation  to.  Diocesan  Epis- 
copates, but  they  should  not  have  the  right  of  succession  to  their  own 
Diocesan  except  upon  election.  The  definition  of  the  territory  and  functions 
of  the  Suffragan  should  be  so  arranged  as  best  to  serv^e  the  interests  of  the 
Church. 

3.  The  right  of  nomination  and  election  to  a  Suffragan-Bishopric  in  any 
Diocese  should  be  exercised  by  the  Convention.  But  the  Diocesan  shotdd 
also  have  the  privilege  of  nomination. 

4.  The  Suffragan-Bishop  within  any  Diocese  should  have  a  right  to  sit  as 
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a  member  of  Convention,  with  all  privileges  pertaining  thereto.  He  should 
be  eligible  to  preside  over  its  deliberations  at  the  request  of  the  Diocesan  or 
in  biB  enforced  absence.  In  the  event  of  the  incapacity  or  death  of  the  Dio- 
cesan, he  should  possess  the  authority  of  the  Diocesan  until  the  election  of  his 
successor.  But  such  ejection  should  take  place  within  one  year  from  the 
de&th  or  incapacity  of  such  Diocesan. 

5.  In  ciyges  where  Suffragan-Bishops  are  elected  and  consecrated  in  the 
interest  of  special  races,  or  over  special  communities  or  congregations  not  in 
corporate  union  with  the  Chiu*ch,  it  should  be  with  the  consent  of  and  imder 
the  authority  of  the  Diocese  or  group  of  Dioceses,  or  the  Province,  within  whose 
borders  their  service  is  to  be  rendered,  and  the  regulations  governing  such 
Elpiscopal  service  should  not  infringe  upon  the  integrity  or  unity  of  the  Church 
witliin  such  territory. 

6.  Suffragan-Episcopates  in  any  Diocese,  or  Province,  should  be  discon- 
tinued, with  the  consent  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  when  the  need  for  such 
Episcopate  shall  have  passed;  or  they  may  be  elevated  into  Diocesan  Episco- 
pates by  the  laws  creating  independent  Dioceses.  'But  no  Suffragan-Bishop 
should,  without  his  consent,  be  deprived  of  his  office  and  his  right  to  exercise 
Episcopal  service. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  time  is  come  for  the  Church  in  her 
highest  Council  to  consider  this  question,  and  would,  therefore,  beg  to  submit 
the  following  resolution : 

Whereat,  It  is  apparent  that  there  exists  a  need  for  enlarged  Episcopal 
s^ipenrision  to  meet  the  growing  life  of  the  American  Church  and  to  further 
^^^e  development  of  her  work;   and 

Whereaa,  Tliis  need  manifests  itself  under  various  forms,  as,  e.g.,  among 
<>^u*  brethren  of  the  Negro  race,  and  peoples  of  other  nationalities,  and  for 
^e  better  service,  under  certain  emergencies,  of  Christian  bodies  not  in  full 
^^^^^esiastical  union  with  this  Chiurh,  and  also  for  the  assistance  of  the  Diocesan 
episcopate  in  cases  where  it  is  undesirable  to  divide  the  Diocese,  and  yet 
^here  the  necessary  enlargement  of  Episcopal  supervision  cannot  be  wisely 
^**<i  under  present  canons  ;  and 

Whenaa,  The  Suffragan-Episcopate  furnishes  a  method  flexible  and  adapt- 
*l>le  by  which  the  Church  may  secure  a  fuller  oversight  from  her  Bishops  and 
^•ators;  therefore, 

Reeohed,  That  this  Convention  memorialize  the  General  Convention,  at 
1^  approaching  session,  to  take  under  consideration  the  establishment  of  some 
fotm  of  Suffragan-Episcopate  for  use  in  Dioceses  and  otherwise,  when  such  a 
^^HiTK  seems  desirable  for  the  proper  increase  of  Episcopal  supervision.

On  motion  of  the  Rer.  Mr.  Harrower  the  resolution  appended  to 
the  report  was  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Lea  Luqaer,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
presented  the  following  report  on  the  sabstitnte  for  Article  III.  of 
the  Constitution : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  an  amendment  of  Artidc 
III.  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  Mr.  George  Zabriskie,  consisting  in  tiM 
substitution  of  a  new  Article  III.  in  the  place  of  the  existing  one,  recommeDcl 
the  approval  of  the  proposed  amendment,  the  new  Article  m.  being  in  tiic 
following  words,  viz. : 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Diocese 
and  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Members. 

The  Clerical  Members  shaU  be  those  Clergymen  canonically  resident 
within  the  Diocese  not  less  than  six  months  immediately  preceding  the  meet-

A  resolution 
of  the  Ccmvention,  recommending  such  action  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
Committee,  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convention,  if  it  shall  see  fit  to  do  so.

The  Bev.  Pascal  Harrower  presented  the  following  report : 

IBeport 

OF  THE   SUNDAY-SCHOOL   COMMISSION. 

The  general  facts  bearing  upon  the  original  appointment  and  the  work 
of  the  Sunday-sdiool  CommiBsion  are  so  familiar  as  to  need  no  repetition 
in  this  Report.  They  should  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  because  they  bear 
a  very  important  relation  to  the  present  status  of  the  Commission  Move- 
ment throughout  the  American  CThurch.  Probably  every  one  interested 
in  the  appointment  of  our  Commission  six  years  ago  (1898)  desired,  first 
of  all,  that  it  should  be  of  service  to  the  Sunday-schools  of  this  Diocese.  ' 
But  in  order  to  do  this  in  any  real  sense  it  was  necessary  to  take  up  the 
subject  of  the  Principles  of  Religious  Education,  and  place  them  in  their 
true  lights  before  the  Church.  It  is  unnecessary  to  refer  to  the  speeific 
features  of  this  preliminary  work.  But  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that, 
however  we  may  have  failed  of  doing  all  that  we  should  like  to  do,  and 
All  that  many  expected  us  at  once  to  accomplish,  still,  as  the  direct  out- 
<^me  of  the  work  in  this  Diocese,  the  Sunday-school  Commission  Movement 
is  to-day  affecting  the  life  of  the  Church  in  over  thirty  Dioceses,  and  quite 
A  Bumber  of  Bishops  are  at  present  contemplating  the  appointment  of 
similar  commissions. 

The  movement  is  spreading  continually.  The  Secretary,  the  Chairman, 
Aiui  others  of  the  Commission  Staff  have  been  called  upon  for  addresses 
At  Newburgh,  Astoria,  Cooperstown,  South  Amboy,  several  large  parishes 
ill  Xew  York  City,  and  at  Conventions  or  Convocations  in  Utica  for  the 
^ocese  of  Central  New  York;  at  the  Summer  School  in  Richfield  Springs; 
At  St.  John's,  N.  B.,  Canada,  for  the  Diocese  of  Fredericton;  in  several 
^(^tioDs  of  Chicago,  under  the  invitation  of  the  Diocesan  Conunission  of 
Chicago,  etc.  Training  Classes,  along  the  line  of  pedagogical  Sunday- 
*<^hoolB,  were  given,  in  courses  of  eight  lectures  each,  by  the  Secretary,  at 
Hichfield  Springs  and  in  Grace  Church,  Plainfield.  In  all  thirty-nine 
Addresses  were  delivered,  reaching  1,626  teachers  and  clergy. 

Special  articles  by  the  Secretary  touching  directly  upon  the  Commission 
Movement  have  appeared  in  the  "  Southern  Churchman,"  the  "  Canadian 
Churchman,"  the  "Pacific  Churchman,"  the  "Church  Standard,"  the 
Qiurch  News  of  Canada,"  during  the  present  summer,  emanating  from 
^^r  Commission  Office,  and  an  illustrated  contribution  dealing  with  a  Model 
Sunday-school  has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary  for  the  Christmas  num- 
o«r  of  "  Good  Housekeeping,"  at  the  particular  request  of  its  editor. 

1.  During  the  past  year  this  movement  has  been  going  forward,  look- 
^^  towards  some  closer  affiliation  of  these  many  commissions.  Last 
Advent  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  severs^  Sunday-school  Commissions  inviting 
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them  to  a  conference  in  this  city  on  the  20th  and  2l8t  of  January,  1904 
Delegates  from  eight  Diocesan  CommiBsions  were  present  at  this  confer- 
ence, and  letters  were  received  from  every  other  Commission  expressing 
the  deepest  interest  in,  tlie  project. 

One  of  the  subjects  of  discussion  was  the  proposed  federation  ol 
Sunday-school  Commissions,  for  the  purpose  of  bringiig  together  those 
interested  in  the  religious  education  of  our  children  and  youth,  and  sc 
preventing  a  large  loss  of  effort  and  time  and  money  by  mutual  cooperation 
As  the  result  of  this  conference,  and  another  held  in  May,  ^here  will  be  i 
gpecific  effort  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school  to  the  notice  of  the 
General  Convention  at  its  approaching  session  in  Boston.  On  St.  Luke'f 
Day,  October  eighteenth,  representatives  of  the  various  CommissionB  and 
Institutes  will  take  imder  consideration  the  question  of  how  best  to  co- 
ordinate their  interests  and  efforts.  On  the  evening  of  that  day  a  mass 
meeting  will  be  held  in  Trinity  Church.  The  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  thie 
Diocese  is  to  preside,  and  addresses  will  be  made  by  the  Very  Reverendi 
the  Deans  of  Cambridge  Theological  School,  of  the  General  Seminary,  the 
Warden  of  Faribault  Divinity  School,  and  the  Head  Master  of  GrotoE 
School,  Dr.  Endicott  Peabody.  In  connection  with  this  Conference  then 
will  be  installed  in  Trinity  Parish  House  our  own  Sunday-school  Exhibit 
enlarged  by  that  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission.  This  Exhibit  will  con- 
tinue through  two  weeks,  and  must  prove  of  great  value  and  interest  tc 
the  members  of  the  General  Convention. 

2.  Summer  Conferences  and  the  Sunday  school  HxJiibit.  Your  Com- 
mission desires  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  Exhibit.  It  \i 
an  object  lesson  of  more  value  than  many  addresses  could  possibly  be  tc 
those  seeking  information.  W^en  the  Religious  Education  Association  held 
its  annual  convention  in  Philadelphia  last  March  this  Exhibit  was,  at  theii 
request  and  expense,  installed  there,  and  became  one  of  the  most  significant 
features  of  the.  Convention.  Again  this  past  summer,  at  the  Vacation 
Conference  at  Richfield  Springs,  it  formed  a  centre  of  great  attraction  and 
educational  importance. 

These  Summer  Conferences  deserve  more  than  a  passing  reference. 
The  impression  created  by  that  held  at  Sewanee  was  most  encouraging. 
The  subject  of  the  Sunday-school  as  treated  there  by  the  Warden  of  Fari- 
bault, Dr.  Butler,  and  at  Richfield  Springs  by  the  representatives  of  this 
Commission  and  other  speakers,  awakened  the  deepest  response.  Sc 
marked  was  this  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Richfield  Springs 
Conference  has  requested  that  the  Commission  lay  out  for  the  next  year's 
conference  the  fullest  possible  scheme  covering  this  whole  question  o\ 
Religious  Education,  Of  the  other  features  of  these  Summer  Conferences 
this  is  not  the  place  to  speak,  but  of  the  practical  value  and  far-reaching 
significance  of  the  Sunday-school  department  there  can  be  no  doubt.  II 
any  one  here  will  compare  the  condition  and  attitude  of  the  Church  a1 
large  in  1898  with  the  condition  as  it  exists  to-day;  if  he  will  recall  the 
lack  of  interest,  the  unsettled  thought  and  weary  questioning,  the  evidences 
of  indifference,  of  discouragement,  of  hopeless  fioundering  from   one   ex-

periment  to  another,  the  despair  of  rectors  and  the  sense  of  fruitless 
effort  among  teachers;  if  he  will  compare  that  with  the  awakened  hope 
and  effort  of  to-day,  he  will  not  deny  that  something  must  have  been 
done  to  explain  so  manifest  and  hopeful  a  change. 

A  vivid  illustration  of  the  widespread  influence  of  the  Commission  is 
shown  in  the  summary  of  Office  Statistics,  which  state  that  six  hundred 
and  thirty-one  visitors  have  called  to  examine  the  Exhibit  during  the  past 
twelvemonths;  and  that  nearly  nine  thousand  pieces  of  mail  matter, lettem, 
ctrciiltrs,  and  packages,  have  been  sent  out  and  an  almost  equal  number 
received.  More  room  for  the  Exhibit  and  a  larger  Office  Staff  are  already 
needed. 

3.  Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Conference  of  Commissions  to  be 
held  during  the  General  Convention.  It  is  a  fact  of  history,  not  generally 
known,  that  it  is  largely,  if  not  exclusively,  owing  to  Bishop  White  of 
Pennsylvania  that  the  Sunday-school  was  first  instituted  in  America. 
From  him  the  movement  spread  throughout  the  United  States  with  ever- 
increasing  volume.  Again  it  is  well  to  remind  ourselves  of  the  important 
Report  of  the  Commission  on  Education  presented  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1841  as  one  of  the  most  important  contributions  to  the  great 
qneation  of  Religious  Education  made  during  the  last  century.  It  is  a 
noteworthy  fact,  and  the  more  noteworthy  in  such  a  connection,  that  the 
^lume  of  lectures  on  "  The  Principles  of  Religious  Education ''  delivered 
•n  8t,  Bartholomew's  Church  during  the  distinguished  rectorship  of  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese,  and  published  by  this  Commission  in 
1S99,  should  have  so  nobly  placed  our  Church  once  more  on  record  as  calling 
for  still  broader  and  deeper  work  in  the  religious  education  of  youth.  If 
^^  can  look  forward  to  the  approaching  General  Convention  in  the  hop** 
that  that  body  will  again  take  up  the  subject,  and  officially  indorse  and  set 
forward  the  movement  already  begun,  we  shall  see  our  Church  taking  her 
proper  and  worthy  place.  It  would  be  a  most  fitting  thing  to  carry  for- 
ward a  work  for  whose  beginnings  in  America  we  are  so  largely  indebted 
to  the  first  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania.  What  has  been  said  so  far  has  borne 
specially  upon  the  larger  aspects  of  our  work  rather  than  upon  strictly 
J^iocesan  lines.  It  was  inevitable  that  this  should  be.  The  influence  of  the 
Commision  could  not  be  limited  to  the  Diocese.  By  the  very  principles  and 
purposes  of  its  creation  it  approached  the  subject  as  a  matter  pertaining 
to  the  Church  at  large  rather  than  something  narrowly  Diocesan.  Or,  to 
P'lt  it  in  another  way,  the  religious  education  of  the  children  of  the 
Church  is  not  a  Diocesan  matter.  Nothing  can  materially  help  us  in  New 
York  unless  it  can  also  help  San  Francisco  and  Boston.  This  explains 
the  growth  of  the  Commission  movement. 

i  Lesson  Manuals.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  over  fifty 
schools  in  our  Diocese  and  forty  schools  in  this  city  are  usin^  our  Manuals. 
These  schools  are  among  the  largest  in  the  city. 

The  sale  of  these  Lesson  Manuals  has  reached  nearly  20,000  copies 
^Id  during  the  past  twelve  months  alone.  Every  Manual  has  run  through 
its  first  edition  within  less  than  a  year  from  its  publication.    During  IViis 
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summer,  therefore,  counting  new  editions,  revisions,  and  reprints,  twenty 
one  books  have  been  in  press.  The  orders  during  the  last  ten  days  hai 
reached  almost  four  thousand  copies.  In  several  dioceses,  such  as  low; 
Chicago,  Ohio,  etc.,  nearly  all  the  schools  are  planning  the  adoption  of 
uniform  curriculum  on  a  subject-graded  plan.  These  facts  are  an  answi 
to  the  question  whether  the  Commission  is  of  real  help  to  the  Dioces 
It  is  a  practical  answer,  as  any  Rector  will  find  if  he  will  take  the  troab 
to  put  himself  in  touch  with  the  Commission.  The  best  answer  that  ea 
be  given  to  any  one  who  is  in  earnest  over  the  problems  that  beset  him  i 
this  line  of  parish  work  must  certainly  be,  as  the  first  step,  a  face  to  Am 
acquaintance  with  the  various  methods  and  means  for  dealing  with  thi 
work  that  have  been  found  useful  elsewhere.  PracticaUy  speaking,  a 
Sunday-schools  have  far  more  things  in  common  than  in  difference.  An 
the  small  school  of  twenty-five  pupils  differs  less  in  essentials  from  tl 
school  of  five  hundred  than  one  is  sometimes  tempted  to  think.  Indeei 
it  is  a  fact,  and  we  beg  that  it  be  remembered,  that  the  smallest  school  i 
this  Diocese  may  be  at  a  distinct  advantage  in  reaching  a  high  average  < 
work. 

6.  The  Treasurer's  Report,  We  would  call  earnest  attention  to  tk 
fact  that,  in  the  face  of  the  splendid  results  we  are  reporting,  there  is 
deficit  of  more  than  $350,  and  that  only  twenty-three  churches  and  sixtee 
individuals  contributed  anything  towards  the  work.  Even  in  pledgi 
actually  made  there  is  a  sum  of  over  $200  remaining  unpaid.  If  th: 
educational  work  is  to  be  continued  as  it  should,  the  sinews  of  war  muf 
be  provided  and  our  hands  properly  upheld.

6.  Subject-graded  Lessons.  The  distinctive  note  of  to^lay  is  the 
Graded  Lesson.  This  means  Lesson  Material  adapted  to  the  child  in  the 
couree  of  his  development.  The  graded  material  implies  a  corresponding 
adaptation  of  method.  It  is  not  claimed  that  our  own  series  is  final  in 
excellence.  No  one  who  at  all  comprehends  the  subject  would  expect  this. 
But  there  are  reasons  for  believing  that  it  has  a  real  value.  For  instance, 
in  one  school,  that  of  St  Geoige's  Church,  the  Rev.  Wm.  8.  Rainsford,  DJ)., 
Bector;  Mr.  H.  H.  Pike,  Superintendent,  the  results  of  their  use  show  that 
''in  one  entire  Junior  Department  of  seven  hundred  scholars  all  work  up 
the  lessons  at  home  and  all  own  their  Bibles.  In  the  Senior  Department 
about  sixty  per  cent,  do  the  work  at  home.*' 

Testimonies  of  equal  value  come  from  many  other  schools,  like  St. 
Andrew's,  Harlem,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  De  Water,  Rector;  from  the  Church  of 
the  Redeemer,  Astoria,  L.  I.;  Trinity  Church,  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  from 
Trinity  Church,  Atchison,  Kansas — all  expressing  similar  results;  as,  for 
example,  this  from  a  recent  letter:  "The  school  has  been  completely 
changed  as  a  result  of  this  method.  The  children  have  become  interested, 
the  teachers  enthusiastic,  and  the  numbers  enlaiged — all  this  in  a  school 
which  was  dead  as  it  could  be  without  ceasing  entirely  to  exist." 

The  following  evidence  is  important,  from  the  La  Vergne  Congre- 
gational School,  Berwyn,  DIs.,  the  Rev.  Delbert  S.  Ulrick,  pastor:  "We 
have  been  working  out  a  course  on  the  basis  of  sound  pedagogy.  Lec- 
tures on  Sunday-school  pedagogy  are  delivered  every  week  for  the  benefit 
of  both  teachers  and  parents.  Individual  assistance  is  given  to  the  teacher 
a<  f ar  as  possible.  .  .  .  We  use  one  course  of  the  Sunday-school  Com- 
niission  Lessons;  and  in  the  adult  division  a  course  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Sacred  Literature.  With  the  boys  and  girls  of  twelve  to 
fourteen  years  of  age  we  are  working  out  a  course  on  the  life  of  Christ, 
using  as  a  basis  the  Sunday-school  Commission  Course  and  Forbush's 
Illuminated  Life  of  Christ.  .  .  .  The  results  of  the  use  of  the  graded 
courses  show  that  by  this  means  the  Simday-school  best  accomplishes  its 
^  purpose,  to  be  at  once  educational  and  religious."  Wherever  "  graded 
lessons  have  been  used,  they  have  developed  capacity  and  love  of  study, 
toned  up  the  spirit,  conduct,  and  general  work  of  the  schools,  increased 
the  attendance  of  both  teachers  and  pupils,  increased  the  offerings,  made 
the  teachers  students,  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  officers,  and  kept  the 
^rger  boys  and  girls  in  the  school  to  complete  the  course."  At  8t 
Urge's  Church,  in  this  city,  last  June,  no  less  than  one  hundred  and 
^enty-seven  pupils  received  diplomas  on  a  fully  graded  course,  and  the 
<^mmencement  exercises  at  St.  Agnes*  School,  Trinity  Parish,  were  as 
^teresting  as  you  would  have  witnessed  in  any  public  school. 

7.  Teacher 'training.  But  to  use  Subject-graded  Lessons  properly  re- 
quires some  measure  of  teacher-training.  This  may  be  accomplished  most 
'^ily  and  speedily  in  any  parish,  large  or  small,  country  or  city,  simply 
^y  persuading  every  teacher  loyally  and  persistently  to  undertake  one  of 
tbe  several  methods  established  by  the  Commission  for  this  special  pur- 
P<^-    (a)   Extension  Classes.     The  Commission  again  this  year  offers  a 
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list  of  attractive  and  helpful  Extension  Classes,  details  of  which  may  b 
secured  from  the  Secretary.  A  Parish,  or  a  number  of  neighboring  oni 
clubbed  together,  may  give  the  teachers  a  course  of  from  six  to  ten  lei 
sons,  or  lectures,  under  the  leadership  of  a  specialist.  The  price  of  such 
leader  is  from  $35  to  $50,  according  to  the  length  of  the  course,  whid 
divided  up  among  the  teachers,  is  most  insignificant.  Only  two  church< 
had  Extension  Classes  last  year.  At  least  a  dozen  should  book  dates  i 
once  for  courses  this  fall,  (b)  Reading  Courses.  All  of  our  Eleven  Reac 
ing  Courses  are  still  available.  Send  to  the  office  for  the  list.  Teachei 
may  read  at  home  and  take  certificates  under  examination  in  their  ow 
study.  The  Courses  in  the  American  Institute  of  Sacred  Literature  ai 
also  highly  commendable,  (c)  The  special  Manual  on  Sunday  Sdio< 
Teaching  (fifty  cents,  postage  5  cents),  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  tl: 
Commission,  is  a  ready  and  instructive  handbook  that  has  met  with  wid 
demand,  the  entire  first  edition  of  two  thousand  copies  selling  withi 
eleven  months.  A  new  edition  is  now  out.  An  inter-denominational  8m 
day-school  Association  has  just  ordered  five  hundred  copies  of  this  editio 
for  the  training  of  their  teachers.  Surely,  imder  one  or  all  of  these  met! 
ods,  no  teacher  ought  to  remain  untrained. 

8.  But  your  Commission  is  not  satisfied  with  the  results  so  far  acoon 
plished.  We  have  not  yet  reached  the  children  of  the  Diocese  in  any  sue 
measure  as  we  had  hoped  to  do.  There  is  somehow  a  lack  of  vital  coi 
nection  between  the  Commission  and  the  majority  of  Sunday-schools.  Cei 
tainly  this  Commission  has  something  to  give  to  every  Rector  and  Sunday 
school  worker.  But  in  order  to  give  this  we  must  bring  the  Commissio 
into  touch  with  every  parish.    How  can  this  be  accomplished? 

(1)  In  each  Archdeaconry  there  can  be  appointed  a  Committee  o 
Sunday-schools,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  assist  in  arranging  for  Arcl 
deaconry  Institutes  every  year.  These  Institutes  should  be  so  arranged  a 
to  bring  together  the  workers  in  what  may  be  called  District  Institute 
Such  gatherings  bring  about  unity  of  aim,  stimulate  interest  and  zeal,  pn 
mote  acquaintance  among  workers,  and  so  develope  higher  efficiency. 

(2)  In  every  Sunday-school  there  could  be  appointed  one  or  more  pei 
sons  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  represent  the  Parish  in  such  Institute 
to  foster  the  work  of  the  better  grading  of  the  School,  the  higher  trainin 
and  equipment  of  the  teachers,  the  creating  of  higher  standards  amon 
the  pupils,  80  bringing  into  this  educational  work  a  deeper  consecratio 
and  greater  spiritual  power. 

(3)  Extension  Classes,  special  addresses,  conferences,  and  lectures  ca 
be  arranged  by  communicating  with  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  th 
Commission.  We  most  earnestly  solicit  correspondence,  and  shall  be  gla 
to  render  every  possible  assistance  in  helping  to  carry  out  these  8U| 
gestions. 

It  is  evident  that  some  such  closer  relationship  must  be  had  betwee 
the  Commission  and  the  Sunday-schools.  And  why?  Because  behind  an 
below  their  whole  work  lies  the  fact  of  the  child  himself.  It  is  the  child  w 
are  to  serve.    It  is  the  child  about  whom  the  great  Church  must  throw  hi 
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support,  her  highest  strength  and  wisdom  and  love.  It  is  by  some  such 
means  that  we  shall  realize  in  part  that  vision  and  its  corresponding  task 
which  the  Master  gave  long  ago  to  the  great  Apostle  and  Bishop — the  feed- 
ing and  nurture  of  His  lambs. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  the  importance  of  the  subject  at  this  time, 
your  Commission  begs  to  present  the  following  Resolutions : 

Whfreat,  The  Simday-school  Commission  of  this  Diocese  has  already 
been  instrumental  in  greatly  furthering  the  development  of  the  Sunday- 
school  work  of  the  Church;  and 

WhereoM^  The  publications  of  this  Commission  are  proving  acceptable 
to  many  schools  in  this  and  other  Dioceses  and  have  received  high  com- 
mendation from  experienced  educators  and  Sunday-school  workers;  not  only 
within  our  Church,  but  beyond  its  borders;  and 

Wherea9^  The  time  has  arrived  for  some  definite  step  to  be  taken  to 
bring  to  every  Parish  of  the  Diocese  every  possible  help  from  the  Com- 
mifsion;  therefore, 

Haoived^  First,  That  this  Convention  indorses  the  work  so  far  accom- 
plished, and  urges  upon  the  several  Archdeacons  and  Parishes  the  adoption 
of  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Commission  and  a  definite  cooperation  with 
it  during  this  coming  year;  and  further 

Rei-lved,  That  the  Convention  does  hereby  commend  to  the  attention 
of  the  Rectors  the  general  scheme  of  Lessons  and  Grading  set  forth  by  the 
8tmday- school  Commission,  in  the  belief  that  by  their  general  use  in  thiA 
Diocese  the  efficiency  of  our  Sunday-school  work  will  be  largely  increased; 

Ruolved,  That  Sunday,  the  16th  of  October,  1904,  and  Monday,  the 
nth,  be  set  apart  to  be  observed  as  Days  of  Intercession  for  Sunday- 
schools  and  the  cause  of  Religious  Education,  and  that  the  Rectors  of  this 
Diocese  be  urged  to  make  such  arrangements  as  may  seem  to  them  best 
calculated  to  set  forward  the  work  of  Christian  Education  in  their  re- 
spective Parishes  and  in  the  Diocese  at  large. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  HaiTower,  the  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

The  Eev.  Dr.  Grosvenor  presented  the  following  resolution, 
vhich  was  adopted : 

"  Retolrfed,  That  the  Archdeaconry  of  New  York  be  requested  to  set  apart 
^  mission  field  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  to  the  City  Mission  Society, 
for  such  misdon  work  among  colored  people  as  that  Society  may  desire  to 
i^ugurate  and  n[iaintun. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington  moved  the  following  resolution, 
*hich  was  adopted  : 

Retclvtdf  That  this  Convention,  assembled  for  the  first  time  within  the 
Precincts  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  and  made  acquainted  by 
P^nonal  observation  with  the  present  state  of  the  great  enterprise  begim  on 
^  site,  recognizes  the  need  of  a  great  Diocesan  Church  as  a  supplement  to 
^  parochial  organization,  and  earnestly  appeals  to  all  the  people  of  the 
^Wse  of  New  York  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  so  much  of  the  edifice  as  the 
Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  publicly  ex- 
Pittsed  a  desire  to  see  enclosed  in  the  near  future. 
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The  Bey.  Mr.  Barker  offered  the  followiDg  resolution,  whid 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine  b 
requested  to  present  an  annual  report  of  their  labors  and  of  thnr  needs  t 
this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Grosvenor  presented  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted. 

Resolved f  That  this  Convention  approve  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustee 
of  the  Cathedral  in  naming  the  building  "The  Cathedral  House,"  and  tiii 
room  where  the  Convention  meets,  "The  Synod  Hall." 

Mr.  Oeorge  Zabriskie  presented  the  following  resolution,  whic 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  record  its  gratification  at  the  presenc 
of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbuiy  upon  this,  its  first  meeting  at  tli 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  and  its  appreciation  of  the  significance  < 
the  first  visit  ever  paid  by  a  Primate  of  the  Church  of  England  to  the  Churc 
in  the  United  States  as  a  mark  of  the  mutual  affection,  which  binds  togethi 
the  two  Churches  in  a  common  Apostolic  faith  and  of  the  sympathetic  interei 
of  each  Church  in  the  efforts  of  the  other  to  maintain  and  extend  the  Kingdoi 
of  God  in  the  world,  embracing  lands  to  which  they  minister; 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be  communicated  by  the  Secretar 
of  the  Convention  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbuiy.

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  the  Convention  of  1903  reconmiitte 
the  proposed  new  Canon  XIV.  (''Of  the  Establishment  and  Boundaries  c 
Parishes  and  Mission  Districts,")  with  direction  to  report  to  this  Conventioi 
recommend  the  amendment  of  the  existing  Canon  XIV.  by  the  substitutio 
of  the  proposed  new  Canon  in  the  place  thereof.  The  proposed  new  Cano 
XIV.  is  printed  in  full  upon  pages  112  and  113  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Coi 
vention. 

The  Rev.  R.  B.  Kiniber  presented  the  Report  of  the  Woman- 
Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese. 

IReport 

OF  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  New  York  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missiom 
again  respectfully  submits  its  Annual  Report. 

An  impetus  to  the  work  of  the  past  year  was  given  by  the  inspiring  ad 
dresses  and  large  attendance  at  the  Annual  or  Bishop's  Meeting,  held  in  Grac 
Chapel  on  December  2d.  It  is  the  only  time  in  the  year  when  the  Bishop  meet 
the  Auxiliary  for  a  Corporate  Communion,  and  the  only  opportunity  for  th 
Diocesan  officers  to  meet  the  clergy  and  delegates.  This  was  a  very  repre 
sentative  meeting.  The  cards,  distributed,  to  secure  the  attendance  througl: 
out  the  day,  were  signed  by  members  from  88  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Ne^ 
York,  4  from  New  Jersey,  5  from  Connecticut,  5  from  Long  Island,  beside 
by  individuals  from  6  other  Dioceses,  and  from  6  separate  countries. 

The  usual  seven  stated  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committees,  have  showi 
an  increased  attendance,  greater  enthusiasm  and  larger  gifts. 
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These  meetings  have  been  opened  and  addressed  by  Bishops  and  other 
clergy  from  domestic  and  foreign  fields,  who,  in  most  cases,  met  with  a  gener- 
ous response  to  their  appeals. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  presiding  officers  to  raise  the  standard  of  the 
A^ixxiliaiy,  by  making  the  motive  in  mission  work  a  more  spiritual  one.  To 
tlr&t  end,  speakers  were  invited  to  show  that  there  is  no  influence  so  power- 
ful as  prayer  to  insure  success  in  missions. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year,  including  the  value  of  358  boxes,  are 
$53,285.75.  In  addition  to  this,  over  $11,000  in  money  have  been  given  to 
tlie  Domestic  and  Colored  work,  but  has  not  passed  through  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer;  nor,  does  it  include  the  large  amount  given  to  the  United  Offering, 
nor  the  $533.88  received  by  Mrs.  Crosby,  for  the  expenses  of  the  Executive 
Board,  and  which  was  contributed  by  different  parishes. 

Of  the  $100,000  asked  from  the  whole  Au:^iary,  to  help  the  Board  meet 
its  appropriations.  New  York  has  given  over  $20,000.  The  pledge  of  this 
A^irxiliary,  of  $1,000  to  build  a  chapel  in  Mi  to,  Japan,  has  been  completed. 

We  have  exceeded  last  year's  receipts — both  in  money  and  the  value  of 
^^es  and  in  addition,  report  $1,869.20  for  Diocesan  work,  which  includes 
tbe  value  of  10  boxes. 

In  May,  Miss  Grace  Lindley  was  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary. 
^e  comes  from  the  Diocese  of  Newark,  and  is  endowed  with  a  special  gift — 
for  Junior  work,  besides  having  consecrated  herself  to  Missionary  work. 
Slie  is  now  ready  to  receive  invitations  to  the  parishes  throughout  the  Diocese, 
^  Qiake  known  her  plan  for  interesting  the  children  in  missions. 

Three  new  parish  branches  have  been  organized:  at  Christ  Church,  Bronx- 
ville;  Christ  Church,  Suffem,  and  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  West  New 
^rtghton,  Staten  Island. 

Eleven  new  parish  treasurers  for  the  United  Offering  have  been  appointed, 
Daaking  a  total  of  98.  The  receipts  for  this  year,  to  date,  reported  by  Mrs. 
Soule  are  $12,670.09. 

While  there  are  over  100  parishes  working  in  the  Auxiliary  and  sending 
delegates,  there  are  still  too  many  imrepresented. 

We  invite  the  rectors  of  such  parishes  to  come  to  the  next  annual  meeting, 
November  30,  Bishop  Greer,  presiding;  also  to  attend  some  of  the  monthly 
meetings  at  29  Lafayette  Place,  and  see  how  the  Auxiliary  is  conducted.  We 
hope  then,  that  some  members  of  the  Executive  Board  will  be  invited  to  assist 
in  forming  a  branch. 

The  new  year  is  about  to  begin,  and  again  we  ask  that  the  rectors  will 
appoint  their  best  women  as  delegates,  as  what  they  take  back  to  their  parishes 
>A  the  way  of  missionary  information,  is  the  principal  means  of  interesting 
other  members  in  the  work  of  missions,  and  each  year  the  needs  are  greater.

Convention  for  Action. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Establishment  and  Boundaries  of  Parish  s  and  Mission  DistrU 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  ( 
mittee,  may  determine,  and  from  time  to  time  may  alter,  the  boundari 
the  parishes  and  misson  districts  of  this  Diocese,  and  may  constitute 
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p&xishea  and  mismon  districts,  and  may  erect  mission  districts  into  parishes; 
provided  that  not  less  than  twenty  days'  previous  notice  of  a  time  and  place 
v^liien  the  Standing  Committee  will  hear  any  persons  interested  in  the  matter 
aliall  in  each  case  be  given  to  the  incxmibents  of  such  parishes  or  mission  dis- 
tricts as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Standing  Committee  may  be  affected  by  the 
px^oposed  action.  The  Bishop's  certificates  of  the  determination  or  altera- 
tion of  the  boundaries  of  parishes  or  mission  districts,  of  the  constitution  of 
aeiMT  parishes  or  mission  districts,  and  of  the  erection  of  mission  districts  into 
{Muiflhes,  countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  the  same 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  the  purpose,  to  be  called  the  Diocesan  Register 
<»f  Parishes  and  Mission  Districts,  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof,  in  the  case 
of  a  parish  or  of  a  mission  district  forming  part  of  a  parish,  to  the  Rector  of 
the  pariah,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Minutes 
oi  the  Vestiy ;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  mission  district  assigned  to  a  chapel  or  mis- 
^oii  maintained  by  the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society, 
to  the  Society,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  its  Book  of  Minutes; 
^^9  in  the  case  of  any  other  mission  district,  to  the  Archdeacon  within  whose 
juriadiction  the  district  shall  be  situated,  who  shall  cause  such  copy  to  be 
'^^oorded  in  the  Book  of  Minutes  of  his  Archdeaconry. 

Sec.  2.  Wherever  a  chapel  or  a  misdon  is  maintained  by  a  parish,  if  it 
^^^  included  within  the  parish  boundaries  assigned  to  the  parish  church,  no 
^^l>arate  district  shall  be  assigned  to  it;  but  if  it  be  not  included  within  the 
P^^mh  boundaries  assigned  to  the  parish  church,  a  separate  district  shall  be 
^^Bigned  to  it,  which  shall  form  part  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  3.  Where  in  any  town  within  this  Diocese  there  is  but  one  parish  or 
'^^icaion,  the  limits  of  the  town  shall  constitute  the  boundaiies  of  the  parish  or 
'^^^iwon  district,  and  shall  be  so  certified  by  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  the  appli- 
^^^^^ion  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the  parish,  or  of  the  Archdeacon  in  charge 
^t  the  mission  district,  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stand- 
^^^  Committee,  shall  otherwise  determine.  The  boundaries  of  a  parish  or 
'^iasion  district  may  include  more  than  one  town  or  parts  of  more  than  one 

Sec.  4.  When  the  boimdaries  of  a  parish  or  of  a  mission  district  shall  have 
l>^en  determined  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing 
(^inmittee,  the  territory  so  boimded,  in  the  case  of  a  parish,  including  a  mis-

^^^xki  Society;  and  in  the  case  of  any  other  mission  district  shall  constitute  the 
l>arochial  cure  of  the  Archdeacon  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  mission  district 
is  mtuated;  and  such  Rector,  Superintendent,  or  Archdeacon,  as  the  case  may 
^,  ahall  be  deemed  the  incumbent  of  such  parish  or  mission  district;  pro- 
dded that  nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  such  Rector,  Super- 
'mt«ndent  or  Archdeacon  from  conferring  upon  the  Minister  in  charge  of  any 
mianon  district  such  authority  in  respect  thereto  as  he  may  think  fit. 
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Sec.  5.  In  any  town  or  borough  in  which  a  parish  or  a  mission  district 
shall  have  been  constituted,  a  new  place  of  worship  (unless  upon  the  site  of  a 
former  one)  shall  not  be  established,  nor  shall  a  new  congregation  be  gathered, 
nor  shall  a  congregation  remove  from  one  site  or  place  of  worship  to  another 
site  or  place  of  worship,  unless  and  until  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  issued  his  license  therefor;  pro- 
vided that  the  Standing  Committee  shall  communicate  a  copy  of  the  B^op's 
proposed  license,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  before  they  act  upon  it,  to  the  incum- 
bent of  the  parish  or  mission  district  within  which  it  is  intended  to  establish 
such  new  place  of  worship  or  to  which  such  congregation  proposes  to  remove, 
and  to  the  encumbents  of  the  three  parishes  or  mission  districts  nearest  to 
the  site  of  the  proposed  chiu*ch,  chapel,  or  other  place  of  public  worship,  and 
to  the  applicant  for  such  license,  with  not  less  than  twenty-days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  the  Standing  Committee  will  hear  any  person  inter- 
ested in  the  matter. 

Sec.  6.  Tentative  missionary  work,  authorized  by  the  Bishop  and  the 
Executive  Conunittee  of  the  Archdeaconry  in  which  it  Lb  proposed  to  prosecute 
such  work,  may  be  prosecuted  at  any  place  they  may  designate,  after  confer- 
ence with  the  incumbents  of  the  three  parishes  or  mission  dLstriqis  whose 
places  of  worship  are  nearest  to  the  proposed  site;  but  such  work  shall  not  be 
continued  more  than  one  year  unless  with  the  license  of  the  Bishop,  nor  shall 
any  building  for  such  work  be  erected  unless  and  until  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Conamittee,  shall  have  issued  his  license 
for  the  establishment  of  a  new  place  of  public  worship,  or  shall  have  consti- 
tuted a  new  mission  district  or  a  new  parish,  for  the  continuance  of  such  work. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Canon  shall  be  taken  to  restrict  the 
power  of  the  Bishop  to  license  private  chapels  or  chapels  connected  with 
institutions,  nor  to  affect  such  chapels  so  licensed.

SEMINARY. 

The  events  of  the  past  year  have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  and  discern- 
ment of  the  Trustees  in  electing  the  Very  Rev.  Wilford  L.  Robbins,  D.D., 
to  be  the  Dean  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  His  strong  and  wise 
address  at  his  installation  on  the  Festival  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels',  1903, 
inquired  in  the  friends  of  the  Seminaiy  confidence  and  enthusiasm,  and  their 
hopes  have  been  fully  realized  by  the  year's  work. 

For  the  details  of  advance  and  improvement,  your  Committee  would 
refer  the  members  of  the  Convention  to  the  printed  Catalogue  and  Proceed- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  they  would  call  attention  in  general  to 
the  improvement  and  modernizing  of  the  library  facilities,  the  introduction 
of  a  well-regulated  elective  course  after  the  Junior  year,  the  closer  connection 
with  Columbia  University,  by  which  the  Dean  has  a  seat  in  the  University 
Faculty  and  an  interchange  of  courses  is  affected,  the  wise  provisions  for  the 
health  and  social  recreations  of  the  students,  the  careful  attention  to  the 
devotional  life  of  the  Seminaiy,  and  the  unsparing  labors  of  the  Dean  to  supply 
to  the  students  that  guidance  which  they  so  often  need. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation,  at  his  retirement 
from  active  service,  of  the  work  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Philander  K.  Cady,  as  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion,  as  Sub-Dean  and  as  Acting 
Dean.

There  are  two  theories  of  life  and  of  role,  whetl 
that  rule  be  domestic,  civil,  or  ecclesiastical — ^the  one  is  ^^  patema 
and  the  other  is  constitutional.  I  shall  not  pretend  to  discuss  the 
or  their  comparative  advantages  here;  though  it  may  be  wdl 
remember  that,  as  with  other  issues,  there  is  something  to  be  a 
on  both  sides.  It  is  enough  for  us  to  remember  that^  for  bet 
or  worse,  the  Church  in  this  land  has  chosen  the  latter.  Some 
us  are  fond  of  reminding  ourselves  how  closely  the  ecclesiasti 
follows  the  civil  form  of  government  among  us.  And  this  is  tr 
But  we  may  not  congratulate  ourselves  upon  such  a  fact  withe 
straightway  remembering  that  we  can  not  have  a  good  consti 
tional  government,  whether  in  the  State  or  in  the  Church,  with< 
a  vivid  and  enlightened  sense  of  responsibility  among  the  people 

Every  clergyman  in  this  Diocese  holding  a  cure  is  required, 
this  Annual  Convention,  to  present  his  report,  which  shall  rec 
his  official  acts  for  the  year  and  give,  in  detail,  the  statistics  of  1 
parish.  But  you  will  look  in  vain,  whether  in  the  general  can 
law  or  in  that  of  this  Diocese,  for  any  provision  authorizing  1 
Ordinary  to  proceed  to  any  act  of  discipline  for  an  omission,  e.g., 
grave  as  that  of  failing  to  record  baptisms,  marriages,  etc.,  in  i 
parish  register.  And  yet,  no  failure  is  commoner,  and  no  sei 
of  responsibility,  at  this  point,  seems  to  be  weaker ! 

Such  a  consideration  starts  us  upon  a  much  larger  and  wic 
line  of  reflection,  especially  pertinent  to  this  day.  I  have  oft 
been  met  with  very  unreserved  comments,  by  my  reverend  brethri 
on  that  form  for  a  parish  report  which,  ordinarily,  is  sent  to 
parish  priest;  and  with  the  detailed  requirements  of  which  t 
Canon  requires  him  to  comply.  But  here,  plainly,  we  return 
that  constitutional  principle  to  which  I  referred  a  moment  a| 
You  may  call  yourself  a  father,  my  reverend  brother,  and  ins 
that  your  relation  is  simply  a  paternal  one  between  yourself  a 
your  people.  But  it  is  not.  You  cannot  take  yourself  out  of  t 
life  of  the  whole  Church,  and,  more  particularly,  the  life  of  tl 
Diocese;  because  these  two  made  you  what  you  are;  and  at  eve 
step  in  the  procedure,  until  the  moment  when  you  were  ordered 
priest,  the  Church,  as  constituted  and  canonically  existing  in  ih 
United  States,  her  laity,  as  well  as  her  oler^j:}',  and  both  as  truly 
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her  bishops,  have  had  a  part  in  the  several  processes  by  which  you 
received  Holy  Orders. 

It  is  this  fact  which  lifts  ministry,  in  the  most  modest  cure 
as  truly  as  in  the  most  conspicuous,  into  such  exalted  dignity  and 
significance.  The  clergy  and  all  the  clergy,  the  parishes  and  every 
pariA,  are  parts  of  a  larger  whole;  and  the  supreme  potency 
of  their  life  and  work  consists,  often,  in  a  wiiaiess  of  which 
ftej  themselves  are  largely  unconscious.  This  is  preeminently 
illustrated  in  this  land,  in  the  attitude  of  this  Church  toward 
diTorce.  It  would  be  the  gravest  imtruth  to  say  that  the  Church  in 
the  United  States  is  wholly  agreed  upon  this  matter  or  that  we 
may  not  see,  at  the  approaching  General  Convention,  such  wide 
divergence  as  to  the  form  of  canonical  enactment  in  the  matter 
of  divorce,  as  may  delay,  if  it  does  not  defeat,  what  some  among 
ns  want  But  this  is  certain,  that  the  Church  whose  children  we  ore, 
recognizes,  as  many  Christians  of  other  names  do  not,  that  the 
Family  is  the  foundation  of  Society ;  and  that,  unless  the  Church 
shall  safeguard  its  well-being  and  what  Kossuth  called,  as  some  of 
you  will  remember,  its  **  solidarity,*'  we  shall,  sooner  or  later,  re- 
lapse into  practical  barbarism. 

But,  how  is  it  that  a  sound  public  sentiment  and  right  ideas 

on  this  or  any  subject  that  touches  the  foundations  of  our  social 

order,  may  prevail  among  us?    Oh,  my  brother,  who  art  fretting 

because  the  sphere  in  which  you  find  yourself  placed  seems  so 

narrow,  behold,  here,  your  opportunity!    In  every  family,  in  the 

nund  of  every  child  in  your  Sunday-school,  in  every  attitude  or 

expression  of  yours  with  reference  to  that  godless  license  which 

flings  aside  the  most  sacred  vows  because  of  a  vexatious  uncon- 

S^ality,  or,  for  whatever  vagrant  whim  or  antipathy,  there  is  an 

opportunity  to  create — not  an  ignorant  and  unreasoning  prejudice 

Mhere  is  enough  of  that  in  too  many  of  our  popular  judgments, 

but  an  intelligent  and  clear-visioned  conviction,  which  shall  make 

itself  felt,  wherever  it  is  expressed ! 

And  this  single  illustration  may  stand  for  a  still  larger  whole. 
One  sometimes  hears  the  cost  of  maintaining  some  feeble  Missionary 
Station  referred  to  as  if  one  could  reduce  the  worth  of  Divine 
standards  to  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents.  We  could,  if  the  oflBce  of 
Heligion  were  identical  with  Commerce  or  Manufacture!  But, 
long  before  a  community  has  need  to  concern  itself  with  buying 
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or  making  or  sellings  it  must,  by  an  inevitable  necessity,  determi 
those  unbending  laws  and  principles  which,  like  the  odest 
measuring  rod  in  the  Book  of  the  Bevdation,  shall  be  supreme 
human  society.  We  can  do  without  such  standards,  do  men  1 
us?  Yes,  we  can;  but  only  to  revert  to  that  savagery  trom  wfa 
our  fathers  emerged  I 

And  so,  men  and  brethren,  ye  see  your  calling.  In  a  tale  wh 
I  encountered  the  other  day,  I  read  of  a  young  lawyer  in  tiie 
West  to  whom  had  come  a  farmer  and  his  wife  to  procure  a  divoi 
Five  hundred  dollars  was  offered  by  these  two,  if  they  could  be  fr 
from  a  tie  which  they  had  foimd,  at  last,  intolerable.  And  ti 
were  profoundly  surprised,  at  first,  by  the  calm  but  firm  refusal 
the  young  and  penniless  advocate  to  lend  himself  to  their  wish;  i 
were  melted  and  overcome,  at  last,  by  his  earnest  pleading  tliat  ti 
should  reconsider  their  purpose  and  recognize  the  indissolu 
bond  which,  under  God's  law,  bound  them  together. 

The  incident  has  a  deeper  significance  than,  at  first,  we  n 
recognize.  We  make  laws,  very  easily,  in  this  country,  and  we  bn 
them  very  easily.  Nothing  would  startle  you  more  than  the  le| 
enactments  which,  like  much  of  our  American  divorce  l^islatii 
have  nothing  higher  behind  them  than  mere  whim,  or  the  coars 
passion.  And  it  need  not  surprise  us  when  we  see  the  law  thus  b< 
to  selfish  ends,  that,  sometimes,  we  should  find  it  lending  itself 
merely  vindictive  or  sentimental  exactions. 

But  the  worst  aspect  of  such  a  situation  is  that  which  mena^ 
us  to-day.  When  over-legislation  crowds  our  Statute  books  wi 
laws  which  are,  too  often,  a  dead  letter,  it  is  very  easy  to  pass  frc 
disregard  of  what  one  regards  as  an  unreasonable  law  to  disr^ 
of  laws  that  are  not  unreasonable,  perhaps,  but  inconvenient.  A 
any  law  one  may  easily  hold  to  be  both  inconvenient  and  unreaso 
able,  if  it  gets  in  his  way. 

And  so,  I  say  again,  we  see  our  calling.  In  an  age  which  is  u 
patient  of  restraint,  and  eager  to  find  excuses  for  breaking  out 
all  legal  bonds,  we  are  to  take  care  that  laws,  rules,  rubrics,  canoi 
whatever  it  may  be  that  we  are  tempted  nowadays  to  treat  wi 
a  fine  disdain,  shall  have,  first  of  all,  our  scrupulous  respect;  ai 
that  then,  in  the  parish,  in  the  pulpit,  in  the  street,  we  shall 
witnesses  for  no  other  freedom  than  that  which  is  in  Christ  Jesi 
Whose  we  are  and  Whom  we  are  called  upon  to  serve. 
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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR. 

Bbsthrbk  op  thb  Clebgy  and  Laity  : 

In  making  this,  my  first  Annual  Address,  I  desire  first  of  all  to 
thank  yon  for  the  kind  and  cordial  welcome  with  which  you  have 
reo^Ted  me  since  entering  upon  the  duties  of  my  present  office. 
I  also  wish  to  express  the  pleasure  which  I  have  had  in  trying  to 
hdp  and  serve  you,  however  poorly  and  inadequately,  in  the  eflfort 
wliich  you  are  making  to  establish  and  advance  the  Kingdom  of 
the  Master,  and  which  is,  I  am  sure,  above  everything  else,  dear  to 
the  heart  of  all  of  us.  My  experience  so  far  has  been  of  such  short 
duration  that  I  cannot  iiope  to  make  many  very  practical  or  valu- 
able suggestions  to  you.  There  are,  however,  two  or  three  matters, 
not  without  importance,  which  even  in  that  short  time  have  im- 
pressed themselves  upon  me,  and  which  I  will  venture  to  bring  to 
your  notice.  When  I  was  the  Bector  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Parish 
ui  this  city,  it  was  my  custom,  like  that  of  other  rectors,  to  ask 
for,  and  to  receive,  a  generous  annual  offering  in  behalf  of  what 
▼as  designated  as  the  **  Rector's  Fund,'*  and  which  enabled  me  to 
JesfonA  to  some  of  the  best  and  worthiest  of  the  numerous  appeals 
that  were  made  to  me  for  assistance.  Since  I  have  ceased  to  be  the 
f^r  of  a  parish  those  appeals  have  not  been  less  but  more  numer- 
ous, and  are  likely  to  become  more  numerous  still  in  the  future. 
And  jet  tiiere  is  no  fund,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  upon  which  I  can 
draw,  to  enable  me  to  meet  them.  I  do  not  refer  particularly  to 
charitable  appeals,  but  to  missionary  appeals,  and  to  the  mission- 
ary appeals,  or  rather  to  the  appealing  missionary  opportunities, 
whidi  I  find  presented  by  our  own  diocesan  work.  Those  opportun- 
ities are  met  in  part  by  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  working 
through  tiie  various  Archdeaconries  of  the  Diocese.  And  these  are 
^^Biirable  agencies  for  the  disbursement  of  the  missionary  funds 
rf  the  Diocese  and  the  conduct  of  its  work,  and  should  be  gener- 
ously supported.  But  the  opportunities  to  which  I  refer  are  only 
thus  met  in  pari  There  are  other  needs  of  the  work  equally,  and, 
Jn  some  cases,  more  important,  which  cannot  be  so  well  in  that 
naiiner  supplied.  They  must  be  met,  if  they  are  to  be  met  at  all, 
hy  one  who  has  a  more  direct  and  personal  knowledge  of  them. 
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such  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  the  Coadjutor-Bishop 
is  supposed  to  have,  and  does  have;  and  who,  by  reason  of  sud 
knowledge,  is  competent  to  be,  as  he  ought  to  be,  a  general  Diocesai 
Missionary.  In  that  capacity  of  Diocesan  Missionary,  it  should  b 
his  duty  not  only  to  exercise  from  time  to  time  missionary  initiativi 
in  the  starting  of  new  and  needed  missionary  enterprises,  but  als( 
to  assist  those  hopeful  missionary  enterprises  which  are  alread] 
started,  and  which  by  a  little  timely  aid,  judiciously  bestowed 
would  realize  more  fully  their  promised  usefulness. 

Let  me  be  more  specific.  John  Ruskin  somewhere  says  tha 
while  people  are  always  ready  to  help  hopeless  distress,  ihej  ar< 
not  SB  a  rule  so  ready  to  help  at  a  hopeful  pinch;  and  yet  it  ii 
this  latter  help  which  is  not  only  needed  most,  but  is  the  mosi 
effective.  Now,  there  are  a  number  of  parishes  €md  mission  station! 
in  this  diocese  which  are  at  that  "  hopeful  pinch,^*  and  which  tiiow 
words  describe.  They  are  doing  a  brave  and  useful  woric,  witii  i 
hopeful  promise  in  it,  and  yet  it  is  a  promise  which  witii  their  owi 
resources  cannot  be  fulfilled.  Their  hopefulness  is  pinched;  and 
what  they  need,  and  all  they  need,  in.  order  to  take  advantage  ol 
their  hopeful  opportunities,  is  for  that  little  cramping  pinch  tc 
be  removed  or  eased.  There  are  parishes,  for  instance,  where  the 
services  of  a  Deacon  or  a  Deaconess  or  a  parish  visitor  or  a  paid 
lay  helper  of  some  kind  would  be  of  such  invaluable  assistance  that 
the  work  which  they  are  already  doing  would  be,  with  that  addi- 
tional help,  almost  doubled  or  trebled.  And  yet  they  are  not  able 
that  extra  help  to  employ.  The  consequence  is,  they  are  crippled, 
not  only  in  their  present  usefulness,  but  also  in  their  promise  of 
a  greater  future  usefulness.  They  cannot  expand  and  grow  as 
otherwise  they  would.  Their  hopefulness  is  pinched.  And  it 
would  be,  I  submit,  the  wisest  kind  of  missionary  economy  to  give 
them  some  relief. 

There  arc  other  parishes  again — I  have  three  in  mind  at  this 
moment — where  the  church  edifices  are  so  small  and  inadequate 
that  they  cannot  accommodate  at  any  one  service  what  would  other- 
wise be  their  stated  congregations.  They  are  feeling  the  hopeful 
pinch;  yet  not  so  much  at  present  the  hopefulness  as  the  pmch. 
And  while  they  are  doing  all  they  can  to  relieve  it  or  remove  it, 
they  need  and  should  receive  some  outside  aid  and  lielp.  If  I 
were  able  when  visiting  such  parishes  to  give  that  outside  help,  or 
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to  promise  at  least  to  give  it  when  the  whole  amount  required 
should  be  subscribed  or  raised,  it  would  be  not  only  a  great  encour- 
agement to  them,  but  would  enable  me  to  do  in  an  effectiye  manner 
tbat  kind  of  missionary  work  in  the  Diocese  which  is  rightly 
expected  of  me,  cmd  which  I  wcmt  to  do.  But  at  present  I  cannot 
do  it  My  hands  are  tied,  or  rather  my  hands  are  empty;  and  I 
camiot  or  will  not  make  promises  xmless  I  see  or  know  some  reason- 
ibly  certain  way  in  which  to  make  them  good. 

I,  therefore,  venture  to  ask  whether  there  ought  not  to  be  in 
such  a  Diocese  as  this,  something  like  a  Bishop^s  Fund  or  an  Extra 
Mission  Fund,  corresponding  to  what  is  known  in  larger  parishes 
as  the  Bector^s  Fund,  with  which  to  meet  from  time  to  time,  not 
only  such  missionary  emergencies  as  those  which  I  have  indicated, 
but  many  more  besides,  and  which  with  a  larger  experience  I  shall 
so  doubt  hereafter  in  larger  number  meet.  In  regard  to  the  raising 
of  such  a  fund,  I  would  suggest  that  in  addition  to  individual  con- 
tributions to  it,  possibly  some  of  the  parishes  might  foe  willing  to 
contribute  to  it  at  the  time  of  Episcopal  Visitations  to  them,  unless 
rach  contributions  should  interfere  with  their  stated  annual  oflfer- 
ings  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  In  that  case,  of  course,  it 
▼ould  not  be  desirable.  It  would  be,  on  the  contrary,  very  un- 
desirable. For  the  regular  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  must 
not  be  allowed  to  suffer.  But  I  do  not  believe  that  it  would  suffer 
if,  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  parishes,  offerings  should  be  made 
to  both  funds.  At  all  events,  it  has  seemed  worth  while  to  bring 
the  matter  before  you  and  to  ask  you  for  your  aid. 

There  is  another  matter  of  importance  that  ought  to  receive 
our  attention.  We  are  often  reminded,  by  publicists  and  others, 
that  the  great  battles  of  civilization  are  to  be  fought  in  the  cities. 
If  that  is  the  case,  then  is  the  City  of  New  York  destined  to  be 
one  of  the  great  battle  grounds  of  the  future,  and  especially  that 
part  of  the  city  beyond  the  Harlem  River  which  is  known  as  the 
Borough  of  the  Bronx.  For  it  does  not  require  much  prescience 
to  be  able  to  see  and  say  that  that  is  where  not  many  years  from 
now  a  very  large  part  of  the  people  of  New  York  City  will  be.  The 
present  ratio  of  increase  there  is  about  fifty  thousand  a  year;  and 
when  the  transit  facilities  which  are  now  in  progress,  or  in  con- 
templation, shall  have  been  completed,  that  ratio  of  increase  will 
be  veri'  considerably  augmented.     Now,  therefore,  is  the  time  to 
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go  in  and  possess  the  land  and  in  the  name  of  J^us  Christ  to 
occupy  and  hold  it  That  is  only  the  exercise  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  of  ordinary  business  sagacity;  and  our  Boman 
Catholic  friends^  with  a  characteristic  aggressiveness^  are  alretdj 
exercising  it.  They  are  not  waiting  until  the  land  values  tiiere 
become  prohibitive  in  price;  but  realizing  as  they  do  that  the 
accepted  time  is  now^  they  are  lengthening  now  their  cords  and 
strengthening  now  their  stakes,  and  enlarging  now  the  place  of 
their  habitation  there.  The  property  which  they  have  already 
acquired  in  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx^  so  I  am  credibly  infon^ed, 
amounts  to  nine  million  dollars.  I  do  not  envy  them  in  the  pos- 
session of  it.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  any  part  of  it  away  from  them. 
But  what  is  this  Church  doing?  In  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx 
itself  it  is  doing  much ;  it  is  doing  all  it  can  do.  The  people  there 
are  aroused  cmd  very  much  in  earnest.  Seldom  if  ever  have  I  soffl 
a  greater  enthusiasm  displayed  than  that  which  was  exhibited  at 
a  recent  public  meeting  there,  when,  in  the  largest  hall  of  the 
Borough,  nearly  two  thousand  persons  were  gathered  (wifii  half 
that  number  outside  unable  to  get  in),  not  to  consider  the  issues 
of  a  political  campaign,  but  to  inaugurate  a  movement  for  pro- 
moting and  advancing  there,  on  deeper,  stronger,  larger  lines,  the 
kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  is,  men  and  brethren,  a  Macedonian 
cry,  here  at  our  very  doors,  speaking  in  loud  and  urgent  tones,  and 
saying,  Come  and  help  us. 

There  are  other  appealing  missionary  opportunities  within  our 
own  diocesan  borders  which  should  not  be  neglected.  There  was  a 
meeting  last  night  in  St.  Thomas's  Church  to  discuss  the  Southern 
N'egro  Question.  And  a  ver\^  great  and  vital  and  vexed  question  it 
is.  But  New  York  has  its  own  negro  problem.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  there  are  about  seventy  thousand  colored  people 
resident  in  this  citv ;  and  while  we  have  two  flourishing  and  success- 
ful parishes  among  them  (St.  Philip's  and  St.  David's),  these  are 
all  we  have.  There  should  be  at  least  two  more;  one  on  the  upper 
west  side  of  the  city  and  the  other  on  the  upper  east  side.  This  is 
a  work  which  the  City  Mission  Society  should  undertake,  and 
which,  by  the  readjustment  of  its  relation  to  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Xew  York,  it  ought  to  be  free  to  on^fage  in. 

Among  the  various  Church  Institutions  of  the  Diocese,  I  would 
commend  especially  to  your  favorable  consideration  and  generous 
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support,  St.  Faith's  School  for  the  Training  of  Deaconesses.  To 
the  difitinguished  Eector  of  Grace  Parish  in  this  city  the  credit  is 
largely  due  for  the  revival  in  the  Church  of  that  ancient  and  use- 
ful order.  It  is  not  right,  however,  that  the  school  which  has 
been  by  him  so  successfully  established,  should  be  allowed  to  depend 
on  him  for  its  exclusive  maintenance.  It  is  not  a  parish  school; 
it  is  a  Diocesan  School  (although  sending  out  its  graduates  into 
the  church  at  large),  and  should  as  such  receive  diocesan  recog- 
nition. In  what  way  that  recognition  should  be  given  to  it,  whether 
in  the  form  of  a  commendatory  resolution,  or  in  some  other  manner 
more  practical  and  substantial,  I  will  leave  it  to  you  to  determine. 
I  venture  to  suggest,  however,  that  if  provision  should  be  made  in 
tiie  Bules  of  Order  for  an  annual  report  to  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion of  the  progress  and  work  of  the  school,  it  would  tend  to  give 
a  more  distinct  diocesan  status  to  it. 

There  are  otiier  needs  and  opportunities  of  diocesan  work  which 
might  be  brought  before  you  and  to  which  I  have  not  referred.  I 
have  simply  mentioned  those  w^hich  in  my  brief  and  limited  experi- 
ence have  come  more  directly  under  my  observation,  and  of  which 
I  could  therefore  with  a  personal  knowledge  speak.  And  yet  in 
doing  this,  I  have  not  forgotten  that  larger  mission  field  in  which 
it  is  our  duty  and  privilege  to  work,  and  whose  great,  far-reaching 
perspective  we  must  always  keep  before  us,  to  encourage  and  in- 
spire us,  and  to  give  to  our  local  work  its  sanction  and  its  force. 
There  is  no  other  Christianity  than  a  imiversal  Christianity;  and 
only  when  it  speaks  in  universal  terms  can  it  here  or  anywhere  with 
life  and  power  speak.  "  Have  you  ever  thought,''  said  a  Japanese 
oflScial  recently,  '^  why  it  is  that  your  God  leaves  so  large  a  part  of 
the  human  race  still  in  darkness?  I  think  it  is  that  your  Chris- 
tianity at  home  may  live  and  grow  and  strengthen  and  become  a 
vital  power  by  the  effort  which  you  make  to  diminish  that  darkness." 
Although  he  was  not  a  Christian,  he  seems  indeed  to  have  had  a 
better  and  clearer  conception  of  what  the  Christian  religion  is  than 
many  Christians  have,  when  in  its  world-wide  scope  he  found  its 
secret  source  of  power.  And  that,  men  and  brethren,  is  its  source 
of  power.  And.  if  in  our  parishes  and  mission  stations  here  we 
would  do  a  better  and  more  effective  work,  we  must  try  to  make  the 
people  in  them  see  that  human  life  as  such,  black  or  brown  or 
white,  or  whether  near  or  far  away,  belongs  to  Jesus  Christ ;  and 
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then  to  make  them  feel  that  great  responsibility  whidi  has  beei 
put  upon  them^  to  go  and  take  possession  of  and  claim  it  in  Hii 
name,  and  thus  to  establish  ever3rwhere  His  kingdom  on  the  earth 

In  conclusion^  let  me  say  what  I  do  so  strongly  believe^  tha 
never  was  the  outlook  before  the  Christian  Church  more  hopefu 
and  encouraging  than  it  is  at  the  present  time.  First,  because  o 
what  we  see — a  movement  deep  and  wide  in  the  Church  itself.  Po: 
many  generations  past  that  Church  has  been  divided,  ruptured 
torn  and  rent,  by  parties,  schools  and  sects,  and  with  perhaps  ii 
the  past  some  necessity  for  it,  some  providential  necessity;  or  wit! 
at  least  in  it  all  some  pervading  purpose  of  providential  wisdom 
and  for  some  ultimate  good.  For  if  there  was  in  the  Christiai 
thought  or  in  the  Christian  consciousness  some  latent  possibility 
of  or  some  inherent  tendency  towards  a  varied  form  of  expressioi 
and  interpretation,  then  must  it  first  appear,  and  all  those  diver6< 
tendencies  which  are  potential  in  it  must  be  developed  from  it,  ii 
order  thus  some  deeper  unity  to  find,  some  better  and  some  largei 
synthesis  to  reach.  As  Professor  Caird  has  put  it,  "  Until  the  ful 
extent  of  a  difference  is  measured  every  combination  of  confiictin; 
elements  must  be  merely  a  compromise.  It  is  only  when  the  an 
tagonism  has  been  fully  worked  out  and  sharpened  to  its  utmost 
intensity  that  we  can  look  through  and  beyond  it  and  discovei 
whether  after  all  there  is  not  a  principle  of  unity  which  is  pre 
supposed  in  the  division  and  therefore  capable  of  overcoming  it." 

And  that  is  where  we  now  in  Christendom  have  come.  Its  mani* 
fold  divisions  have  been  sharpened  to  their  utmost  intensity.  The] 
have  worked  themselves  all  out.  Whatever  in  the  past  their  miS' 
sion  may  have  been,  their  providential  mission,  that  mission  noin 
is  ended.  What  was  once  inevitable,  if  indeed  it  was  inevitable 
has  now  become  intolerable,  and  it  is  that  felt  intolerableness  o1 
the  existing  situation  that  constitutes  the  hopefulness  of  the  exist 
ing  situation.  It  is  breaking  down  to-day  under  its  own  bulkinf 
weight,  and  as  it  is  at  present  it  cannot  be  continued.  Now  ai 
never  before  w^  feel  the  need  of  unity,  and  unity  must  come 
Yes,  and  it  is  coming.  In  what  way  or  manner  God  in  His  provi- 
dence will  determine;  but  it  is  coming.  For  now  as  never  befoK 
we  seem  indeed  to  hear  throughout  the  Christian  world  the  echo  o\ 
that  prayer,  that  great,  high-priestly  prayer,  which  by  the  Church'g 
Lord  and  Head  was  uttered  long  ago,—"  That  they  all  may  be  one. 
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as  Thou  Father  art  in  Me  and  I  in  Thee;  that  they  may  be  one  in 
ttB  '';  may  be  made  perfect  in  one.  More  clearly,  more  distinctly, 
wo  are  hearing  now  that  prayer.  More  earnestly  and  fervently  we 
ax^e  praying  now  that  prayer.  The  whole  Christian  world  is  pray- 
ixxg  now  that  prayer;  and  which,  as  it  hears  and  prays  it,  seems  to 
1>^  saying  to  it.  Behold,  the  Bridegroom  cometh;  cometh  now  to 
<^elebrate  with  His  people  on  the  earth,  with  all  His  people  on  the 
^arth,  His  people  here  and  everywhere,  His  Bridal  Union  Feast; 
go  ye  out  to  meet  Him  I 

Yes,  go  ye  out  to  meet  Him.  For  the  signs  are  not  lacking 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  coming  into  the  life  and  thought  of  the  modem 
world  with  new  and  quickening  power,  and  of  the  near  appearance 
of  a  stronger  Christian  faith.  During  the  past  generation,  as  an 
English  writer  has  recentiy  remarked,  that  faith  has  been  subjected 
to  ^^a  great  intellectual  strain.^^  The  strongest,  whitest  light  of 
critical  thought  and  search  has  been  turned  upon  it;  and  to  every 
kind  of  inquiry,  historical  and  philosophical,  it  has  been  subjected. 
Some  of  it  has  been  friendly,  and  some  of  it  not  so.  And  yet, 
whetiier  friendly  or  unfriendly,  it  has  been  more  or  less  unsettling 
and  disturbing,  with  many  Christian  hearts  failing  them  for  fear, 
and  the  falling  away  of  some.  But  so  has  it  always  been,  when 
with  some  new  and  brighter  disclosure  of  Himself,  some  more 
appealing  power,  some  greater  conquest-grasp,  the  Son  of  Man  has 
come.  And  so  is  it  now.  For  as  the  same  writer  to  whom  I  have 
referred  has  remarked  again,  "  We  are  beginning  now  to  perceive 
that  as  the  net  result  of  all  this  close  and  searching  critical  inquiry, 
the  personality  of  Jesus  Christ  is  rising  upon  the  consciousness  of 
the  modem  world  with  a  force  almost  of  a  new  revelation  to  it, 
and  that  the  modem  world,  the  whole  modem  world,  is  standing 
face  to  face  with  that  great  central  Figure  so  sublimely  outiined 
upon  the  New  Testament  pages,  as  no  century  has  done  since  the 
first/'  Never,  indeed,  since  then  has  He  seemed  to  be  so  real,  has 
He  seemed  to  be  so  near.  The  ripest  and  richest  scholarship  has 
been  brought  to  bear  upon  the  transmitted  record  of  His  life.  With 
a  critical  acumen  seldom  if  ever  equalled,  and  never  surpassed,  that 
record  has  been  searched  and  studied,  and  its  fine  and  finished 
text  has  been  given  to  the  Christian  world,  so  that  with  the  privi- 
lege which  this  Church  now  is  asking  of  its  permitted  use,  we  shall 
seem  indeed  to  be  standing  as  in  His  very  presence.  His  gracious

personal  presence,  seeing  His  gracious  acts,  His  gracious  deeds 
performed,  and  listening  to  the  gracious  words  proceeding  out  of 
His  mouth,  and  which  as  now  we  hear  them  are  felt  indeed  to  have 
their  witness  in  themselves.  His  personality  is  pressing  itself  upon 
the  modern  consciousness,  is  filling  the  modern  thought,  and  in  the 
modem  vision  is  looming  clear  and  large.  And  coming  thus  more 
fully  into  the  modem  consciousness  He  must  of  necessity  come 
more  fully  into  its  life.  And  in  spite  of  all  the  confusion  which 
in  that  life  exists,  its  social  strifes  and  frictions,  its  threatening 
discontents,  its  economic  wars,  and  which  our  great  and  growing 
material  prosperity  does  not  seem  to  lessen  but  increase  : — nay, 
not  in  spite  of  them,  but  because  of  them,  because  we  are 
not  able  apparently  by  any  economic  process  to  abate  them  or  pre- 
vent them ;  we  hear  the  word,  we  see  the  sign,  of  something  better 
coming,  some  better  kingdom  coming,  some  brighter  vision  coming, 
some  coming  Christ  of  God.  Then  let  us  go  to  meet  Him;  and 
with  a  stronger  faith,  and  a  mutual  love  and  trust,  to  preach  and 
proclaim  Him,  that  coming  Christ  of  God.  Yet  not  a  Christ  wiio 
is  new  but  old,  very  old;  older  than  the  Church,  older  than  the 
world,  who  existed  long  before  the  world's  foundations  were  laid, 
who  laid  them;  the  Christ  who  was  and  is,  and  who  is  to  come, 
with  a  parousia  more  majestic,  with  a  manifestation  and  disclosure 
of  Himself  more  brilliant  and  sublime,  with  a  triumph  more  com- 
plete; thus  more  and  more  to  widen  out  and  strengthen  and  con- 
firm the  kingdom  on  earth  of  God.

St.  John's  Church  was  founded  in  1863  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  W.  Harris,  a  predecessor 
c^  tAe  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Kleeck  as  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  White  Plains,  and  so  Grace  Church, 
Wlaite  PlaiM,  is  the  Mother  Church  of  St.  John's,  PleasantviUe. 

Christ  Church,  Rye,  has  been  the  founder  of  seven  churches  in  the  surrounding  country, 
axB€i  of  these  Grace  Church,  White  Plains,  was  one.  There  was  a  peculiar  significance, 
therefore,  in  both  Dr.  Van  Kleeck  and  Dr.  Kirkby  preaching  upon  this  day.

ARTICLE   I. 

&B  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
in  this  Diocese  in  each  year^  at  snch  place  as  the  Bishop 
point.  It  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
unless  the  Bishop  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
hall  appoint  another  date.  In  case  of  the  inability  of  the

ARTICLE  II.

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen,  upon  the  nsseipbling  of  the  Anniul 
Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remam 
in  o£Sce  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.  His  dntj 
shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and 
faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and 
napers,  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  b^ 
in  his  possession.

and  when  more  than  one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under 
one  Vestry,  and  shall  have  been  so  united  and  reoogniied  by  the 
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OoDTention,  prior  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  September,  fn  the  year 
of  oar  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  the  Dele- 
gate or  Delegates  of  suoh  Vestry  only  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for 
eseb  Church  or  Chapel ;  and  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  two  orders 
jointly  shall  be  deoisive  ;  but  if  in  any  case  it  be  required  by  fiye 
Toles,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately  in  the  manner  afore- 
nid,and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  neces- 
my  to  constitute  a  decision.  In  the  case  of  electing  a  Bishop,  the 
two  orders  shall  always  vote  separately,  agreeably  to  the  mode  lasfe 
IM<eBcribed« 

ARTICLE  Vra. 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Oonstitution  shall  be  as  follows  :  A 
proposition  for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing  and 
considered  in  the  Gonyention  ;  and,  if  approyed  of,  shall  lie  oyer  to 
the  next  Gonyention,  and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next  Oon- 
vmtion,  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  separately, 
the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  sc  altered  shall 
heralid  and  obligatory.

Seminaries  or  incorporated  Charitable  Institutions  in  which  they"

Seo.  1.  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention,  under  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  pre* 
pared  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  of  his  inabil- 
ity or  disability  to  act,  then  by  the  Standing  Committee,  Said  list 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  a  right  to  a  seat  of  all  those  whose 
names  appear  thereon. 
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Ssc.  2.  In  case  the  right  of  any  Glergyman  of  this  Diocese  to 
a  seat  in  the  Convention  shall  be  disputed  or  claimed,  it  shall  be 
determined  according  to  the  provision  of  the  third  Article  of  the 
Coutitation  by  the  Convention  itself. 

Sic.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  record  in  a  book, 
to  be  provided  by  him,  and  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Canon  ^f 
iheQeneral  Oonventiony  entitled  '^G^eneral  Regulations  of  Ministers 
nd  their  Duties/'  all  certificates  that  shall  be  transmitted  to  him  in 
aoeordanoo  with  said  Canon. 

In  case  of  a  contested  nght  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any 
Okgyman  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  any  Church  or  Parish  in 
this  Diocese,  after  the  passage  of  this  Canon,  the  evidence  of  settle- 
ment shall  consist  in  the  said  record  ;  or  in  the  production  to  the 
OonTention  of  the  certificate  required  by  this  Section,  to  be  recorded 
IB  aforesaid,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the  Bishop  or  of  the 
Btending  Committee,  of  his  or  their  being  satisfied,  that  the  person 

10  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church. 

8io.  4.  Every  Minister  who  may  be  received  into  this  Dioceee 
ihaD  procure  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  disability  or  inabil- 
%  to  act,  from  a  majority  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Oommittee,  duly  convened,  a  certificate  that  he  has  been  received 
into  this  Diocese  in  compliance  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Con. 
tmtion.  And  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion, he  shall  transmit  such  certificate  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  recorded 
is  the  book  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Section.  And  in  case  of 
die  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Minister  who 
may  be  received  into  this  Diocese,  the  production  of  such  record,  or 
of  8Qch  certificate,  or  of  the  Secretary's  written  acknowledgment 
of  his  receipt  of  the  same,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  regular 
admission,  and  the  certificate,  if  not  previously  recorded,  shall  there- 
'ipon  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  in  the  said  book. 

Sic.  5.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
•fa  Clergyman  claiming  such  right  by  virtue  of  his  being  employed 

11  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention,  thd  evidence 
if  such  employment  shall  consist  in  the  written  certificate  of  the 
tUiop  ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inabil- 
JOT  disability  of  the  Bishop,  in  the  written  certificate  of  the  Ohair- 
isn  of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sbc.  6.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
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of  a  Clergyman  claiming  sach  right  by  yirtue  of  his  being  < 
as  a  Professor  or  Instractor  of  Youth  in  a  OoUege,  Academy,  or 
General  Seminary  of  Learnings  dnly  incorporated,  the  evidence  of 
his  connection  with  such  College,  Academy,  or  Seminary  shall  con- 
sist in  the  written  certificate  of  the  President  or  Secretary  of  sach 
Corporation  that  he  is  so  employed. 

Sec.  7.  (I.)  Lay  Delegates  from  Churches  having  Vestries  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  held  according  to 
law. 

(II.)  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  t 
Church  having  a  Vestry  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Rector 
of  the  Church  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  If  there  be  no 
Rector,  or  if  the  appointment  shall  have  been  made  at  any  1^ 
Vestry  meeting  held  in  his  absence,  then  such  certificate  shall  Mt 
that  fact,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at  iho 
meeting  at  which  such  Delegate  is  appointed,  and  also  by  the  Gleit 
of  the  Vestry.  The  certificate  must  show  upon  its  face  that  the 
appointment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirementi 
of  the  Canons,  and  shall  certify  that  the  Delegate  is  a  Lay  memto» 
entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which 
he  is  appointed  to  represent. 

(III.)  The  evidence  of  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from i 
Church  having  no  Vestry  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Min- 
ister of  such  Cliurch,  or  by  the  officer  who  presides  at  the  meeting 
of  the  congregation  by  which  he  was  appointed,  and  also  by  the 
Clerk  or  Secretary  of  such  meeting.  The  certificate  shall  state  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  shall  certify  that  the  penM 
appointed  has  been  duly  chosen  by  such  Church  or  Congregational 
a  Lay  Delegate  ;  that  he  is  a  Lay  member  of  such  Church  or  Con- 
gregation, and  has  been  such  member  for  at  least  twelve  mondtf 
next  preceding  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  that  the  electi(ai 
was  held  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons. 

(IV.)  No  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  appointment  of  anj 
Lay  Delegate  than  such  as  is  above  required  shall  be  allowed  or 
received. 

Sec.  8.  No  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church  having  a  Vestry  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  tlie  Church  which  he  is  appointed  tQ 
represent. 
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Sbc.  9.  A  copy  of  the  seyenth  and  eighth  sections  of  this  Canon 
fihall  be  transmitted  aunnally  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to 
ereiy  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Conyention,  together 
vith  a  blank  printed  form  of  certificate  of  appointment  of  Lay 
Delegates^  and  the  notice  which  he  is  required  by  the  Constitution 
to  gi?e  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
succeeding  Conyention. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Vestries  of  the 
Parifihes  which  have  been  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, immediately  after  the  appointment  of  the  Lay  Delegates  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  to  certify  their  election  to  the  Secretary  of 
to3  OoDvention  in  the  form  prescribed  by  Sections  7  and  8  of  this 
Canon.  From  the  certificates  thus  received,  the  Secretary  shall 
prepare  a  list  of  Lay  Delegates  for  use  in  the  organization  of  the 
Convention. 

Ssc.  11.  The  presence  of  at  least  thirty  Clergymen  entitled  to 
Tote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  thirty  con- 
gregations, shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business — except 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

8ec,  12.  If  the  President  ex  officio  of  the  Convention  is  not 
present  at  its  opening,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  call  to 
order  the  members  present,  when  the  senior  presbyter  present 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  shall  take  the  chair,  and  shall 
preside  until  a  President  be  elected,  as  provided  by  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution. 

Sbc.  13.  The. Secretary  of  the  Convention,  under  the  direction 
Oif  the  Bishop^  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  under  the  direction  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats. 

Ssc.  14  He  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  whose  elec- 
tion has  been  certified  to  him,  in  pursuance  of  Section  10  of  this 
Canon.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
pewoQS,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  credentials  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates, who  shall  report  upon  the  correctness  of  the  roll  made  by  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  16.  The  calling  of  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  lo 
seats  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  present,  provided 
that  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Convention  of  the  presence  of  n 
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canonical  quorum  of  each  order  be  laid  before  the  Convention  b 
the  Secretary.  In  such  case  the  Secretary  shall  take  means  t 
secure  a  correct  list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  and  of  the  La 
Delegates  who  are  present  at  the  Convention. 

Sec.  16.  a  quorum,  which  shall  consist  of  thirty  Clergyme 
and  Delegates  from  thirty  Congregations,  being  present,  the  Pra 
dent,  tx  officio,  if  present,  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  oi 
ganized.  If  he  be  absent,  or  unable  to  act,  the  temporary  Prw 
dent  shall  direct  that  the  members  proceed  to  vote  for  a  Preside 
as  provided  in  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  which  election  sha 
be  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  tt 
members  present.  The  President,  being  elected,  shall  declare  11 
Convention  organized  for  business. 

Sec.  17.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  < 
a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  by  ballot,  unless  di 
pensed  with  by  the  tmanimous  vote  of  the  members  present.  H 
Secretary  shall  appoint  two  assistants,  and  announce  their  nam* 
to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  18.  The  existing  Rules  of  Order,  so  far  as  they  are  appl 
cable  to  the  preliminary  proceedings  for  the  organization  of  tl 
Convention,  shall  be  deemed  in  force  for  that  purpose;  and  the  sal 
Bules  of  Order,  except  such  of  them  as  prescribe  the  mode  of  alte 
ing  the  same,  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  after  the  organia 
tion,  until  altered  by  the  Convention. 

CANON   III. 
Of  the  Call  of  the  ConverUian. 

Unless  It  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  mode  ' 
giving  notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  by  an  ai 
vertisement  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  signed  by  tl 
Secretary,  and  published  in  three  of  the  public  papers,  or  Churc 
journals,  printed  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Whenever,  undi 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special  Convention  is  calle 
for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  i 
the  notice  thereof,  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  IV. 

Cfthe  AdmiiHon  of  a  Church  as  a  Parish  into  Union  voith  the  Church  in  tk 
Diocese  and  Maintaining  such  Union. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Church  or  Congregation  desiring  admission  w 
Parish  into  union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  present

written  application  therefor  to  the  CoDvention,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  Beeolution  of  the  Vestry  or  of  the  Congregation  authorizing 
rach  application  ;  in  which  resolution  the  said  Church,  hy  its  Vestry 
or  Congregation,  shall  agree  to  abide  by,  and  conform  to  and  observe 
all  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  all  the  rules,  orders,  and  regula* 
QODs  of  the  Convention ;  which  copy  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the  Congnegation 
at  which  the  resolution  was  adopted,  and  also  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Veetry  or  Secretary  of  the  meeting  ;  and  shall  be  authenticated  by 
the  seal  of  the  corporation. 

The  said  application  shall  also  be  acc-ompanied  by  the  Certificate 
of  Incorporation  of  the  Church,  duly  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
certified  by  the  officer  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  record  or  to  file  the 
Hune;  and  also  by  a  Certificate  of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his 
Bbeence,  or  of  his  inability  or  disability  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Bpiacopate,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  of 
the  Incorporation  of  said  Church,  and  that  such  Church,  in  his  or 
iheir  judgment,  is  duly  established. 

Efery  Church  or  Congregation  applying  for  admission  shall  pro- 
duce satisfactory  evidence  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  personSt 
members  of  such  Church,  have  habitually,  for  at  least  one  year  pre- 
ceding such  application,  attended  divine  service  in  such  Church  or 
Congregation. 

The  Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  every  Church  incorporated 
nuder  any  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  save  the 
^eral  Act  of  April  5,  1813,  and  the  Amendments  thereto,  shall 
deckre  upon  its  face  that  the  Church  or  Congregation  is  a  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  and  that  it  is  forever  to  continue  such, 
in  communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State 
ttf  New  York  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  to  prepare  and  furnish  blanks  for  the  Certificate  of 
^corporation  of  Parishes,  which  shall  embody  the  above  provision. 

Sbc.  2.  (L)  No  application  for  the  admission  of  a  Parish  into 
uuon  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  considered  or  acted 
upon  at  any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  unless  the  same  has  been 
Emitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  at  least  forty  days 
^fore  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

(II.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  a 
itut  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  deliver  t 
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a  Oommitteei  to  be  annnalty  sppoitited  (to  be  called  the  Commitiee 
on  the  Ineorporatioii  and  Admif^ion  oi  Chtircboe),  all  applicatioDi 
Ibr  admiarion  into  union  whicb  shall  ha^c  l^een  reeeiyed  by  hm,  U^ 
be  by  8Dch  Oommittee  examin^  conaideredj  and  reports  upm  l~^ 
tbe  OonTontion.

Sbc.  1.  In  addition  to  the  constitutional  provisions  oonoemiiC 
the  Secretary,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  this  officer  shall  be  dhoMP 
by  ballot  after  viva  voce  nominations  of  the  Candidates,  and  shall 
continue  in  o£Sce  until  a  new  election  is  made. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  tha 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Se^ 
retary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  0ii^ 
eral  Convention^  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Oonvenfioif 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and  shall  request  thebik 
to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange. 

Sbc.  3.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  (General  OonventilNDii  j| 
addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  in  the  Canons  of  the  C(enw 
Convention,  a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containiiig  %tm 
of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paili 
secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theokf^ 
Seminary,  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that  fltani- 
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nary ;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Depnties. 

Sec.  4.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  third 
section  of  this  Oanon  shall  be  paid  ont  of  the  Diocesan  Fand. 

8bc.  5. — Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  oflBce  of  Sec- 
rttary  of  the  Convention^  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  one 
of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  in  the  order  of  their  appointment,  if 
there  be  one ;  if  not^  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

CANON   VI. 

€f  the  Treaturer  of  the  Convention, 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  remain  in  office 
nntil  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  is  appointed. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection 
Md  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall 
he  supplied  by  an  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee ;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until  an 
appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON   VII. 

OfParith  Registers  and  Paroehial  Reports, 

Sec.  1.  Every  Minister  in  charge  of  a  Parish  in  this  Diocese  shall 
1^  a  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Communicants,  Mar* 
riages,  and  Funerals  within  his  Cure. 

8bc.  2.  The  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  birth  of 
^h  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors  ; 
Ae  name  of  each  adult  baptized  ;  the  name  of  each  person  con- 
finned  ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  with  the  names  of  the 
witness  or  witnesses  required  by  the  civil  law  ;  the  name  of  each 
penon  buried  ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 
These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
dded for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church  ; 
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which  book  shall  be  the  PariBh  Begister,  and  shall  be  preeerred 
the  Vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Church. 

The  list  of  Gommanicants  shall  embrace  all  within  his  Gun 
nearly  as  can  be  ascertained^  and  he  shall  also  keep  a  list  of 
families  and  adult  persons  in  his  Cure^  as  far  as  practicable. 

Sbo.  3.  Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  ca 
to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Con^ 
tion,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  numbei 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals;  and  of  the  ni 
ber  of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  oi 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  without  a  Minister, 
Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  ; 
son  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose;  and  the  am 
Parochial  Beports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded  to  the  Bis 
by  the  Wardens  of  the  Paridi. 

Sec.  5.  The  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  at 
times  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Bishop  or  by  such  persoi 
he  may  appoint. 

Sec.  6.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  Parish  the  Register,  provi 
for  by  this  Canon,  shall  immediately  become  the  property  of 
Diocese,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Estate  and  Property  of  the 
ocesan  Convention  shall  cause  the  said  Register  to  be  deposited  t 
the  Bishop,  to  be  under  his  care  for  the  legitimate  purposes  ther

♦  Canon  XX.,  Sec.  5,  Title  I. 
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Sec.  2.  The  mode  of  conducting  the  nominations  and  elections 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Deputies  and  Proyisional  Deputies 
to  the  Oeneral  Oonvention,  and  Deputies  to  the  Federate  Council, 
shall  be  as  follows : 

Any  member  of  the  Convention  may  send  to  the  Secretary,  in 
writing,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  thereof,  nomina- 
tions, signed  by  himself,  for  the  Standing  Committee,  for  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  to  the  Oeneral  Oon- 
vention, and  for  members  of  the  Federate  Council.  All  names  so 
sent  in  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secretary,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  day's  session,  in  the  form  of  a  ballot,  on 
which  the  names  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  After 
6ach  list  of  nominations  as  many  blank  spaces  shall  be  left  as  there 
we  vacancies  to  be  filled.  These  blanks  may  be  filled  by  any  voter. 
The  voter  shall  mark  an  X  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  person 
for  whom  he  votes.  On  the  first  ballot  these  ballots  only  shall  be 
^,  and  also  in  all  subsequent  ballots,  except  when  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Convention.  No  ballot  shall  be  counted  on  which 
more  names  are  marked  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled,  and 
the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  on  each  ballot. 

The  Secretaiy  shall  provide  a  board,  to  be  hung  up  in  a  con- 
spicaous  place,  near  the  entrance  to  the  Convention,  on  which 
shall  be  posted  the  nominations  so  received,  and  also  the  names  of 
the  present  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Deputies  and 
Prorisional  Deputies  to  Oeneral  Convention,  and  Deputies  to  the 
federate  Council ;  and  these  names  shall  also  be  printed  on  the 
^k  of  the  ballot  provided  by  the  Secretary. 

CANON  X. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  Oeneral  Convention, 
Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  second  regular  annual 
n^eeting  next  succeeding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Conveu- 
^on,  elect  by  ballot  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  to  act  as 
Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  It  shall 
*l8o  elect  by  ballot  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  as  Provisional 
*^eputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  which  Deputies 
^'Jd  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their  respective  stations  until 
•Qocessors  are  appointed,  and  shall  be  Deputies,  or  Provisional 
ifeputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may  be  held  during 
^heir  continuance  in  office. 
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Sbg.  2.  Should  a  vacancy  occar  by  reagnation,  remoTal  from, 
the  Diocefle,  deaths  or  otherwise,  among  the  Depntiea  or  PtoTiikmal 
Depntiee,  between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  yacanoy  ibalL 
be  supplied  by  any  Gonvention,  daring  or  prior  to  which  suck 
Tacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  U> 
the  Bishop,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  GenenL 
Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  inten- 
tion to  perform  its  duties ;  in  default  of  which  the  Bishop  AslL 
designate,  from  the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  b^ 
necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  <f 
the  Diocese.  And  the  Bishop  shall  in  like  manner  designate  frooL 
the  same  list  of  Provisional  Deputies  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be^ 
to  supply  any  deficiency  iu  the  representation  of  this  Diocese  whicL 
may  in  any  way  occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  bf 
the  Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shsU. 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  th» 
Conveution. 

Sec.  4.  Id  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability 
of  the  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this 
Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  Federate  Council. 

At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  an  election  by  ballot 
of  eight  Clergymen  and  eight  Laymen  to  serve  as  Deputies  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Federate  Council  that  may  be  held  before  the  next 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  And  in  case  of  a  vacancy  hy 
death  or  otherwise  among  the  Deputies  so  elected,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Bishop. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Standi  fit/  Committee. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  a  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen  and  four  Lay- 
men. Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
members  and  Liiv  members  of  the  Committee. 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  yacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability 
or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  the  powers  and  duties  to  be  performed  by 
the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline  shall  be  performed  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  except  in  those  cases  where  snch  powers  and  duties 
are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to,  or  enjoined  upon,  the  Clerical 
members  of  said  Committee ;  in  which  cases  such  powers  and  duties 
shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical  members  alone ;  provided,  that 
no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  on  a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 
Sec.  3.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  a  final  decision,  bedelivered  to  their  Secretary. 
Sbo.  4  Should  a  stated  Convention,  from  any  cause,  not  be  held 
at  the  appointed  time,  or  if  such  Convention  should  be  held,  but  no 
eleotion  be  made,  pursuant  to  Section  1  of  this  Canon,  then  the  last 
Standing  Committee  elected  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of 
tlie  office  until  a  new  election  takes  place. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  Vacant  Parishes,  and  Clergymen  without  Cure. 

Ssc.  1.  Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant  by  the  resignation 
or  decease  of  the  incumbent,  or  otherwise,  due  notice  of  the  same 
dudl  be  given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  to  the  Ordi- 
Diry,  who,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  authorities  of  the  Parish, 
sball  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  tem- 
poiuy  maintenance  of  religious  services  in  such  Parish. 

Sic.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  such 
Yioant  Parish  to  provide  for  the  compensation  of  the  Minister  ap- 
pointed under  the  preceding  section. 

Sbo.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  authorities  of  such  vacant 
fttfiflh  to  consult  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  before  proceeding 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

8bc.  4.  Any  Clergyman  without  cure  resident  in,  or  visiting, 
^  Diocese  and  desiring  to  take  temporary  or  occasional  service 
^berein  shall  signify  to  the  Bishop  his  wish  to  officiate  in  this 
iKoeese.  A  list  of  such  Clergymen  as  shall  be  licensed  by  the 
[  Bishop  for  such  duty  shall  be  kept  at  the  Diocesan  House.  And 
^  Rector  or  Parish  shall  employ  the  services  of  any  Clergyman 
withont  cure  for  more  than  one  day,  unless  he  shall  have  the 
Written  license  of  the  Bishop. 
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CANON  XIV. 
Of  the  BBiabiiihmeni  of  New  Piatu  of  PubUe  WarMp. 

Sec.  1.  In  places  where  the  Chnrch  is  already  estsblishedy  no  new 
Parish  shall  be  formed,  or  new  Church  or  Chapel  be  established,  or 
new  Congregation  be  gathered,  nor  shall  the  site  of  any  ezistiDg 
Chnrch,  Chapel,  or  Congregation  be  changed  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  formal  approyal  of 
the  Standing  Committee.  But  such  action  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  not  be  taken  until  previous  notice  has  been  given,  and 
due  proof  thereof  furnished  the  Committee,  by  the  parties  moving 
therefor,  to  the  Rectors  and  Vestries  of  the  three  Churches  or  Con- 
gregations whose  places  of  public  worship  shall  be  nearest  to  the 
site  proposed  for  the  new  place  of  worship,  nor  until  at  least  one 
month  has  been  allowed  such  Rectors  and  Vestries  to  present  any 
objections  they  may  have. 

Shc.  2.  In  places  where  the  Church  is  not  established,  the 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  acting  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  suf- 
ficient for  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  **  Tentative  missionary  work,  authorized  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  in  which  such 
work  is  situated,  may  be  prosecuted  temporarily  at  such  point  or^ 
points  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  designated  by  them,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Rectors  of  the  three  nearest  Parishes ;  but  sucIb^ 
work  shall  not  be  continued  more  than  one  year,  nor  shall  any 
building  for  such  work  be  erected,  unless  the  consent  of  the  Bishof> 
and  Standing  Committee  shall  have  been  obtained  in  accordance' 
with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  Canon." 

CANON  XV. 

Of  the  Episcopal  FSmd. 

Sec.  1.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this 
Dit)cese,  now  provided,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereafter 
contributed  or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  accruing  from  the 
investment  thereof,  shall  Ix^  intrusted  to  the  corporation  entitled 
'*  Tlic  Trust  COS  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Ne^  : 
York/'  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  tiie  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
!N\w  York,   passctl  May  1-i,  1840.     The  Trustees  composing  sai^ 
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orporation  shall  be  five  in  number,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  and 
liall  hold  their  oflBces  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  and 
11  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  shall  be  filled  by  the  Con- 
ention. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Eector  or  Minister  having 
harge  of  a  congregation  in  this  Diocese  to  cause  an  annual  collection 
r  contribution  to  be  made  by  said  congregation  in  aid  of  the  fund 
>r  the  snpiK)rt  of  the  Episcopate  ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  vacant  par- 
ih,  this  duty  shall  devolve  on  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen.  The 
monnt  of  each  annual  collection  or  contribution  shall  be  paid  to 
lie  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  shall  be 
sported  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Convention  at  the  next  stated  meet- 
3g  thereof,  after  such  collection  or  contribution  shall  have  been 
lade,  and  shall  be  entered  on  its  Journals. 

Sec.  3.  So  long  as  the  income  of  the  fund  is  inadequate  to  the 
apport  of  the  Episcopate,  and  an  annual  assessment  shall  be  made, 
mder  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  for  supplying  the  deficiency 
herein,  the  payment  of  such  assessment  by  a  Parish  shall  be  con- 
idered  as  in  lieu  of  the  collection  enjoined  by  Section  2  of  this 
Zlanon. 

Sbo.  4.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund  shall  be  loaned  by 
the  said  Trustees  upon  security  of  real  estate,  or  invested  m  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  of  the  States,  or  of  the  City  of  New 
7ork,  at  their  discretion,  and  also  in  such  other  securities  as  may 
be  recommended  unanimously  by  the  Trustees  and  approved  by  a 
^oteof  the  Convention.  And  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be 
taken  or  made  in  their  corporate  name  above  mentioned,  and  they 
^Wl  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  change  such  investments. 
A  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said  fund  and  securities, 
together  with  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention  at  every  stated  meeting  thereof,  signed  by  the  Trustees, 
^^  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XVI. 
Qf  the  Diocesan  Fund, 

8bc.  1.  Every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  on  or  before  the  Day  of  its  annual 
i&eetin^  such  a  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  its  Cler- 
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gyman  as  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the  preceding  Gonyention,  to 
provide  for  necessary  expenses. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Oonreii' 
tion  to  retain  annually  out  of  this  fund  one  dollar  for  each  Gleisj^- 
man  in  the  Diocese.  The  moneys  thus  retained  shall  be  paid  hy 
him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention  at  each  meeting 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  A  copy  of  this  Canon  shall  be  transmitted  annually  Uf 
every  Church  in  the  Diocese  by  the  Secretary  of  the  GonventioD. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  CanirOmiioni  far  Chureh  OfffeeU. 

Seo.  1.  In  every  Parish  of  the  Diocese  provision  shall  be  mad9 
whereby  its  members  may  make  offerings,  by  collections  and  oAer* 
wise,  as  often  as  the  needs  of  the  Church  shall  require,  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  objects,  particularly  its  missionary  work  at  home  and 
abroad,  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  sacred  Ministry,  and 
those  other  religions  and  charitable  objects  which  have  been  com- 
mended to  the  care  of  the  Church  bv  the  Greneral  Convention,  or 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Clergyman  in  charge  to  give  due  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the 
time  and  purpose  of  such  offerings^  and  also  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  importance  and  claims  of  the  respective  objects  to  which  the 
offerings  are  to  be  applied. 

Sec.  2.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  b& 
raised  under  this  Canon,  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  Holj' 
Orders,  is  hereby  committed  to  the  incorporated  society  styled. 
**  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  antL 
Ix^arning  in  the  State  of  New  York,"  which  shall  make  a  fall- 
annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  application  of  all  moneys 
paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  or  by  th& 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  from  any  source. 

Sec.  3.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of 
Parishes  within  the  City  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  thrf 
the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  and  the 
Kew  York  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society  for 
Seamen  in  tlie  City  and  Port  of  New  Y'ork  are  to  be  reckoned 
aniong  the  Chun^h  charities  for  which  provision  is  to  be  made,  ^ 
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that  each    congregation   in  the  City  of  New  York  shall   make 
annual  contribntions  to  one  of  these  societies. 

CANON  XVIU. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Miuionary  Society. 

Sbc.  1.  All  members  of  the  Chnrch  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
Donsidered  as  constituting  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 

Sbc.  2.  (I.)  The  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese  shaU  be  con- 
hcted  by  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

(U.)  The  Gonyeution  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions, 
Qtt;i:iig  as  such  as  often  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  demand. 

Ssc.  3.  (I.)  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  five  Archdeacon- 
iee,  to  be  named^  respectively  : 

!.•  The  Archdeaconry  of  New  York,  comprising  the  County  of 
Hefw  York. 

1^,  The  Archdeaconry  of  Bichmond,  comprising  the  County  of 
Kchmond. 

S,  The  Archdeaconry  of  Westchester,  comprising  the  Counties 
of  MTestohester,  Putnam,  and  Rockland. 

4.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Orange,  compnsing  the  Counties  of 
Orange,  Ulster,  and  Sullivan. 

5.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Duchess,  comprising  the  County  of 
Bncbess. 

(II.)  The  members  of  each  Archdeaconry  shall  be  the  Clergy 
canonically  resident  within  its  limits,  with  fchree  Lay  Delegates  from 
each  Parish  and  Mission  Station,  elected  in  such  manner  as  the  By- 
li^ws  of  the  Archdeaconry  may  direct,  provided  that  such  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  Mission  Stations  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  upon 
tty  question  involving  the  appropriation  or  apportionment  of 
niODeys.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Archdeaconry  [1]  to  search 
OQt  the  religious  needs  of  its  own  district,  and  to  conduct  and 
pOTide  for  such  Missionary  Work  as  may  be  undertaken  by  it, 
^thin  its  own  limits,  and  to  apportion  among  the  several  Parishes 
fte  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  same ;  [2]  to  nominate 
fe  the  Bishop,  for  his  appointment,  all  Missionaries  and  other 
•gents  of  the  Archdeaconry,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  ;  [3]  to  have 
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fall  managemeDt  of  its  tnnds ;  [4]  to  provide  that  carefal  statutioB 
as  to  the  population  and  condition  of  commanitieB  and  the  reBolts 
of  Missionary  Work  be  collected  and  preserved. 

(III.)  The  Executive  Officer  or  Archdeacon  of  each  Archdea- 
conry shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  and  confirmed  by  the  Arch- 
deaconry at  a  regular  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  hia 
successor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  [1]  to  superintend  all 
Missionary  Work  conducted  by  the  Archdeaconry ;  [2]  to  have  di- 
rection of  all  Itinerant  Clergy  and  Associated  Missions ;  [3]  to  make 
full  and  regular  reports  of  the  same  to  the  Archdeaconry ;  and  [4] 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  to  preside  at  all  meetings. 

(IV.)  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  elec^ 
annually  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  make  before  the  Annna 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  a  full  report  of  its  year^ 
work  to  the  Board  of  Managers  hereinafter  described. 

Sec.  4.  (I.)  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers,  which 
Board  shall  also  be  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  the  five  Archdeacons,  Secretaria 
and  Treasurers,  and  also  five  Clergymen  and  five  Laymen,  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

(II.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  of  Managers  [1]  to  de- 
cide, with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  what  proportion  of  the  whole 
sum  voted  by  the  Dioceee  shall  be  raised  by,  and  what  proportion 
shall  be  expended  by  each  Archdeaconry  ;  [2]  to  devise  general  plans 
for  making  Mission  Work  more  effective,  and  developing  a  greater 
Missionary  interest  throughout  the  Diocese  ;  [3]  to  send  to  ih^ 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at  its  annuul  meeting,  a  report  con- 
taining the  following  items  : 

a.  Statement  of  Missionary  Work  done  since  last  report. 

h.  The  names  of  the  Missionaries  and  Stations. 

c.  An  account  of  Annual  Receipts  and  Expenditures,  comprising 
all  amounts  received  and  disbursed  by  each  Archdeaconry. 

d,  A   list   of  the   Parishes  contributing,  and  of  the  sums  con- 
tributed by  each  Parish  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

€.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  funds  needed  for  the  MissionaiJ 
Work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a  schedule  of 
ments  upon  the  several  Parishes. 
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(IIL)  Seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  a  regularly 
called  meeting,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Archdeacons,  shall  constitute 
aqnonim  for  the  transaction  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  one  of  the  Archdeacons  present  shall  be  elected  by  the 
meeting  to  preside. 

CANON    XIX. 

Of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy. 

Seo.  1.  Five  lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Ckmr 
mention,  who,  with  the  Bishop,  shall  constitute  a  Board  to  be  called 
the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Ssc.  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  aboye-named 
five  lay  Trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the 
rocess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trus- 
tees. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  assume  the 
oumagement  and  -care  of  the  following  funds  : 

Ist.  The  fund  now  provided  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  that  which  may  hereafter 
^  contributed  or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  accruing  from 
^^^  investment  thereof. 

2d.  A  fund  to  be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired  for  the  relief 
'  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese, 
>g€ther  with  any  accumulation  accruing  from  the  investment 
hereof. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  re- 
vive applicationjs  for  relief  or  assistance  from  any  persons  entitled 
>  receive  aid  from  either  of  the  funds  above  mentioned,  and  to 
pply  such  relief  or  assistance  as  follows  : 

1st.  As  to  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  to  apply 
^^h,  relief  or  assistance  on  the  principles  of,  and  subject  to,  the 
Imitations  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  made 
^  the  Annual  Convention  of  1841,*  and  subject  also  to  such  other 

*  "  (a)  Legacies  and  donations  to  be  invested  ns  a  permanent  fund  ;  the 
^^>ceed8  to  be  applied  annnaUj,  if  needed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop 
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rales  and  regnlations  as  have  since  been  adopted  by  this  ConTentioa 
or  as  said  Trnstees,  with  the  approbation  of  said  Oonvention^  shfrl 
from  time  to  time  adopt 

2d.  As  to  the  fund  for  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergjmei 
to  apply  such  relief  or  assistance  on  the  principles  of,  and  subject  ti 
the  limitations  laid  down  by  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Annoi 
Convention  of  1886  in  relation  to  said  fund,  and  subject  also  to  roc 
further  rules  and  regulations  as  said  Trustees,  with  the  approbatio 
of  this  Convention,  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt.

**  With  regard  to  the  limitations  under  which  relief  should  be  applied,  yon 
Oommittee  are  aware  that  much  must  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Trusteet 
...  In  regard  to  these  limitations,  the  Committee  would  suggest : 

**  1.  That  relief  should  be  confined  to  those  whose  circumstances  are  aeti 
ally  straitened,  and  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in  parochial  or  kindre 
labors  during  a  large  part  of  their  ministerial  lives, 

'*  2.  It  should  not  be  so  administered  as  to  supersede  on  the  part  of  parifllw 
the  duty  of  making  provision  for  the  support  of  their  pastor  when  too  aged  a

•*  3.  It  should  not  be  extended  to  clergymen  who  have  near  relatives  in  ti 
fluent  circumstances,  unless  there  l>e  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  relatives  an

"4.  lu  deciding  between  contlicting  claims,  preference  should  be  gi^' 
caUrU  paribus  to  those  who  have  U.'en  longest  employed  within  the  Diocese  in 
ministerial  duly.*' 
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fandsy  be  diyided  equally  between  them.  The  annual  collection, 
herein  provided  for,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  special  designation  of 
any  portion  thereof  by  the  donors,  be  applied  by  said  Trustees  to 
the  fund  for  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen.     The  Treas- 

nrei-  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  each  of  the  said  funds,  and  all 

maneys  not  wanted  for  current  use  shall  be  invested  and  held  in 

trust  by  the  said  Trustees. 

Sbc.  6.  The  said  Trustees  nhall  elect  their  own  Chairman,  Treas- 

urojT,  and  Secretary. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  shall  keep  min- 

ntes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 

of  ^be  Diocese  whenever  called  for. 

CANON  XX. 

Cfthe  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

'Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
IheiPeof,  shall  become  'Miable  to  presentment  and  trial,"  under  the 
pro-visions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention, 
the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Sbc.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 

to  "the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the 

Boei:ised  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time, 

place,  and  circumstances.     Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the 

niajor  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church 

rf^^hich  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of 

this    Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter 

mentioned.     Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 

^W  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the  im- 

piQtatton  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  oflFence  or  misconduct  for 

which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church 

w?Oires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons, 

of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a 

nuijority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is  in 

their  opinion  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the 

Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sbc  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes 
•bove  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear 
^bim  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it ;  or  if  it 
allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  of  which  do  not  consti- 
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tute  sn  offence*  he  maj  allow  it.  in  part  and  diemigs  the  reeidiie»  ^ 
be  may  permit  it  to  be  ameTided»  When  it  shall  be  allowed  ill 
whole  or  in  part,  the  Bialiop  ahall  cause  a  eopy  of  it  to  be  served  rt 
the  accused,  and  shall  also  no  in  in  a  t€  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Di»* 
cese*  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conventioti  and  not  being  parties  toth^ 
presentment,  and  canse  a  list  of  their  names  to  he  served  on  tht 
accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  servicej  select  iiTf 
erf  thera  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  hi 
shall  not  ^ivesneh  notification  to  tlie  Bishop  within  the  said  thirtj 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  fi^e,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  ghaD 
form  a  Board  for  tlie  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  rack 
time  and  place  m  the  Bishop  shall  direct^  and  shall  hsve  power  tf 
adjonru  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place  fbttt  alwsjl 
within  this  Diocese),  as  they  «?hall  think  necessary. 
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Skc.  B,  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  fi 
meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  snch  meetia( 
on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  pex^ons  making  the  preseal 
ment.  | 

Sec.  L  Iff  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  ik 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  ^ve  shall  not  attend,  thet 
those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  afti 
one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  tha 
the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  &Ba  thm 
who  do  attend^  not  being  less  than  three^  shall  oonstitate  Am 
Boards  and  proceed  to  the  trials  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  it 
cide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  tltf 
facts  alleged  in  the  piesentment,  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  Biaba! 
to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them 
before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mm^ 
tioned^  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them.  ^ 

Seo.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  dne  notice^ 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  f^J 
his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  preseii^ 
unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  to  another  daj. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hearsaeli 
evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  ^ 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectiTcly ;  and  some  officer/ 
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aathorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either 
party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  wit- 
nesses that  they  will  testify  the  tmth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
bot  the  truth,  ooncerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment 
I(  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
tbe  charges,  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense 
^ith  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
tbeir  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  any  such  witness. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  u  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  shall  i-esidc  more  than 
forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
M^d  Goclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before 
anch  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dettce,  shall  declare,  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority 
<>'  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  present- 
ment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
gnilty  of  such  charges,  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence 
which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused, 
*nd  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sen- 
*Wice  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
*nall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
®<^ard ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
^tence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three 
^^  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his 
opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by 
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him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  i 
SODS  who  may  choose  to  atteud,  and  the  sentence  shall  the 
there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  i 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbytei 
be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  condnc 
before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Can( 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  snmmonerp,  to  be  appointed  i 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  s 
evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  tl 
shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  m 
paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resideno 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  eervice  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  11.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appeal 
counsel ;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not 
wise,  those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege. 

CANON   XXI. 

Concerning  the  Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation  by  Reason  of  Disc 

of  a  Minister. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bish 
competent  medical  testimony,  tliat  by  reason  of  incurable  mei 
physical  disability  a  clergyman  has  become  incapable  of  disch 
the  duties  of  his  cure,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop, 
application  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  the  Church,  and  upc 
8onable  notice  to  all  the  parties  concerned,  to  dissolve  the  p 
relation  between  such  clergyman  and  his  church. 

CANON  XXII. 

Concerning  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons  shal 
after  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day 
vious  notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention  ;  nor,  unl 
unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  hav 
referred  to  and  reported  u])on  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two 
bvters  and  two  Lavnien.     Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addit 
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adopted,  daring  the  same  ConyentioUy  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
both  orders,  taken  separately,  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such 
case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present)  shall  lie  oyer  for  consideration  until  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention.

This  corporation  holds  a  reversionac;^ 
interest  in  this  property  in  case  the  church  corporation  should  fail  to  comj^y 
with  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift.

Fund  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars,  held  under  the  Will  of  Elizabeth  D- 
Eaton,  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  St.  Clement's  Church,  New  York,  to  be  used  to  provide  fitting  and  proper 
burial  of  the  poor  connected  with  tliat  parish. 

Fund  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  received  under  the  Will  of  Mary  Beach 
Tousey,  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Clement's  Church,  New 
York,  to  be  expended  in  the  employment  of  a  competent  and  devout  woraa^ 
to  care  for  the  poor  and  sick  in  the  neighborhood  of  said  church. 
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Endowment  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  St.  John's  Church,  Yonkers,  invested 
in  registered  bond  of  the  West  Shore  Raiht>ad  Company  of  the  par  value  of 
Fifty  Thousand  Dollars,  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector,  Church  Wardens 
and  Vestr3rmen  of  St.  John's  Church  in  the  city  of  Yonkers.

The  Seventy-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  City  Bliseion  Sodt'ty  mn^^t^ 
first  record  the  tosa  to  us  by  their  amnmoas  to  the  fuller  Ufe  of  Jaicif'^ai 
Pbtt  and  Robert  S.  Ifolt. 

Among  the  many  Ohureh  OTg&nizatlona  with  which  Mr,  Ptatt  waa  earn.  ~ 
nected,  there   wiis  none  with   wbieh  he  was  more  closelj  identifieti  tli*:*^ 
with  this  So<.4i^t3\    A  menibcr  of  the  Hoard  of  Managiers,  and  of  it*  E%pct»* 
tive  Committee,  for  thirty  years,  he  was  seldom  absent  from  any  of  tla« 
meetings.    His  long  and  wide  experience  in  Church  affairs  was  always  fouiwl 
most  helpful  to  the  Society  in  its  special  work. 

Idr.  Holt  had  been  an  active  and  useful  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers for  forty  years,  serving  upon  its  Executive  Committee  from  the 
beginning,  and  acting  as  Treasurer  of  the  Society  from  1868  to  1873.  His 
constant  attendance  at  meetings  made  a  great  demand  upon  his  time,  but 
it  was  never  interrupted  until  failing  health  brought  its  limitations.  I^ 
was  characteristic  of  him  that  on  the  day  of  his  death  our  Treasurer  re- 
ceived a  check  from  him,  through  which  he  made  his  regular  contribution 
to  the  Fresh  Air  Fund.

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The  Missionary  Staff  numbers  at  the  present  time  twenty  clergymen, 
four  deaconesses,,  one  lay  reader  and  about  125  others,  including  our  Kin- 
derg^rtners,  trained  women  workers  and  those  serving  in  minor  capacities, 
batr  for  whom  salaries  must  be  provided. 

£Iach  year  sees  a  marked  improvement  in  the  personnel  of  our  Clergy 
Sta.£r,  because  the  more  competent  men  graduating  from  our  Seminaries  offer 
themselves  for  such  work  as  ours,  and  we  are  able  to  retain  their  services 
beyond  their  probation  period,  by  reason  of  a  more  generous  allowance  for 
derical  stipends  than  has  been  made  before. 

I^he  churchmen  of  the  city  do  not  adequately  realize  the  very  compre- 
hezrsive  work  that  is  being  done,  both  in  its  scope  and  in  its  detail,  by  the 
Sta.iF  of  this  Society.  Perhaps  the  statement  that  the  number  of  Baptisms 
last  year  was  only  exceeded  by  twenty-two  of  the  ninety-one  Dioceses  of 
the  entire  Church  will  go  far  toward  illuminating  the  following  figures  of 
the    ^«vork  that  was  done  from  May  1,  1904,  to  May  1,  1905 :

"Hie  two  principal  events  of  the  year  have  been  the  founding  of  the 
Colored  work  on  the  upper  west  side,  and  the  dedication  and  opening  of 
tbe  Hew  Fresh  Air  buildings  at  Milford  Haven. 

As  the  outcome  of  that  portion  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  address,  read 
^  the  last  Convention,  relating  to  the  extension  of  the  work  among  the 
^lored  people  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  the  following  resolution  was 
*^opted  by  this  body: 

Re$olv€d,  That  the  Archdeaconry  of  New  York  be  requested  to  set  apart 
^*ieir  Ifission  field  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  to  the  City  Mission  So- 
^^ty,  for  such  l^ssion  work  among  Colored  people  as  that  Society  may 
^^5ire  to  inaugurate  and  maintain. 

Acting  under  this  resolution,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Johnson,  of  the  Bishop 
^^yne  Divinity  School,  Petersburg,  Virginia,  a  man  of  ripe  experience  in 
^^rk  among  his  own  people,  and  well  commended  to  us  by  his  Bishop,  was 
^^gaged  to  undertake  this  work.     He  entered  upon  this  most  renmrkablc 
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opportunity  for  service  on  the  let  day  of  January,  and  on  hiB  advice,  after 
a  very  careful  investigation,  the  work  was  permanently  located  on  West 
6Sd  Street,  just  on  the  outskirts  of  a  very  large  and  squalid  tenement 
population.  The  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  quarters  was  very  great, 
owing  to  the  unwillingness  of  owners  to  rent  a  building  for  the  purpose. 
It  was  solved  by  the  purchase  of  a  dwelling  house,  177  West  63d  Street, 
thus  providing  a  residence  for  the  Missionary,  and  accommodations  for  his 
work.  The  building  was  first  occupied  on  the  Ist  of  May,  and  in  the  five 
months  that  have  elapsed  since  that  time  an  evening  congregation  has  been 
built  up  that  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  room  at  our  command.  There 
are  at  the  present  time  in  touch  with  the  work,  and  being  ministered  to 
by  the  clergyman  in  charge,  more  than  500  families,  among  whom  he  has 
had  fifty -seven  baptisms.  A  Kindergarten,  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  a  sewing- 
school,  a  men's  organization  and  a  Chapter  of  the  Brotherhood  are  all 
doing  good  service.  Directly  across  the  street  from  the  present  building, 
a  plot  75  by  100  feet  has  been  purchased  for  the  prospective  Church  and 
Parish  House.  So  far,  the  sum  of  $60,400  has  been  invested  in  the  sites 
and  building  for  this  work,  and  $5,000  has  been  given  by  an  anonymous 
donor  toward  the  erection  of  the  Church.  If  in  less  than  a  year,  by  steady, 
persistent  and  quiet  work,  such  a  result  has  been  accomplished,  what  does 
not  the  future  hold?  The  need  of  the  present  moment  is  the  immediate 
erection  of  the  new  buildings,  that  adequate  accommodations  may  be  given 
to  those  who  are  looking  to  us  not  only  for  their  spiritual  sustenance,  but 
for  their  recreation  and  training  as  well.  But  the  end  is  not  yet.  I  am 
told,  upon  competent  authority,  that  New  York  has  a  larger  Colored  popu- 
lation than  any  Southern  dty,  with  the  exception  of  New  Orleans,  and  to 
meet  such  a  condition  the  Church  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  provides 
only  St.  Philip's  Church  and  the  Mission  of  which  I  have  spoken.  Already 
the  call  has  come  to  us  from  the  region  above  125th  Street  to  open  a  similar 
work  there,  in  order  that  the  thousands  that  are  crowding  in  that  neigh- 
Iwrhood  may  be  shepherded  and  brought  within  the  fold. 

On  the  10th  of  May  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  acting  for  the  Bishop  of 
Connecticut,  consecrated  the  Chapel  of  Grace,  and  formally  opened  the 
♦Sarah  Schermerhom  Home,  at  Milford,  Conn.,  for  the  Fresh  Air  children 
of  the  Society.  The  Fresh  Air  work  seems  to  appeal  more  than  any  other 
to  the  sympathy  and  generous  instincts  of  the  people  everywhere.  With 
a  larger  fimd  for  its  maintenance  than  we  ever  received  before,  a  larger 
work  was  carried  on,  and  the  blessings  of  health  and  strength  resulting 
from  the  sun  and  the  pure  air  were  bestowed  upon  893  of  our  beneficiaries. 
At  Camp  Bleecker  for  boys,  and  at  the  Sarah  Schermerhom  Home  for  girls, 
nearly  8,000  individual  days'  board  was  given  to  those  who  came  there  as 
our  guests.  Perhaps  the  greatest  influence  that  was  exerted  there  were 
the  daily  services  in  the  Chapel  of  Grace,  where  not  only  the  children,  but 
many  of  the  cottagers  in  the  vicinity  gathered  morning  and  evening  to  say 
the  Offices  of  the  Church. 

The  aggregate  attendance  at  the  Chapel  for  the  short  season  was  more 
than  14.000. 
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The  Rethmore  Hame,  at  Tenafly,  New  Jersey,  has  passed  suceessfuUy 
through  its  twelfth  season,  entertaining  208  children  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Hull  Browning,  who  have  borne,  as  in  past  years,  the 
entire  expense  of  maintenance. 

While  the  foregoing  work  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  what  has  been 
aoeomplished  in  the  past  year  at  the  Qiapel  of  the  Messiah  and  at  Epiphany 
Chapel,  Stanton  Street,  cannot  be  overestimated,  it  is  a  work  that  can  be 
done,  and  is  done,  on  similar  lines  by  parishes  and  other  Church  organiza- 
tions. The  peculiar  field  of  the  City  Mission  Society,  and  that  which  is 
really  the  reason  of  its  being,  is  the  good  it  is  able  to  accomplish  among 
the  homeless,  the  criminal  and  the  suffering  in  the  institutions  of  this  great 
dty.  It  is  a  unique  opportunity  of  the  field  that  work  among  Protestants 
of  every  name  is  shared  by  no  other  religious  body.  When  one  considers 
thai  the  average  daily  census  of  the  various  institutions  in  New  Yorts,  in 
prisons,  hospitals,  homes  and  almshouses,  is  nearly  40,000  souls,  and  that 
almost  every  one  has  some  story  of  privation,  suffering  or  of  sin,  which  is 
gladly  told  to  the  earnest  Chaplain,  with  the  not  unfulfilled  expectation  of 
receiving  courage,  comfort  and  hope,  the  unlimited  possibilities  for  minis- 
tering can  be  appreciated,  but  cannot  be  tabulated  into  any  statistical  form. 
Fortunately,  the  Record  Book  of  God  is  accurately  kept,  and  those  w^ 
bave  served  His  people  so  faithfully  will,  in  His  own  af^inted  time,  re- 
ceive their  due  reward. 

Time  was  when  any  clergyman,  no  matter  what  his  qualifications,  his 
success  or  lack  of  success  in  other  fields,  was  considered  suitable  for  such 
duty,  and,  growing  out  of  such  a  policy,  a  certain  opprobrium  has  been 
cminected  with  the  title  and  office  of  an  Institution  Chaplain;  but  it  is  a 
privilege  of  which  I  gladly  avail  myself  to  say  to  you,  in  the  presence  of 
the  men  who  kave  done  it,  that  the  Chaplains  now  upon  the  City  Mission 
Staff  have  raised  their  positions  in  the  service  of  these  poor  imfortunate 
P^ple  to  the  noblest  opportunity  for  ministry  that  the  Church  has  to  offer. 
^  I  could  but  betray  the  confidence  of  the  writers,  and  read  to  you  the 
letters  upon  letters  that  come  to  my  desk,  expressing  a  steadfast  purpose 
of  amendment,  a  desire  for  greater  and  higher  things  and  an  appreciation 
^  the  spiritual  benefits  that  they  have  received,  you  would  join  me  un- 
l»«itatingly  in  this  tribute. 

The  charter  of  this  Society  does  not  contemplate  its  limitations  by 
^^KHjesan  bounds.  It  is  supposed  to  be  as  large  and  as  broad  as  the  city 
it^lf.  The  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  transferring  all  the  smallpox 
Patients  of  the  city,  formerly  cared  for  at  North  Brothers  Island,  to  the 
'^Dgston  Avenue  Hospital,  Brooklyn,  presented  the  first  opportunity  for 
«tra  diocesan  work.  With  the  hearty  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Long 
^nd,  our  Missionary  to  those  suffering  from  contagious  diseases  regularly 
"^ters  to  the  Board  of  Health  hospitals  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and 
^  trust  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  other  city  institutions  in  that  borough, 
"ow-  without  adequate  spiritual  privileges,  are  served  by  the  clergy  of  our 
SUff. 

Last  year  the  Convention  approved  by  resolution  the  idea  of  an  Advent 
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offering  from  the  children  of  the  Sundaj^phooU  far  the  work  among  chij- 
dreti  who  had  not  the  bleanrngft  they  had  received.  The  first  year  of  audi 
a  movement  la  &tway«  e:?perimental^  and  upoii  its  outcome  the  future  rmi^t 
depend,  but  in  answer  to  my  appeal  thirty -four  Sunday  scJiooli^  contributed, 
on  Obristmaj  DM,y,  I1J3S.85  for  the  purpose  of  City  Mission  work  amonf 
the  children  of  the  dty.  Is  this  not  a  sueeessfuJ  beginningT  la  it  not  a 
iorecast  of  the  time  when  every  Sunday -school^  and  every  chUd^  wUI  h^ 
earnest  to  do  ita  share  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  CSiriat  among  these 
others  of  Bm  little  oneaf 

My  brGthreu  of  the  clergy  and  of  the  laity,  thiB  ia  your  work,  jmir 
responsibility,  as  we  are,  at  the  beat,  your  agents.  Upon  me,  if  you  will 
Mow  me  to  be  personal,  rests  almost  entirely  the  bur  den  of  providing  jui- 
nuatly  the  large  amount  needed  for  our  maintenance  and  for  the  ri^t 
guiding  of  the  work  that  Is  being  done.  The  growth  of  the  work  and  lu 
prosperity  ia  in  your  hands.  Will  you  increase  your  contributions^  pam- 
chial  and  individuan  Will  some  of  you  come  forward  with  large  pled|W 
which  will  enable  us  to  undertake  the  new  work  that  is  always  waitiiigto 
be  done,  that  tMs  Society,  as  the  L'om piemen t  of  the  parochial  life  M  th^ 
diocese,  may  properly  discharge  its  share  of  the  work  that  the  Quircb  js 
aet  to  do  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  mankind !

The  aummary  at  the  end  of  the  report  will  indicate  much  of  this  yew*! 
work*    Hie  residue  cannot  be  shown  by  figurei. 
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The  Worfc.—The  vast  good  acoomplished  by  our  religious  services,  read- 
ing rooms,  clubs,  legal  aid,  fraternal  gatherings  and  social  centres  in  behalf 
of  the  250,000  seamen  frequenting  this  port,  is  not  a  matter  for  statistics, 
and  can  be  known  only  in  part  to  individuals  of  that  inarticulate  and 
homeless  class  who  oome  under  the  sympathetic,  protecting  and  saving 
auspices  of  our  chaplains,  officers  and  agents.  The  aggregate  results  will 
not  be  ignored,  however,  where  all  things  are  known. 

The  Society  now  maintains: 

1.  Church,  reading  and  entertainment  rooms.  West  Street,  corner  Hous- 
ton Street,  North  River. 

2.  The  floating  Church  near  the  foot  of  Pike  Street,  East  River. 

3.  Reading  and  Club  rooms,  34  Pike  Street. 

4.  Reading  room,  21  Coenties  Slip,  and  Church  services  on  Sundays. 
6.  Services  in  summer  on  Pier  6,  East  River. 

6.  Depository  for  sailors'  money,  reading  room  and  economical  lunch 
counter  at  1  State  Street. 

7.  Reading  and  game  rooms,  Bush  Terminal  Docks,  42d  Street,  Brook- 
lyn, for  officers  and  seamen. 

8.  Steam  launch  for  work  in  the  harbor. 

9.  Special  police  officer  for  protection  of  sailors. 

10.  Sailors'  Home,  G2  Market  Street. 

11.  Cemetery  for  burial  of  seamen. 

Legal  Aid, — ^The  Legal  Aid  Society  with  which  we  are  in  active  coopera- 
tion has  acted  again  this  year  upon  about  3,000  complaints  of  seamen.  One 
of  our  managers  is  diairman  of  its  seamen's  branch.  Our  own  special  police 
officer,  widely  known  aa  the  seamen's  friend,  continues  his  protecting  care 
of  seamen.  This  service  is  unique  and  effective,  on  ship  and  shore,  among 
the  saloons  and  in  the  courts.  He  is  active  and  fearless  and  stands  well 
^ith  the  City  Magistrates. 

Munetf  Deposited  and  Transmitted, — ^The  $80,683  deposited  and  saved  thih 
y^ar  for  seamen  means  self-support  and  self-respect;  the  $35,000  sent  to 
^eir  homes  means  families  kept  together;  children  educated,  homes  pre- 
served. 

Mitiion  Boat  and  Harbor  Service. — Our  boat,  daily  seen  in  the  harbor,  is 
largely  maintained  by  the  Seamen's  Benefit  Society,  through  whose  co- 
oi>eration  it  is  hoped  that  this  increasingly  useful  branch  of  our  work  may 
^  continued  and  enlarged. 

Shipment  of  Seamm, — We  have  shipped  at  our  stations  1,100  seamen,  free 
from  '*  blood-money "  exactions  of  crimps,  cormorants  and  the  shanghai 
practices  of  "  confidence  "  men.  While  these  seamen  wait  for  employment 
^  our  reading  rooms  they  enjoy  our  economical  and  sanitary  lunch  counter. 
OQr  newspapers,  magazinea,  libraries  and  facilities  for  receiving  and  writing 
their  home  letters. 

Uome  for  Seamen. — ^We  cannot  achieve  our  ideal  standards  for  seamen 
ttntil  we  can  provide  an  adequate  Sailors'  Home,  on  the  water  front,  in 
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whidi  some  of  our  leatterad  hrmaxhm  cmn  be  eonaoUdated.  Among  otk 
great  benellte  anticipated  from  radi  a  home  wiU  be  ita  eapaoit j  to  (imU 
entire  crews  to  supply  tbe  demand  for  seamcii,  and  tlma  put  tlM  criap 
out  of  business.  Sudi  homes  or  ^'insUtutea"  are  maintained  by  eitiim 
of  Montreal,  liverpool,  London  and  other  foreign  porta.  One  estahliM 
in  New  Yorlc  on  the  east  side  would  supply  local  needs  and  aerwe  as  h 
American  model  for  other  dties.  As  the  aeeming  leatal  from  its  snftai 
space  would  contribute  largely  to  its  maintenaaoey  the  plan  is  fessUe, 
economical  and  full  of  promise. 

J^eip  £rialJoii.— We  cannot  refuse  the  work  that  Use  at  onr  door.  Or 
Society  must  grow  or  decay.  Progress  is  the  law  of  its  life.  We  $n  ghi 
therefore,  to  announce  that  in  August^  1901^  there  was  opened  at  Bd  8 
First  Avenue,  near  the  Bush  Company  dodca,  Brooklyn,  a  mndi  whM 
station  of  the  Society  for  officers  and  sailors.  This  is  the  first  tinM^  sofv 
as  known,  that  any  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  port  of  New  Toiii  to 
provide  separate  rooms  for  officers  in  addition  to  those  for  sailon.  Ik 
authorities  of  the  Bush  Company  have  very  generously  named  a  low  i«it 
for  the  use  of  the  building.  It  is  known  as  the  "  Seamen's  Bistitnte.*  We 
hopo  that  its  friends  in  i^KH^dyn  win  provide  the  means  for  its  wS^ 
tenance. 

In  Memariaw^ — We  have  lost  during  the  past  year  from  the  list  U^"' 
Vice-Presidents  that  loyal  and  devoted  friend  of  seamen,  Mr.  Hanry  Ba§B, 
after  fifty-nine  years  of  continuous  service  as  a  member  of  this  Boiii 
Reflolutions  of  respect  and  sympathy  have  been  entered  upon  onr  reflorii 
aud  communicated  to  his  family. 

Legacies. — Friends  who  have  recently  died  have  bequeathed  to  ni  tkr 
following  legacies:  Miss  Evelina  Dortic,  $1,000;  Miss  Martha  Jane  EiL 
$3,000;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Aldrich,  $2,500,  and  Mr.  James  Wood  slwit 
$5,000,  aggregating  $11,500,  only  $1,000  thereof,  however,  has  yet  reichei 
our  treasury. 

Encouragement  from  Church  Action. — ^The  action  of  the  General  Conftf' 
tion  of  our  Church  in  appointing  a  joint  commission  composed  of  tkic' 
Bishops,  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen  to  concert  measures  for  waif' 
ing  and  developing  work  in  behalf  of  seamen  in  all  American  ports  is  et!^ 
for  thankfulness. 

Encouragement  from  Legislation  by  Congress. — Congress  has  responded  *•, 
our  petition  for  sterner  measures  for  repression  against  violators  of  ezistiflf 
laws  for  the  protection  of  seamen. 

The  Congressional  Merchant  Marine  Commission,  while  sitting  in  Ne* 
York,  gave  our  society  a  generous  hearing  in  behalf  of  savings  banks  iff 
seamen  and  of  a  free  shipping  bureau,  from  which  good  results  may  be  cte* 
fidently  nnticipato<l.  Our  Comniittoe  on  Tjcgislation  has  submitted  for  e*' 
sidorntion  of  the  C-ongrosH  an  appropriate  form  of  a  bill  covering  tin** 
important  features. 
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Finances. — ^The  cost  for  carrying  on  the  work  for  the  year  has  been  $27,- 
$7.80;  the  receipts  have  been  $19,742.56,  showing  a  deficit  of  $8,118.24.  It 
utf  again  been  necessary  to  draw  upon  our  invested  funds  to  meet  the 
lefidency  of  income.  It  is  with  great  regret,  and  even  dismay^^  that  we 
ind  ourselves  year  after  year  making  inroads  upon  the  fund  which  is  our 
nain  source  of  support.  These  drafts  made  during  the  past  seven  years 
nean  a  loss  of  about  $2,000  in  annual  income. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  imder  the  auspices  of  our 
uhuTch  is  conducted  this  important  work  in  the  port  of  New  York  for  the 
protection  and  welfare  of  sailors.  Shall  any  of  the  stations  be  abandoned 
in  order  to  bring  the  expenses  within  the  income? 

We  appeal  to  the  Churches,  and  we  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  New  York, 
md  to  the  business  interests,  to  lend  this  society  a  generous  hand  in  its 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  many  thousands  of  seamen  who  without  this  special 
agency  will  be  quite  adrift  in  this  great  port  of  New  York.

OP   ST.    STEPHEN'S   COLLEGE. 

The  past  year  at  St.  Stephen's  has  been  one  of  great  encouragement, 
lie  number  of  students  has  increased,  and  the  character  and  tone  of  the 
tudents  has  improved  greatly.  Not  a  single  breach  of  college  discipline,  re- 
hiring action  by  the  Warden  or  Faculty,  has  occurred  during  the  entire 
^  and  this  loyalty  and  manliness  have  enabled  the  Warden  to  relax 
^  of  the  regulations  as  were  onerous  to  young  men  who  had  proved  their 
Hidiness  to  respond  cheerfully  to  every  call  made  upon  them. 

At  the  Commencement  in  June  twelve  young  men  received  the  degree 
^  B.A.,  the  largest  class  graduated  from  St.  Stephen's  for  many  yearF. 
fost  of  these  have  already  entered  the  Theological  Schools  and  are  pur- 
ling their  studies  for  the  Sacred  Ministry.  Seventeen  new  students  have 
^n  admitted,  and  this  number  might  have  been  increased  considerably 
^  not  it  been  our  determination  to  aim  at  quality  rather  than  quantity 
^  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  scholarship  for  which  the  college  is 
)t€d. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  many  to  know  that  there  are  few,  if 
ly,  colleges  in  this  land  where  the  old  standard  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  is 
'  rigidly  adhered  to.  The  elective  system  with  us  gives  the  student  an 
^portunity  to  choose  his  special  line  of  study,  but  affords  little,  if  any, 
>couragement  to  the  young  man  who  is  looking  for  a  soft  snap.  Greek 
»d  Latin  are  required  studies  in  college  for  two  years  at  least,  if  the 
udent  expects  to  receive  the  college  degree  of  B.A. 
Two  of  our  professors  have  resigned;   one.  Professor  Robb,  to  take  a 
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position  olMirlMre  wtth  laigtr  Mlftiy,  and  the  oChv,  Vtatmm  Pophui,  to 
enter  the  Geneiml  Theologienl  Semlnniy.  Their  plew  hi^Ye  been  fiDed  ^ 
Mr.  T.  Uetf.  Bimpeon,  from  the  UnlTeraity  of  Vliginle»  who  ie  Aetiig  R»- 
f eeaor  of  Methemetlei,  end  the  Bev.

The  fN^ 
erty  575  West  145th  Street,  which  was  taken  under  the  foredosuie  of  • 
mortgage  of  $30,000,  and  which  represented  an  investment,  including  the 
costs  of  the  foreclosure  proceedings,  of  $31,286.19,  has  been  sold  for  $32,601^ 

The  Trustees  have  much  pleasure  in  again  placing  on  record  the  fid 
that  every  application  for  assistance  from  the  Board  during  the  past  eoi* 
ventional  year  has  been  willingly  granted.  And  in  addition  to  these  appro- 
priations, the  Board  has  been  enabled  by  reason  of  increased  income  to 
make  unsolicited  appropriations  from  the  funds  at  its  disposal  to  six  dergy- 
men  in  receipt  of  inadequate  incomes.

The  Committee  on  Canons  reepectfully  report  upon  that  portion  of  tl»* 
Bishop's  Address  in  the  Convention  of  1904  relative  to  the  discipline  ^^ 
clergymen  for  neglect  to  keep  the  registers  required  by  law: 

Since  the  reference  was  made  to  this  Committee,  the  legislation  adopt^^ 
by  the  General  Convention,  taken  in  connection  with  the  legislation  of  thi^ 
diocese,  provides,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  an  adequate  method  fo^ 
the  discipline  of  clergymen  who  may  be  convicted  of  the  breadi  of  Otno^ 
VII.  of  this  diocese,  which  imposes  upon  the  clergy  the  duty  of  keepini^ 
registers  and  of  making  reports. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report  upon  a  resolution  intnr^ 
duced  in  the  Convention  of  1904,  to  change  the  name  of  this  Convention  t^ 
Synod:  That  after  consideration  of  the  proposal,  the  change,  in  their  jud^' 
ment,  is  inexpedient. 

At  the  last  Convention  a  proposal  to  amend  Article  m.  of  the  Comtitd' 
tion  was  approved;  and  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  amende^ 
Article  as  printed  in  the  Journal  be  adopted. 
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I'hereupon  the  Article  was  adopted  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Leigy  and  laily. 

The  Article  as  amended  reads  as  follows: 
ARTIOLB  m. 

The  Convention  shall  conBist  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the  Diooeae 
nd  of  Clericai  and  Lay  Members. 

The  Clerical  Members  shall  be  those  Clergymen  canonically  resident 
i^liin  the  Diocese  not  less  than  six  months  immediately  preceding  the 
letting  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  be  either  Archdeacons  of  the  Diocese, 
r  settled  in  some  Church  in  union  with  the  Convention,  or  employed  as 
iliAsionaries  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  or  engaged  within  the 
[>iocese  as  Professors  or  Instructors  in  any  incorporated  institution  of 
leaLXning,  or  as  Superintendents  or  Chaplains  in  any  incorporated  charitable 
iostritution,  or  Clergymen  who,  having  attained  the  age  of  sixty -five  years, 
shaJl  have  retired  from  active  work  after  holding  for  not  less  than  ten 
Xea.n  one  or  more  of  the  positions  hereinbefore  named. 

The  Lay  Members  shall  be  male  Delegates  from  the  several  Churches  in 
urion  with  the  Convention,  not  exceeding  three  from  each  Church,  chosen 
>y    the  Vestry  or  Congregation. 

Xn  the  consideration  of  proposals  to  amend  Article  III.  of  the  Constitu- 
ioz&  at  the  last  Convention  no  allusion  appears  to  have  been  made  to  the 
ler*^  of  the  Cathedral,  who  at  present  are  not  entitled  to  membership  in 
^^  Convention  unless  in  virtue  of  some  other  qualification  than  their  status 
A  xninisters  of  the  Cathedral.  In  the  proposed  amended  Article  III.,  as 
Pl>Toved  by  the  Convention  last  year,  this  omission  has  not  been  supplied. 
^>Vii  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  amended  Article  Hi.,  as 
'  ^liall  have  been  adopted  by  this  Convention,  be  further  amended  so  as  to 
^'^^  as  follows: 

ARTICLE   in. 

The  Convention  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
^  there  be  one)  of  the  Diocese  and  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Members. 

The  Clerical  Members  shall  be  those  Clergymen  canonically  resident 
^^t^bin  the  Diocese  not  less  than  six  months  immediately  preceding  the 
"^©eting  of  the  Convention  who  shall  be  either  Archdeacons  of  the  Diocese 
^^  Settled  in  some  Church  in  imion  with  the  Convention,  or  in  the  Cathedral, 
**"  employed  as  Missionaries  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  or  en- 
Sajged  within  the  Diocese  as  Professors  or  Instructors  in  any  incorporated 
^'^titution  of  learning,  or  as  Superintendents  or  Chaplains  in  any  ineor- 
P^i^ated  charitable  institution,  or  Clergymen  who  having  attained  the  age 
°^  65  years  shall  have  retired  from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  after 
folding  for  not  less  than  ten  years  one  or  more  of  the  positions  herein- 
"^^ore  named. 

The  Lay  Members  shall  be  male  delegates  from  the  several  Churches  in 
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unioa  with  the  GbOTOitloii,  not  cxeeeding  three  fran  eadi  Qniniiy  cho>  ^ 
by  the  Veitry  or  Oongregation. 

On  motion,  fhe  amendment  to  Article  III.  wbb  approred  ikxc 
referred  to  the  next  Conyention  for  final  acticm. 

At  to  the  propoeed  amendmeiit  of  Article  VIL  of  the  Oonetitiitioii  intaro- 
duoed  in  the  Convention  of  1904.  they  recommend  thst  the  following  Imb 
suhetituted  for  the  propoeed  emended  article: 

ABTICSiB  VIL 

In  all  matters  whidi  ehali  come  before  the  Gbnvention,  the  Gtegy  and 
the  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  In  voting  eadi  derieal  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote.  When  votes  are  taken  by  ordera  the  lay  delsgates 
of  each  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  exeegl  thai  when  more  thsa 
one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under  one  Veetryy  and  shall  have  bea 
so  united  and  recc^gnized  by  the  Convention  prior  to  th«  last  Wednesdi^ 
in  September  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1869;  the  delegates  of  such  YmUj 
only  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  Qiurch  or  ChapeL 

In  all  cases  other  than  eleeUons,  and  in  the  case  of  the  eleetlon  id  s 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop^  when  present^  and  of  .tts 
Clerical  and  Lay  Members  shall  be  necessary  to  the  action  of  ths  Cm- 
vention. 

£xcept  in  cases  where  a  vote  by  orders  is  required,  the  oonenrmm  d 
a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  voting  shaU  constitute  a  vitt; 
but  in  any  case  a  vote  by  orders  may  be  required  by  five  membeis.  WImb 
a  vote  by  orders  is  taken  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  memben  of 
each  order  voting  shall  constitute  a  vote.

During  the  jear  ending  Septemher  28,  lft05,  the  total  reeeipte  for  thu 
fund;  induding  loans  and  the  balance  on  hand  reported  at  the  last  Con- 
rcntion^  have  amounted  to  $10,86o.75.  The  total  payments  for  the  ye*' 
have  been  $12,806.50,  showing  a  defideocy  in  receipts  of  *l,04175.  To  tnee* 
this  deficiencj  the  Assistant  Treasurer  has  ha4  to  draw  on  the  resen? 
fund  ID  the  United  States  Trust  Co.  to  the  extent  of  $2,000,  The  reitn* 
fund  is  now  only  $1,000» 

The  Convention  CAn  readily  see  that  it  will  be  imposaible  to  contioof 
the  appropriations  to  the  several  ArchdeacoErica  unless  our  receipts  *» 
greatly  increased. 


The  Archdeacon  of  Orange  offered  the  foUowing  reaolutiaDt 
which  was  adopted  : 

Resolvedf  That  this  Convention,  sitting  as  the  Board  of  Missions,  ^' 
presses  its  interest  in  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  members  the<^^ 
pledge  themselves  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  increase  the  contribution^ 
this  worthy  cause. 

The  reports  of  the  Archdeacons  were  presented  and  read : 
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OF  THE  ARCHDEAOON  OF  ORANGE. 

Among  matters  worthy  of  note  may  be  mentioned  the  equipment  with 
Bteam-heating  plants  of  St.  John's  CSiurch,  Montioello,  and  Grace  Church, 
Port  Jervis. 

Such  an  equipment  means  added  oomfort  and  attraction  in  a  severely 
oold  climate  in  the  winter  season;  and  a  largely  increased  Ohurdi  attend- 
ance as  its  consequence. 

Christ  Church,  MarlboTough,  has  become  independent  of  any  missionary 
stipend;  and  the  Key.  Henry  Barker  of  Rosendale  has  relinquished  $100 
per  annum  of  the  missionary  stipend  hitherto  paid  him. 

Ellenville  presents  an  encouraging  financial  report  notwithstanding 
much  industrial  and  business  depression,  and  your  missionary,  the  Rev. 
Augustus  W.  Merrick,  has  been  active  in  extending  the  Church's  services 
to  two  large  summer  hotels  in  the  Shawangunk  mountains,  without  dimin- 
ishing its  full  quota  at  the  parish  church.  These  efforts  have  been  wel- 
comed and  thoroughly  appreciated,  and  have  in  their  measure  helped  to- 
wards the  good  financial  statement  mentioned. 

Your  missionary  at  Port  Jervis,  the  Rev.  Uriah  Symonds,  has  ceBtinued 
throughout  the  year  his  care  of  Calliooon  and  Long  Eddy,  celebrating  the 
Holy  Communion,  preaching,  catechizing,  and  performing  the  offices  of  the 
CSmrch  as  called  upon.  Meantime  the  congregation  at  Calliooon  has  per- 
severed in  adding  to  its  rectory  fund,  which  is  now  reaching  the  thousand- 
dollar  mark. 

At  Idbertyy  the  Rev.  P.  C.  Creveling  has  developed  with  success  the 
pledge  system,  having  increased  thereby  the  local  contributions  to  double 
the  sum  of  last  year.  The  many  sximmer  visitors  have  also  been  a  help  to 
him.  The  improvements  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Greenwood 
Lake,  have  been  pushed  forward  during  the  warm  weather,  and  the  tower 
and  choir  room  are  now  practically  completed.  The  attendance  and  interest 
here  have  greatly  encouraged  the  Archdeacon,  who  has  actively  supervised 
the  work  of  this  mission  since  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  McGuinness.  Mr. 
HcGuinness  found  himself  unable  to  continue  his  pastorate  here  in  addi- 
tion to  his  three  other  stations  of  Arden,  Chester  and  Monroe. 

Monroe  has  done  very  well  in  local  development,  and  in  many  improve- 
ments in  the  churdi  edifice  and  groimds.  It  has  a  devoted  and  growing 
congregation. 

The  chapel  at  Montgomery,  Orange  County,  under  the  Rev.  James  6. 
Lewis,  D.D.,  was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Coadjutor  Greer  on  the  6th  of  June 
last.  It  was  a  most  interesting  service,  at  which  the  Archdeacon,  the 
Rector  and  several  of  the  neighboring  clergy  were  present  and  assisted. 
The  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  the  preacher. 

Xlie  chapel  is  a  well  appointed  and  attractive  building,  and  is  worked 
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in  connection  with  St,  Andre vr's  Cburcbp  Walden*  Great  credit  k  due  J>^ 
Lewis  for  his  E«al  and  deroted  labor  in  ita  erection  and  completion  fr^ 
of  debt*  Hi«  sucoesflor  b^s  not  yet  been  aec-ured^  but,  it  is  hoped,  mftf  toati 
bo  elected.    Dr.  Lewis*  reaigimtion  took  effect  on  the  let  of  Au^st. 

Since  the  reai^ation  of  the  He  v.   T.  Lewis  Banister,  the  mii^siont  of 
Highland  and  New  Palts  have  been  worked  in  connection,  under  the  iuper^ 
vision  of  the  Archdeacon.    A  nomination  of  a  resident  misaionaxjf ,  tie  Rer, 
llobert  li&tidsbergGr,  was  made  to  the  Bitbop  at  the  ArehdeaeDniy's  kit 
meetings  and  it  baa  been  confirmed. 

At  the  latter  end  of  July,  the  Archdeaconry  was  called  to  mourn  tie 
sudden  death  of  its  treasurer,  Mr,  G.  J,  Appleton,  of  New  Windsor.  He  wii 
overcome  hj  the  heat,  and  death  came  quick)/.  The  tribute  paid  to  }^ 
worth  hj  Bishop  Potter  finds  its  echo  in  the  hearts  of  all  members  of  tbt 
Archdeaconry  organ ti^at ion :  *'  He  impressed  me  alwaya  as  a  man  of  eterliof^ 
character  and  moat  conscientioua  fidelity/'  The  Bev.  Harold  Morse  if  j 
Marlborough  has  been  elected  treasurer.  j 

All  Sainti'  Churchy  Rosen  dale  ^  through  its  Rector^  the  Rev.  Henry  Bir^    ^ 
ker,  has  secured  an  ample  lot  with  house  thereon  contiguous  to  the  Chnrdi 
property,  at  a  cost  of  ^00  dollars. 

The  rental  of  the  house  now  produces  $72  per  year,  and  after  the  pur- 
dm^Q  was  made  at  the  low  price  mentioned  it  was  found  tlmt  the  hniHlni 
ootild  not  be  duplicated  for  less  than  £1,500.  It  may  ultimately  be  u^ed  kt 
jt  rectory,  and,  probably,  in  the  near  future  as  a  parish  hou^,  of  wLici 
the  need  is  greatly  felt.

rhe  Archdeaconry  of  Westchester  would  report  efficient  work  and  in- 
ising  interest,  as  shown  in  the  reports  from  the  missions  and  the  at- 
lance  at  our  meetings.  Growing  out  of  the  important  movement  of  late 
lie  general  Church,  and  notably  in  our  own  diocese,  in  spiritual  training 

culture  of  the  young,  and  deeming  this  an  essential  part  of  our  mis- 
1,  we  have  arranged  for  each  meeting  an  afternoon  conference  on  this 
ject.  Two  such  meetings  have  been  held,  and  intelligent  treatment  of 
>  vital  and  urgent  part  of  the  Church's  work  has  resulted.  The  general 
ic  thus  far  has  been,  "  The  Sunday-school's  relation  to  the  perpetuation 
the  Church,"  and  the  sub-subjects:  L  Discipline  in  Christian  living — 
imple.     2.  Discipline  in  Christian  principles — ^Teaching.     The  speakers. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Freeman,  Tenney,  Worrall  and  Suteliffe  presented  these 
jects,  and  discussion  followed.  Already  we  have  found  help  and  inspira- 
1  in  this  often  perplexing  and  discouraging  phase  of  parish  work.  This 
iideaconry  would  voice  the  feeling  of  the  whole  diocese,  in  the  passing 
ly  of  the  revered  treasurer,  Mr.  James  Pott.  It  were  difficult  to  esti- 
te  the  loss  the  rural  Archdeaconries  have  sustained.  Deeply  concerned

The  ^vork  has  continued  to  prosper  under  hh  % 
and  diligent  over&ighti  and  more  spacious  accommodations  are  now  urgd 
needed  for  the  further  enlargement  of  the  mi  salon's  usefulness. 

At  the  rented  chapt^l  of  the  Holy  Nativity,  Bedford  Pork,  the  1 
Alfred  Uiiane  Pell,  after  generously  giving  hia  servicea  for  eome  yt 
resigned  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Re^iurrection.  ^ 
Eev.  Guy  A,  Jamieaon  was  then  placed  in  charge,  but  soon  after  wank 
released  bim  from  his  missionary  duties  with  us  in  order  that  he  itU 
accept  an  appointment  on  the  staff  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  Mr.  Jamie 
was  suceeeded  by  the  Rev,  Herljcrt  Mil  Her  Hopkins,  Ph.D.^an  aBaistantn 
ister  at  Grace  Church,  of  whose  valued  services  the  Reelor  has  kindly, 
us  make  use,  A  movement  is  now  on  foot  to  provide  a  new  chapel  Qdi 
eouth  side  of  the  Mosholu  Parkway  where  most  of  the  people  of  Bea 
Park  live,  and  where  a  larger  work  can  he  done* 

Rey.  Richard  H*  Wevill^  Deacon ,  resigned  some  months  ago  as  QtiAi 
ary  in  charge  of  St.  Alban's,  High  Bridge,  His  work  there  was  fl  m 
creditable  oiie.  He  was  really  the  founder  of  the  mission,  and  h*d  ' 
eatisfaction  of  leading  it  from  its  temporary  rented  quartern  to  the  elu 
which  it  now  occupies  and  which  was  built  with  funds  raised  largely 
his  endeavors.  It  is  noteworthy  that  during  all  his  connection  with  I 
Alban's  he  preferred  that  his  service  should  be,  ^B  it  was,  a  labor  of  k 
unaccompanied  by  any  salary.  He  was  succeeded  early  last  summer  by  i 
Rev.  Horace  R.  Fell,  who  came  to  us  from  a  parish  in  Brooklyn  where 
had  gained  valuable  experience  for  his  new  field  of  service. 

St.  Stephen's,  Woodlawn,  has  a  handsome  church  edifice  dose  to  i 
southern  boundary  of  Yonkers,  and  does  a  good  work.  The  newer  a 
f^maller  one  at  Bronxwood  Park  occupies  a  rented  room  at  present,  and 
under  the  care  of  an  earnest  lay  reader  who  is  sowing  good  seed  in  gc 
soil. 

St.  Simeon's  has  continued  in  East  163d  Street  near  Fleetwood  i 
enue,  though  we  expected  a  year  ago  that  by  this  time  arrangements  €0i 
be  made  for  its  transfer  to  a  permanent  home.  But  new  and  unforesc 
conditions  have  arisen.  We  found  that  the  lot  at  the  comer  of  1<K 
Street  and  Morris  Avenue,  which  was  bought  with  funds  provided  by  Tr 
ity  Parish,  was  being  surrounded  by  a  Jewish  population,  and  meantii 
the  mission  was  fortunate  enough  to  receive  the  gift  of  a  triangular  pi' 
of  ground  bounded  by  Sheridan  Avenue,  164th  and  165th  Streets,  a  f 
blocks  from  the  present  chapel.  A  part  of  this  ground  was  the  gift  of  B 
William  Waldorf  Astor  and  the  other  that  of  Mr.  A.  Newbold  Mon 
The  new  church  is  now  to  be  built  upon  this  new  site.  The  building  fui 
already  amounts  to  about  $10,000,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  lot  given  1 
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Trinity  pariah  at  a  cost  of  $7,500,  less  than  three  years  ago,  can  be  sold 
for  nearly  twice  that  amount.  The  mission  now  reports  220  communicants; 
530  baptized  persons;  14  Sunday  School  teachers;  180  Sunday  School  schol- 
ars; confirmed  during  the  past  year,  42;  5  adults  and  30  infants  baptized; 
offerings  of  $1,200.74  at  church  services,  $100  in  the  Sunday  School,  and 
1750  received  from  other  sources  for  current  expenses.  On  the  whole,  the 
outlook  seems  so  favorable  that  we  expect  this  mission  at  an  early  date  to 
follow  the  example  of  two  other  of  our  Bronx  missions  that  have  within 
the  past  few  years  become  independent,  self-supporting  parishes. 

The  growing  congregation  and  Sunday  School  of  St.  George's,  Williams- 
bridge,  have  had  the  use  of  a  crypt  for  some  years  on  ground  owned  by  the 
Archdeaconry.  They  have  lately,  however,  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
generous  action  of  three  ladies  of  Grace  parish  who  prefer  to  withhold 
their  names  from  publication.  Recognizing  the  large  opportunity  for  the  . 
work  of  the  Church  in  that  promising  neighborhood,  these  friends  have  pro- 
Tided  funds  for  the  new  church  and  rectory  now  in  process  of  construction, 
and  fast  nearing  completion,  at  a  cost  of  about  $13,000.  Gifts  of  a  large 
Bible  from  Mrs.  Frederick  J.  Easton  and  of  an  altar,  altar  hangings  and 
credence  table  from  the  Rev.  Henry  Chamberlaine,  and  of  gas  fixtures  and 
a  leaded  glass  window  from  Miss  H.  L.  Josephi,  of  the  llouse  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  have  also  been  gratefully  received. 

The  same  ladies  who  are  doing  so  much  for  St.  George's  have  provided 
a  permanent  home  well  furnished  for  St.  Ambrose  Italian  mission  at  236 
last  111th  Street  at  a  cost  of  $17,000.  The  temporary  quarters  were  for- 
merly in  a  rented  storeroom  in  East  109th  Street.  At  the  time  of  the 
porchase  of  the  property  in  lUth  Street  there  was  a  frame  dwelling  stand- 
ing on  the  lot.  This  dwelling  has  been  transformed  into  a  parish  house 
with  a  brick  facade  of  ecclesiastical  design  rising  in  front  of  and  above  it, 
And  a  brick  chapel  has  been  built  adjoining  it  and  communicating  with  it. 
At  the  opening  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  2d,  the 
^.  Dr.  Huntington,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nichols,  Rector 
•'  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Harlem,  and  the  Rev.  John  Henry  Watson,  took 
PWt  with  the  Archdeacon.  The  mission  is  in  the  heart  of  what  is  known 
w  "Little  Italy,"  the  largest  Italian  colony  in  the  city.  In  addition  to 
'Bligious  services  it  maintains  a  Sunday  School,  a  free  medical  dispensary, 
^  labor  bureau,  clubs  for  boys  and  girls,  a  clothing  bureau,  and  a  kinder- 
SUten  has  just  been  established  there  by  the  New  York  Kindergarten  Asso- 
ciation. 

St.  David's  mission  to  our  colored  brethren  celebrated  its  ninth  anni- 
'^ttary  on  Sunday,  February  5th.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop 
^(  New  York.  Services  are  still  held  in  the  crypt,  but  efforts  are  being 
^e  to  raise  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  church  edifice  which  is  greatly 
^Wed.  This  mission  reports  230  communicants,  26  Sunday  School  teach- 
•".  and  472  scholars;  offerings  at  services,  $825.27,  and  in  the  Sunday 
School,  $165.37. 

Altogether  our  Bronx  missions  report  119  persons  confirmed,  23  adults 
**»d  114  infants  baptized  during  the  past  year. 

I  In  connection  with  the  summer  work,  550  beneficiaries  were  sent  to

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Fresh  Air  homes  Id  tbe  country  for  periods  of  time  ranging  from  oue  to 
two  weeks t  and  exeurBioni  were  provided  for  tbe  chlidren  of  the  Suiidtf 
Schools  and  for  others. 

In  conctusioa  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Bishop -Coadjutor  basboiigbt 
for  the  Archdeaconry  two  lots  in  Tremont  Terrace,  tie^r  Pelham  Baj  Ptfk, 
tia  the  Bite  of  &  niiadon  to  be  established  when  that  now  new  nagfabor- 
hood  sbsll  be  ready  for  it. 

Rapid  transit  to  the  Bronx  is  now  an  accomplished  fact.  It  meBV  ^ 
more  rapid  improvement  of  an  area  nearly  twice  as  targe  as  that  of  tftH- 
hattan.  Homes  for  wag^  earners  from  overcrowded  centres  of  populaliofl 
below  the  Harlem  Hiver  are  springing  up  as  if  by  magic.  We  want  Urgiet 
spiritual  homes  aod  more  of  them  for  the  great  multitudes  of  f&miMiei 
already  on  the  ground  or  arriving  from  down  town  church  fellowtyp  <ff 
from  an  environment  in  which  they  have  been  aa  sheep  having  no  shepJieri 
On  that  ground  bo  plainly  marked  for  greatness,  many  are  the  gates  wftbin 
which  lurk  forces  that  menace  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and  of  the  cn^- 
m unity.

Amenia  Unions  BU  Thomaa'  Chnreh,  the  He  v.  Alexander  Hamiltoi^  isu»- 
Mouary.  Xhia  parish,  situated  live  tnile»  from  the  Uarkni  roilroad,  u  oac 
ul  the  oldest  in  the  iX>anty.  In  it&  eaiij  history  it  wa«  a  strong  aikd  ia- 
lluenttal  church,  hut  now,  owing  to  deaths  and  removalt^  ite  numhin  w*' 
grejit^  depleted.  The  njaijjtenant"e  of  the  diurch  sendees  here  is  i^rgdf 
Mwittg  to  the  foresight  and  geneiosity  of  former  pariahionerfe.  There  is  tn 
endowment  fund  of  |7,900,  in  the  control  of  the  Parochial  Fund  of  tM 
diofXitt  whidtif  after  being  unproductive  for  several  yeajB,  now  yields  ^ 
income  of  $250  per  annum,  which  i&  used  for  the  nLii»sionary'&  stipoid^ 
The  church  and  rectory  are  in  need  of  repairs.  There  have  bees  dgfai 
baptized  and  £ve  confirmed  since  the  last  report.  The  Be  v.  Mr.  Hamilt4>u 
has  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  the  mission  at  Dover  Plain&j  and  lerri^  , 
have  been  held  infrequently  in  this  parish.  , 

Dover  Plains,  St.  Jamea^  Church.     This  mission  is  under  the  Cftre  of  ih« 
Kev.   Mr.   Hamilton.     Sint.'e   accepting   his   appointment   to    work   in  tb^ 
Harlem  valley,  Mr.  Hamiltx)n  has  made  many  ^iaitg  atong  the  line  of  tbe 
Harlem  railroad,  covering  a  distance  in  this  Archdeaconry  of  some  i&rtv    \ 
miles.     He  has  called  at  each  station^tcu  in  number — and  has  foOBi  i^    J 
Pawling,  Dover  Furnace,  Wasaaic,  Auienia  Village  and  MJlIertou  many  whD 
deairo  the  Church's  ministrations.     Thesi>  he  has  been  able  to  furnish  by 
oGcaaioual  w^e^k-day  services.     In  September,  1@04,  the  mission  at  Du't*^ 
Plains  had  in  its  treasury  $22ti  towards  a  building  fund.    A  lot  had  hm 
secured  whose  title  was  settled  in  the  ArDbdea]CK>nry.     Since  that  d^U  * 
nc-at  chapel,  seating  150  people  and  cofiting,  :nth  its  furniture,  $3>5O0,  ht 
been  built.    All  but  $400  of  this  amount  hag  been  raised.    The  comer  stojie 
of  the  church  was  laid  by  Bishop  Greer  on  December  28,  1904.    It  is  liojW 
to  have  the  biiiJding  ready  for  consecration  this  autumn,    in  tbe  chm-cii  a^l^ 
memorials  erected  by  the  friends  of  the  late  Archdeacons  of  Dutdieas,  Br, 
Ztegcnfuas  and  Br.  Burgess,  and  of  other  taithrul  churchmen  and  women' 
The  people  are  hannonioujs  and    working  with   a   will.     The  attcndw^ 
at  church  senrioes  is  mo&t  encouraging.     A  rectory   should  be  purct***^ 
for  the  missionary.    No  house  can  be  rented,  and  the  needs  of  the  m^^ 
demand  a  resident  priest.    The  future  of  this  work  seems  most  promi*ifl^ 
W^'bi^i  has  already  been  accomplished  warrants  a  continuance  of  aid,  ifli^^^ 
^t.  James*,  Dover,  itself  becomes  the  centre  of  missionary  labor.    The  h>^ 
tisnis  ntnnber  seven;  confimiationSj  aii» 

Pine  Plains.  Under  the  faithful  ministrations  of  the  Rev.  Tbwn" 
Iliirrows,  misBionary,  tbe  ChurchV  work  is  being  felt  in  the  commuiuty' 
I'he  iiatance  of  the  mortgage   ($350)   upon  the  rectory  baa  been  in  i"^^' 
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and  a  new  fiimaoe  put  in  the  church  at  a  cost  of  $100.  There  is  no  debt. 
There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  church  attendance,  both  on  Sundays 
and  week-days,  in  Lent.  There  have  been  fourteen  baptized  and  eight 
con£rmed. 

Pleasant  Valley,  St.  Paul's  Church.  Here  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Upjohn  con- 
tinues his  untiring  labors.  The  financial  condition  of  the  church  has'  been 
improved,  owing  in  large  measure  to  the  introduction  of  the  envelope  sys- 
tem. There  have  been  twenty-two  baptized,  eight  of  whom  were  adults. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ray,  at  Hopewell,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ivie,  at  Glenham,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Rodgers,  at  Lithgow,  report  the  condition  of  their  respective  fields 
comparatively  unchanged.  There  have  been  losses  by  deaths  and  removals, 
bat  the  work  of  the  Church  has  gone  on  steadily  and  quietly,  and,  it  is 
believed,  effectively. 

At  the  West  Pawling  Mission,  at  Stone  House,  Mr.  A.  C.  Burdick,  a 
lay  reader,  continues  in  charge.  For  ten  years  he  has  gathered  together 
the  diildren  every  day  for  instruction,  he  has  held  house  meetings,  and 
read  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  a  service  every  Lord's  D^y,  holding 
alao  a  Sunday-school.  The  rented  house  where  this  work  has  been  con- 
ducted is  no  longer  large  enough  for  the  needs  of  the  mission.  On  the  19th 
of  August  the  comer-stone  of  a  building  was  laid,  to  be  known  as  the 
Neighborhood  House,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  the  mission.  This 
work  is  supported  by  a  committee  of  ladies  interested  in  the  West  f  awling 
mountain  people  and  by  the  Archdeaconry  of  Dutchess,  which  contributes 
ISSIO  for  its  maintenance. 

The  Archdeaconry  of  Dutchess  is  devoutly  thankful   for  the  results' 
whidi  have  crowned  its  labors,  and  for  the  zeal  and  self-sacrifice  of  its 
devoted  missionaries.

'  THE    NEW    YORK    TRAINING    SCHOOL    FOR   DEACONESSES. 

This  being  the  first  report  of  the  New  York  Training  School  for  Deaoon- 
(8,  under  the  resolution  of  1004  authorizing  the  said  Training  School  to 
)rt  annually  to  the  Convention,  it  may  be  well  to  rehearse  a  few  his- 
cal  facts  respecting  the  origin  of  the  institution. 

rhe  Canon,  entitled  "Of  Deaconesses/'  passed  the  General  Convention 
the  session  of  1889.  In  October,  1890,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
the  Diocese,  who  accepted  the  office  of  Visitor,  the  school  was  opened 
the  premises  of  Grace  Church  in  this  city,  with  a  view  to  providing  can- 
ites  for  the  Diaconate  of  women  competent  to  meet  the  tests  which 

Ganon  required.  A  two- years'  course  was  arranged  and  an  adequate 
aber  of  teachers  engaged.  The  school  as  thus  constituted  was  under 
immediate  care  of  the  Reverend  Haslett  McKim,  D.D.,  whose  very  valu* 
5  Ber\'iceB,  gratuitously  rendered  during  the  entire  period  of  the  school's 
X)ry,  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  results  of  the  first  year  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  was  deter- 
led  by  the  promoters  of  the  school  to  incorporate  it  under  its  present 
38,  the  right  being  given  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  nominate  can- 
ites  for  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  this  way,  it 
>  hoped  that  the  school  would  no  longer  wear  the  look  of  being  a  merely 
ochial  undertaking,  although  the  rector  of  the  parish  above  mentioned 
tinued,  under  the  statutes,  to  be  ew  officio  the  Warden. 
The  object  of  the  course  is  to  send  out  graduates  thoroughly  equipped 
be  the  helpers  of  the  clergy  in  their  missionary  and  charitable  work, 
•h  this  end  in  view,  careful  instruction  is  given  in  the  Holy  Scriptures 

in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  with  special  reference  to  the  higher 
leg  of  Sunday-school  teaching.    Church  History  and  Christian  Evidences 

taught.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  cooking  for  the  sick  poor  and 
iing  them  in  their  homes.  Eleven  weeks  of  each  of  the  two  years  are 
n  to  the  actual  and  daily  care  of  the  sick,  under  competent  guidance, 
ing  the  school  year  the  students  are  expected  to  teach  Sunday-school 
sea  and  also  to  make  a  study  of  certain  important  parochial  and  insti- 
onal  works. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of

The  pupils  for  the  current  year  are  twenty-five  in  numherj  a  large  in- 
creaie  upon  previous  years.    Graduates  of  the  schooJ  are  at  work  in  mstXif 
partei  of  the  world^<»ne  in  Alaska,  one  in  Hawaii,  three  in  China,  two  ia 
Jflpanj  one  in  the  Philippine  Islands.     Unsolicited   tefitimony   to  the  «lfi- 
i/iency  of  these  helpers  of  the  clergy  reaeh  the  management  of  the  icbooJ 
with  gratifying  frequency*    One  of  our  west-em  Missionary  Bishops,  under 
heiui  of  the  twenty ^first  of  the  present  month,  writes  aa  follows:  "Botb 
your  workers  are  doing  yoiir  school   credit  by   ability,  earnestness  txA 
pluck.    I  hopu  1  shall  get  more  of  the  same  kind.**    The  following  hai  jait 
been  rew^ived   from  a.  foreign  Missionary  Bishop,  the  Bishop  of  Tokjfo? 
**  Miss  R.  and  Miss  H,  are  among  the  best  of  our  misaionariea.    Th^j  liTf 
alone  in  a  city  of  twenty-five  thousand  Japanese,  in  a  native  house,  tLm^ 
houra'  ride  from  their  nearest  English -speaking  neighbors.     They  ar*  jsI 
ways  cheerful,  never  complain  of  being  lonely  or  unhappy,  and  are  devotit 
to  their  work.    Please  send  us  six  more  like  them.** 

Similar  words  of  cheer  might  be  abundantly  quoted,  but  thtise  sni*' 
to  show  that  the  school  is,  in  some  measure  at  least,  meeting  the  demiflJ 
of  the  Cliurch  for  the  skilled  work  of  trained  women.  To  reinstate  ia  tfc* 
place  which  she  held  in  the  primitive  Church,  "  Phojbc,  the  Deaconess"  i* 
the  aim  of  the  Deaconess  Movement.  Thus  far  the  pecuniary  aid  neede*' 
to  caiTv  on  the  enterprise,  which  is  considerable,  has  come  from  very  fe* 
pers<«is,  and  those,  most  of  them,  directly  connected  with  the  parish  i" 
which  the  school  originated.  Now  that  the  institution  has  been  permitte'l 
to  report  to  the  Convention,  and  to  become,  so  far  forth,  diooeaan  10  it- 
!(*iope,  it  is  hoped  that  tlie  circle  of  its  benefactors  may  widcEi, 

It  is  only  necessary  to  add  that  the  school -ho  me  is  always  open  to 
visitors  who  desire  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  methods  of  ^^ 
training  which  it  supplies.  The  Dean  of  the  school.  Deaconess  Knapp,  her- 
self one  of  its  graduates,  holdis  herself  always  in  readiness  to  fiamf*!* 
needed  information^  and  has  already  addressed  the  undergraduatet  0' 
several  of  the  women's  colleges  in  the  country,  on  the  subject  of  the  wff*- 
with  giatifyinj^f  results.

:t^T  and  attainments  of  its  teaching  body. 

Whertas,  A  number  of  the  endowments  of  that  institution  are  of  sonie- 
liat  ancient  creation  and  apparently  inadequate  for  the  proper  support  of 
le  scholars  of  that  body  charged  with  the  training  of  candidates  for  tiio 
linistry;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Greneral  Theological  Seminary  from 
ois  Diocese  be  asked  to  inquire  into  the  income-producing  power  of  tbo 
adowment  funds  of  specific  professorships,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Con- 
'ention,  with  a  view  to  some  large  effort  for  the  proper  increase  of  sucli 
endowments. 

The  Bev.  Mr.  Harrower  presented  and  read  the  following  report : 


Beport 

OF  THE   SUNDAY-SCHOOL   COMMISSION. 
1906. 

The  Sunday-school  interests  of  the  Church  are  now  coming  so  to  the 
front  that  this  report  might  well  be  a  broad  survey  of  the  general  progress 
made  during  the  past  year.  Certainly  in  our  own  Church  at  no  former 
time  has  the  field  been  more  carefully  studied,  nor  the  outlook  more  en- 
couraging. The  spasmodic  and  sporadic  efforts  of  the  past  have  given  place 
^  a  strong,  widespread  and  intelligent  interest.  The  Sunday-school  is  no 
longer  on  the  defensive  as  a  poorly  conceived  and  sentimental  branch  of 
Church  work,  but  presents  its  claims  quite  as  distinctly  as  does  the  public 
school. 

It  is  still  sorely  hampered  in  many  ways.  It  has  a  large  constituency, 
^t  wholly  inadequate  support,  both  in  men  and  means.  There  are  ques- 
tions yet  to  be  settled  and  methods  to  be  improved.  But  no  one  any  longer 
thinkg  that  the  Sunday-school  is  beneath  the  notice  of  the  Church  in  her 
s^Jpreme  councils.  It  is  well  for  us  to  mark  this.  It  proves  that  in  this 
^bole  question  of  religious  instruction  the  Church  at  large  is  coming  to 
"^gard  the  Sunday-school  as  a  serious  factor.  If  you  will  run  over  the  list 
^^  books  sent  out,  largely  in  the  last  few  years,  on  the  genera]  subjects  of 
'^OTal  and  religious  training,  you  will  be  surprised  both  at  their  great 
^^ber  and  at  the  large  proportion  of  them  that  bear  directly  on  the 
^unday.gchool. 

In  referring  to  the  work  of  "the  Commission  for  the  past  year,  it  is 
'*fdly  necessary  to  go  into  details,  many  of  which  are  quite  familiar. 
1.  The  General  Offices  at  the  See  House  provided  for  us,  free  of  all 
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■SfkiPM,  by  the  generoiia  intct^st  of  the  RUhop,  are  tbt  scc^v  of  ^fiitocit 
fttid  Increasing  labors. 

The  volume  of  work  wrought  at  the  office  is  aoircclj  TeiUucml.  Nor  iM 
it  comprehended  by  fig^irea  merely.  An  immeni^  eorrespoodenee,  daily  con- 
sul tat  ions  with  elergy  and  superintendeiits,  editorial  labor  oa  books  oM 
lesson  tD&niuatB  and  the  large  business  of  the  supply  department  can  onlr 
be  appreciated  by  per&onal  inspection  on  an  average  day.  Over  14,150  picou 
of  mail  have  gone  forth  in  twelve  months.  There  have  been  775  rUiton 
to  the  Exhibit  Eooms,  in  addition  to  thousands  of  eoinmunicatioita  throujk 
ineoming  maij,  some  forty  to  sixty  a  day. 

Our  leBEion  manuuls  are  now  used  in  hundreds  of  schooU^  even  ab  fit 
away  as  New  Zealand,  Australasia  and  Alaska.  Tbo  demand  for  this  ifiin 
ia  greater  than  the  presses  can  adequately  keep  pace  with.  There  have  hm 
aold  nearly  40,0(H)  copies  of  one  jnatiual  alone.  The  imprbit  of  tb«  ieiM* 
now  runa  up  to  a  total  of  a  (most  200^000  copies.  Seven  branch  es  or  ^fencM*, 
in  alt  part  a  of  tbia  country  and  Canada^  are  now  handling  these  supplies  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Sunday'Scboola,  There  are  over  forty -liv^  separate  booki 
in  this  series,  all  produced  within  thr^  or  four  years,  fn  addition  to  let 
son  manuals,  a  most  important  work  trns  been  done  by  tht*  Set!ret«r7  ia 
the  compilation  of  a  Handbook  of  Religious  Picturea,  in  which  ^ome  ll.OCH 
dtatinct  illustrations^  ranging  from  one-half  cent  to  twenty  dollai^,  m 
arranged  in  Bible  order,  easily  distinguished  by  price  and  publisher. 

Many  addresses  have  been  delivered  by  members  of  the  Commissloi 
during  the  year^  conferences  attended  and  training  classes  htrld*  o.%pedil^ 
by  the  Secretary.  Exteuded  tours  in  Canada,  Tennessee,  Ohio  and  ChiCi|o 
have  been  made  by  the  Secretary,  while  the  Chairman  and  other  memb<ii 
of  the  Commission  have  addressed  similar  gittheringis  outside  of  New  Yort 
and  in,    A  total  of  100  addresses  have  been  delivered  since  our  last  n'port 

There  is  no  diocese  in  the  Church  which  has  provided  for  it  a  inert 
(complete  and  helpful  bureau  of  information  and  suggestion  than  is  io^^ 
in  the  Comraiaslon  Oflfice.  The  esbibit  shown  there  is  regarded  bj'  iho^^ 
whose  judgment  is  to  be  highly  valued  as  remarkable  for  its  fulne^,  il* 
impartial  and  oomprebensive  nature  of  its  information,  and,  educationftll^ 
it  is  one  of  the  moet  important  features  of  our  wprk.  Over  11,000  srUcI* 
have  been  gathered  and  tabulated  in  proper  order. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  to  gather,  by  degrees,  what  ntaf  ^ 
called  a  Sunday -school  museum,  showing  the  progress  and  developmeiii* 
not  only  of  the  modern  Sun  day- school,  but  the  whole  history  of  the  rpligio'" 
instniction  of  youth.  Such  an  exhibit  would  form  in  the  future  one  of  thf 
most  interesting  possessions  of  the  diocese,  and  would  contribute  in  5^^* 
small  degree  towards  the  advancement  of  Christian  Learning,  Our  ^^^^ 
exhibit  has  l>ecn  displayed  this  year  at  Teachers'  College,  Richfield  Spriog^ 
the  General  Convention  and  the  Religious  Education  Association  OonvciiEioo 
in  Boston^  besides  minor  exhibits  sent  to  eleven  other  cities. 

2.  The  CoMmwufifm  Ihdhiin.  Another  fuetor  of  practical  impDrtanc*  ^ 
the  Commission  Bulletin^  published  quarterly,  beginning  with  the  i^stje  ^^ 
Deoomber,  1904.    This  undertaking  was  made  at  the  request  of  mtm^  Sun 
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^•school  workers  throughout  the  Church.  It  is  a  medium  for  the  ex- 
inge  of  news  and  information  along  all  lines  of  Sunday-school  work. 
The  current  number  (September)  contains  reports  from  some  thirty- 
tr  Dioceses,  with  other  articles  on  Lesson  Courses,  Conferences  and  Con- 
itioDS,  suggestions  and  discussion,  which  cannot  but  prove  helpful  to  the 
iTidual  rector  and  teacher.  The  Bulletin  aims  to  supply  just  those  helps 
ich  would  seem  to  be  needed  towards  creating  in  every  parish  a  sense 
corporate  interest  in,  and  connection  with,  every  other  Sunday-school, 
not  only  gives  suggestion  and  presents  theories,  but  records  the  actual 
tilts  of  methods  and  experiments. 

3.  The  outlook  over  the  Church  at  large  is  most  encouraging.  Sinofe  our 
;  annual  report  the  Joint  Commission  on  Sunday-school  Institution  has 
n  appointed  and  organized  for  work.  This  is  the  one  official  Commis- 
1  of'  the  American  Church,  and  its  future  usefulness  can  hardly  be 
restimated.  This  coming  month  there  will  be  held,  here  in  New  York, 
atbering  representing  this  Joint  Commission  of  the  General  Convention, 
Joint  Diocesan  Lesson  Committee,  and  the  Federated  Diocesan  Sunday - 
ool  Organizations.  Of  these  last  during  the  past  year  new  ones  have 
n  organized,  making  ninety-six  in  all. 

4.  The  Treasurer's  Report,  In  connection  with  the  Treasurer's  report,  1 
ire  to  say  that  not  one  dollar  of  the  money  spent  by  the  Commission 
8  to  the  output  of  literature.  The  money  is  required  for  salaries  of 
oe  staff,  for  conferences,  correspondence  and  expenses  connected  with 
exhibit.  We  owe  our  thanks  to  those  who  have  helped  us  so  materially, 
h  in  providing  office  accommodations  and  by  financial  aid.  The  Com- 
ision  fully  appreciates  this.  Without  it  nothing  could  have  been  ae- 
iplished.  Only  I  pray  the  Convention  for  a  larger  support.  The  budget 
the  Treasurer,  amounting  to  about  $2,000,  is  hardly  more  than  that  of 
mall  mission  station,  and  yet  the  work  it  represents  reaches  in  reality 
ast  constituency.

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0.  The  Sunday-school  Associaiion  of  the  Diocese.  The  organization  of  ttiis 
Assuciatiou,  last  June,  brought  to  pass  one  of  the  objects  contemplated  iu 
the  ori|^nai  appointment  of  the  Commission,  it  will  be  interesting  to 
i^cail  tQ,e  resolution  adopted  at  the  Convention  of  1898:  ''Resolved,  That 
a  Commission  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  the  expedi- 
encjr  of  establishing  a  Sunday-school  li^titute  in  this  Diocese  which  shall 
serve  as  a  centre  of  communication  through  which  information  as  to  the 
best  methods  of  organizing  ,and  conducting  Church  Sunday-schools  may  be 
gained,  with  a  view  of  raising  the  standards  of  Sunday-school  teaching, 
and  furthering  the  work,  of  the  proper  grading  of  schools,  and  the  use  of 
audi  text-books  and  lessons  as  may  most  satisfactorily  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Church." 

When  in  its  report  last  year  the  Commission  urged  the  adequate  organi- 
zation of  Sunday-school  Associations  throughout  the  Archdeaconries  of  the 
i^iooese  it  hardly  dared  to  hope  for  so  general  a  response.  But  through 
the  personal  interest  and  leadership  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadju- 
tor, and  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  several  Archdeacons  and  many  of 
the  clergy,  this  has  been  so  far  accomplished,  and  there  opens  before  us 
a  new  and  altogether  hopeful  era. 

Our  part  of  the  work,  therefore,  for  which  the  Commission  was  origin- 
ally appointed,  has  been  accomplished  in  the  forming  of  this  Association. 
Certain  things  which  the  Commission  has  heretofore  sought  to  do  are  now 
^ded  over  to  the  Association.  The  work  in  the  several  Archdeaconries, 
^e  establishment  of  training  classes  and  sectional  conferences,  the  applica- 
tion of  methods,  matters  of  local  administration  and  the  regulating  and 
impacting  of  efforts  for  improving  the  schools,  these  are  within  the 
'iHural  promise  of  such  an  organization  representing  the  schools  them- 
^Ives. 

This  Association  represents,  therefore,  the  point  of  contact  between 
tbe  Commission  and  the  school,  and  undertakes  the  definite  application  of 
'^^als  and  methods.  It  is  a  cause  for  deepest  congratulation  that  this  step 
'^^^  been  taken,  and  the  schools  of  the  diocese  so  completely  committed  to 
^lie  corporate  working  out  of  their  great  task,  and  to  such  cordial  affilia- 
tion with  the  Diocesan  Commission. 

The  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  this  Association  show  the  practical 
^^lue  of  this  new  step  that  has  been  taken.  It  means  that  every  school 
^ill  be  drawn  into  touch  with  every  other,  and  that  a  sense  of  fellowship 
^^  a  common  task  will  be  felt  throughout  the  diocese. 

6.  Educational  Ideals  of  the  Age.  In  the  light  of  this,  the  work  of  the 
I^^t  seven  years  stands  out  distinctly.  It  has  from  the  beginning  moved 
*loug  a  certain  definite  line.  If  at  any  time  our  policy  has  seemed  vague 
^^d  experimental,  it  was  not  so  in  actual  fact.  The  general  pui'pose  was 
t'lear.  'ihe  movement  was,  of  necessity,  larger,  and  outreached  the  borders 
^*  the  diocese,  because  in  reality  it  was  part  of  a  great  and  growing  move- 
^^Ht  in  the  religious  and  educational  life  of  the  nation. 

This  movement  has  us  in  its  grasp.  The  changed  attitude  of  to-day  is 
'^hown  in  the  words  of  President  Eliot  in  a  recent  address  on  religion  in 
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tba  UniverBlty,  w  here  he  aj&ierts  tii^t,  *^  ft  uniyerBiiy  which  has  no  dep&r^ 
mcnt  of  theoJogjt  oad  givea  no  religiatis  teachings  Is  not  entitled  U»  th^t 
noble  uame,  fgr  it  bu^lcb  the  mp«t  eii^ntial  tuid,  hifitorkaUy,  the  most 
(H^tent  elemi^ut  of  mtivf^r&ality,'''     Such  words  sound  ihc  not^  of  a  new 
aena^  oi  thu  part  religioui^  ie^Anmg  must  play  iu  the  culture  and  lif^  of 
the  world.    And  tUiii  in  tina^  throws  ridier  hght  on  the  uork  of  the  Simd&^- 
M±ooL    For  the  Sunday-school  U  "  unique  among  all  those  eonc^med  in  Uo 
education  of  children^  on  the  only  one  devoted  entirely  to  elhicai  &ad  t** 
iigiouA  inistructiotL  and  inspiration/' 

We  miiMl  keep  cunataDUy  m  mind  thia  Jarger  and  nobler  conception  vt 
the  Sunday- school  if  we  a.r«  lo  anvt^  it  from  it&  own  natural  limitations  afid 
ditlicuities,  aud  create  for  it  a  liteadfa^it  t^nLhusiaam  in  the  hi^artd  of  t^acii^ 
tTH  aod  clergy,  I'lie  accomplishment  ot  such  a  task  iii  now  only  iii  U» 
bt^giuninga.  JJut  that  it  ha^i  begun,  the  hin tory  ot  the  pa&t  few  yeara  &k}w). 
It  meanit  the  ooming  in  of  a!  new  rt^ligious  faitk  for  the  Church  and  NalJOR, 
We  are  not  only  to  bring  to  the  child  knowledge  of  religion^  aod  ^peetctU; 
at  Uit  reiigtou»  truth  as  held  hy  his  own  Church,  but  we  are  to  iiiaptj> 
him  with  a  new  reverence  lor  Uod,  a  new  rcveren<»  for  his  own  lile  and  ik 
life  of  the  world,  aud  a  new  devotion  to  the  worship  of  Qiid. 

7.  Tkc  Vaihedrai  ti^fatt^ff^.  There  is  one  other  fact  to  w^hicii  attentJati 
flhould  be  called.  The  Cathedral  system  of  this  diocese  hMS  one  featiiir 
peculiar  to  itself  among  all  Cathedral  bodies.  It  is  the  otiJy  one,  it  ii  li« 
ilevcd^  in  which  childhood  and  youth  are  distinctly  reoognuted  by  iLoy  m 
oHiciaUy  connected  with  the  Calhedrat  Chapter.  There  ia  in  this  a  piirtkti 
larly  sacred  significance.  The  commission  of  Uiiriat  to  Hia  Chuich  wi* 
one  that  directly  gathered  the  cbiidhood  of  the  world  to  its  heart.  '^^'^ 
meaning  of  this  is  not  far  to  i^t^ek.  The  Cathedral  body  is  La  reality  tlit 
extension  of  the  Kpiscopate.  And  the  Kpisoopate  of  this  diocese  hit 
thus  created  a  distinct  personal  relationship  with  the  childhood  oi  tiir 
Church. 

It  is  more  than  we  may  at  first  realize  that  the  great  CathadiiJ  h  ihv^ 
not  alone  the  place  of  a  glorious  architecture  and  stately  worstiipi  ^^^ 
that  it  may  thus  become  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Childbood.  '^ 
live  less  by  knowledge  than  by  an  appreciation  of  what  hai  not  yet  bf^ 
gathered  up  in  the  categories  of  science/*  and  it  is  equally  true  thai  t^ 
Church  lives  less  by  the  terms  of  an  exact  and  definite  creed  than  bj  tlwJ* 
ever  fre^h  enthusiasms  and  aliections  and  wonders  that  oome  upon  ^*^ 
from  Uod  through  the  mystery  and  need  of  the  ehild  and  of  the  wt»rld« 

The  impresa  upon  the  heart  of  childhood  of  the  higher  religioua  ipi^^^ 
and  attitude  is  the  great  end  we  are  to  reach.  The  Church  that  can  ui^* 
that  impress  has  gone  far  towards  saving  the  nation  and  conserviag  i^ 
moral  life.  And  that  is  tlie  high  definition  of  Sunday -school  w^^t- 
Through  all  our  work^  through  books  and  teachers,  by  all  the  fel]o**^P 
and  worsibip  and  service  of  the  Church,  by  forma  and  sacraments,  ^H 
creeds  aud  prayers,  we  are  set  to  make  that,  impress.  That  is  SuiHi^J 
sc!hool  work,  and  for  this  we  ore  to  stand. 
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If  that  impress  is  given^  and  it  can  be,  through  all  the  methods  and 
influences  of  the  Church,  to  which  the  child  is  subjected,  "we  may  dare 
to  trust  life  with  all  its  stress  and  pain,  its  periods  of  doubt  and  reac- 
tion, and  hope  that  through  all  may  remain  the  influence  of  wonder,  reyer- 
ence  and  enthusiasm  to  transfigure  the  moral  life." 

The  following  resolution  is  offered,  whose  object  is  to  secure  a  perma- 
nent place  for  this  Commission  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Diocese: 

iZesoiped,  That  at  each  annual  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a 
Diooesan  Sunday-school  Commission,  to  be  known  as  the  New  York  Sun- 
day-school Commission.  It  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  ten  members, 
put  of  whom  shall  be  clergymen  and  p€urt  laymen. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  study  the  problem  of  Religious 
Education,  to  investigate  its  conditions  and  needs,  with  a  view  especially 
of  raising  the  standard  of  religious  instruction  in  the  diocese,  furthering 
the  work  of  Sunday-schools  and  all  associations,  and  to  foster  in  every 
way  whatever  may  aid  in  the  building  of  religious  faith,  C^istian  char- 
acter and  the  spiritual  life. 

The  Commission  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention.

The  Bev.  Dr.  Nichols  also  presented  and  read  the  following 
statement  with  reference  to  the  financial  needs  of  the  work  of  the 
Sunday-school  Commission : 

Seven  years  ago  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese  announced  to  the  Con- 
^^tion  that  he  had  appointed  a  Sunday-school  Commission.  The  Conven- 
tion responded  to  this  announcement  with  enthusiasm,  and  appropriated 
tljOOO  for  the  initial  work  of  the  Commission. 

Since  its  appointment  the  Commission  has  labored  industriously  for  the 
^vancement  of  Sunday-school  interests  along  all  wise  lines.  Under  its 
^Qspices,  courses  of  lectures  have  been  delivered,  conferences  held,  institutes 
^d  commissions  formed  in  other  dioceses  and  in  churches  of  other  names; 
^  fine  exhibit  of  Sunday-school  paraphernalia  has  been  brought  together 
^d  displayed  in  several  centres;  and  connections  have  been  formed  with 
^ools  and  universities  on  the  basis  of  common  interest  in  religious 
•Question. 

Hie  Sunday-school  Commission  of  the  diocese  of  New  York  has  become 
^  recognized  authority  and  centre  of  influence  in  Sunday-school  work 
throughout  the  country,  a  position  for  its  Commission  of  which  this  metro- 
P<>litan  diocese  may  well  be  proud.

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese  respectfully  reports  as  foUot»*. 

This  has  been  an  exceptional  year  in  the  history  of  the  New  Yo^t 
branch,  and  it  is  with  devout  thankfulness  that  we  record  the  inorea** 
interest  in  missions,  in  attendance  at  all  meetings  and  in  larger  gift*- 
This  is,  in  part,  to  be  attributed  to  the  wave  of  missionary  enthusiasn* 
created  in  Boston  at  the  time  of  the  General  Convention  by  the  spleadiA 
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jtingft  for  women,  planned  and  carried  out  by  our  efficient  General 
Tetwly. 

The  Advent  meeting  of  the  New  York  branch,  held  on  St.  Andrew's  Day, 
St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  was  in  every  sense  the  best  in  the  history  oi 
J  Auxiliary,  and  which  the  Bishop  of  Tokyo  pronounced  the. finest  m\¥- 
lary  meeting,  except  the  large  ones  in  Boston,  that  he  had  ever  ai- 
ded. Time  does  not  permit  a  detailed  account,  but  as  a-  matter  of  his- 
^  it  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  103  parishes  in  this  diocese  wen* 
resented  by  055  persons  who  signed  the  attendance  cards.  Thirty-five 
leses  and  missionary  districts  were  represented  by  visitors,  and  six 
ntries  other  than  our  own.    In  all,  810  cards  were  signed,  but  those  did 

fully  represent  the  attendance. 

Over  500  received  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  oflfertory  exceeded  $500. 
upplementary  meeting  was  held  the  following  afternoon  at  Synod  Hall, 
►rder  to  enable  the  Auxiliary  to  hear  the  women  and  other  missionariett. 
8  proved  a  successful  experiment. 

S^ile  several  branches  have  been  reorganized,  we  record  only  one  new 
adi,  that  of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  on  May  19th,  but  we  hav»' 

one  of  our  best  branches,  that  of  All  Souls'  Church. 
)wing  to  the  faithful  and  efficient  work  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Junior 
artment  and  the  Babies'  Branch,  eleven  new  Junior  branehes -and  eight 
ies'  branches  have  been  organized. 

rhere  are  112  parishes  enrolled  in  the  Auxiliary.  One  hundred  and 
nty-five  are  reported  as  having  United  Offering  treasurers,  against 
5ty-eight  last  year. 

he  most  satisfactory  progress  has  been  in  mission  study  classes,  which 
ply  the  information  so  essential  to  intelligent  work.  Only  one  New 
k  woman  attended  the  Silver  Bay  Conference  in  1004.  She  was  so 
tressed  by  the  spiritual  teaching  that  she  determined  to  form  a  normal 
i8  for  mission  study,  lliis  was  held  during  the  six  weeks  of  Lent,  re- 
ing  in  eighteen  young  women  forming  as  many  classes  in  different 
ishes.  So  the  endless  chain  has  been  started,  all  because  one  godly 
ng  woman  recognized  her  opportunity.

POTTER. 

THE  LORD'S  DAY 

Men,  Brethren  and  Fathers: 

It  is  not  for  nothing  that  Section  III,  of  Canon  12  of  the 
Canons  of  this  Church,  provides  that  "  Every  Bishop  shall  deliTer, 
at  least  once  in  three  years,  a  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese, 
or  Missionary  District,  unless  prevented  by  reasonable  cause**; 
and  it  can  hardly  be  described  as  a  "  reasonable  cause  '^  for  his  not 
doing  so,  that  he  may  see  fit,  from  time  to  time,  to  season  the 
statistical  statements  of  his  Annual  Convention  Address  with  ce^ 
tains  counsels,  or  admonitions,  which  may  happen  to  be  appropriate 
to  a  conventional  assemblage. 

The  ground  of  requiring  of  a  Bisliop,  that,  at  least  once  in 
three  years,  he  shall  deliver  to  his  people — for  by  the  term 
"  Clergy "  in  the  Canon  I  take  leave  to  understand  as  included 
with  them  tliose  to  whom  it  is  the  office  of  the  clergy  to  minister— 
the  ground  1  say  for  requiring  of  a  Bishop  a  Triennial  Charge  is 
somewhat  higher  and  wider  than  the  requirement  of  an  Annual  Ad- 
dress. In  its  roquironient  of  an  Annual  Address  the  Canon  remin^^ 
the  Bishop  tliat  ho  is  a  steward  and  a  servant ;  and  that,  as  suchJ^ 
must  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship,  report  his  ministration?, 
descrihe  liis  journoyings  and  services,  and  submit  such  a  statistica. 
statement  of  his  Episcopal  Acts  as  shall  show  that,  in  those  Canon- 
ical requirements  of  Visitations,  Consecrations,  Ordinations,  anrt 
the  like,  he  has  at  least  endeavored  to  be  faitliful. 

But  a  Bishop  is  not  only  a  stew^ard,  he  is  a  watchman.  ^Vlien 
we  argue  for  Episcopacy,  let  us  be  careful  not  to  go  below  the  idea^ 
of  its  original  conception,  or  tlie  inspired  description  of  its  high^'^' 
responsibility.  I  confess  T  rlo  not  wonder  at  the  answer  of  t^^^ 
child  who.  to  the  question,  "  Wliat  is  a  Bishop?"  replied,  ''Th^ 
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lop  is  a  Confirming  machine,"  for,  however  important  the  of- 
;  of  confirming,  ordaining  and  the  like,  and  however  lofty  their 
ificance  as  symbolizing  those  spiritual  gifts  and  powers  without 
3h  all  the  rest  in  the  Church  is  of  secondary  value  or  conse- 
Qce,  it  still  remains  that  the  original  conception  of  the  Epis- 
ite  in  this  Church  involves  and  implies  oversight:  that  wider 
»e,  that  larger  outlook,  that  more  comprehensive  vigilance,  not 
Etys  possible  to  those  whose  tasks  are  more  circumscribed,  and 
>se  opportunities  for  observation  are  more  limited. 
And  that  some  such  conception  of  the  Episcopate  and  its  re- 
Qsibilities  was  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  those  who  fashioned 
Church's  formularies  there  can  be  no  doubt.  In  the  oflBce  for 
consecration  of  a  Bishop  it  is  said,  "  Hold  up  the  weak,  heal 
sick,  bind  up  the  broken,  bring  again  the  outcasts,  eeek  the 
i^';  and  it  is  impossible  rationally,  to  think  of  any  most  imper- 
:  discharge  of  these  obligations  which  does  not  reach  over,  and 
2h  out,  far  beyond  the  bonds  of  any  particular  fellowship,  or 
imunion,  or  society.  The  Christian  disciple  can  not  limit  his 
irest  or  his  efforts  to  these,  and  still  less  can  he  whose  office  it  is 
oversee  (for  such  is  the  meaning  of  the  word  which  designates 
oflSce)  that  whole  domain  of  human  society,  of  which,  after  all, 
Church  is  but  a  meagre  and  militant  part. 
It  is  for  this  reason,  men  and  brethren,  that  I  ask  you  to  [^n 
1  me  this  morning  to  that  loftier  viewpoint  which  sees  not  the 
irch  alone,  but  the  whole  land ;  and  not  alone  this  land,  but  all 
is  to  which  the  Seligion  of  Jesus  Christ  has  come,  or  to  which, 
means  of  your  services  and  sacrifices  and  mine,  and  all  theirs 
» name  the  name  of  Christ,  it  is  yet  to  come. 
One  thing,  in  these  various  lands,  so  far  as  they  are  Christian 
Is,  at.  any  rate,  we  see ;  and  its  large  and  profound  significance 
1  in  vain  that  men  seek  to  undervalue ;  and  that  is  the  clear  and 
e  relation  of  high  ideas  and  ideals  of  civilization  with  a  pure  and 
f  estimate  of  Sunday, 

It  is  of  that  that  I  propose  to  speak  in  this  Charge;  and  I  may 
rell  frankly  say,  at  the  outset,  that  I  shall  not  be  deterred  from 
ig  80  by  the  very  natural,  and  probably  very  general,  comment 
be  secularists,  that  the  Minister  of  the  Christian  Religion  must, 
ne  of  them  has  lately  said,  "  take  care  to  make  a  good  fight  for 
day,  or  he  will  lose  his  job."    Of  course  there  are,  and  always 
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will  be^  people  whoee  oonoepti0n  of  the  Chriifa'in  lliiiieby 
needs  be  xnndi  like  that;  And  he  is  a  wise  man  i^  meeia  tiieii  ji 
with  fhe  kindly  eerenitj  which  a  knowledge  of  ita  enei 
hood  onght  to  enable  him  to  maintaiTi.   Indeed,  I  am  not  aoie  tiia-fc 
it  may  not  be  well  for  him  to  go  a  step  farther.  The  seen 
<'  Yon  parsons  are  concerned  to  maintain  a  revcwnt  oliaerraDOs  of 
Sunday  because  it  inTolves,  and  especially  conserfei^  jonr  jokf 
Veiy  well,  my  brother,  did  it  ever  occur  to  yon  tbat  Sunday  is  tpaib 
as  important  to  yon,  and  the  great  majorily  of  ymir  fdlowi^  be- 
canse,  also  it  consenres  your  job?      Some  yeaza  ago,  when  tike 
motor  power  of  onr  street  railways  conristed  of  hoiaei^  a  kinsoHi 
who  related  to  me  the  experience  was  taken  into  a  great  car  stdk 
in  which  were  stalled  several  hundred  horses.    He  had  been  toll 
that  each  car  required  three  pairs  or  six  horses;  but  to  his  i 
the  horses  were  grouped  in  sevens;  and  on  inquiring  the : 
of  this  arrangement  he  was  told  tiiat  when  a  car  was  used  eveiy  d^, 
as  were  the  cars  and  also  the  horses  of  the  street  railways^  it  hii 
been  found,  by  practical  experience,  that  there  must  always  be  oai 
extra  horse  standing  in  the  stables.    Or,  in  other  wordsy  that  lAm. 
for  horses  there  was  no  law  of  Sunday  rest^  one  seventh  of  fti 
horses  necessary  for  this  service  must  be,  every  day,  at  rest 

I  do  not  undertake  here  to  discuss  the  physical  law  behind  Vtk 
It  would  require  a  volume  by  itself;  but  I  would  invite  the  atten- 
tion of  those  to  whom  I  speak  to  an  essay  on  the  subject  by  fh^ 
late  Professor  Egleston^  some  time  a  professor  in  Columbia  Uni- 
versity and  a  Vestryman  of  Trinity  parish,  whose  array  of  facts? 
in  this  connection,  is  at  once  startling  and  conclusive.    For,  con' 
ceming  the  law  itself,  there  can  not  honestly  be  any  doubt    'FvaO- 
the  hottom  to  the  top.  Nature  has  proclaimed  the  law  of  Periodic 
Sest  in  tones  which  cannot  be  mistaken.    Whether  it  be  a  car-wheels 
or  a  human  brain,  something  of  absolute  and  supreme  authority 
must  give  it  pause;  and  there  is  no  people  on  earth  that  so  sorely 
needs  to  recognize  this  fact  as  we  fevered  and  overdriven  Amcr-^* 
icans.    Everything  in  the  conditions  of  our  life-=-the  characteristic:^ 
of  our  climate,  more  highly  charged,  I  believe,  with  electricity  tiu*^ 
any  other;  the  sharp  competitions  of  our  businesses;  the  nationa*-^ 
restlessness  and  passion  for  change,  which  make  it  so  hard  for  i^— * 
to  live  where  we  were  born,  or  to  work  where  our  fathers  work^==^^ 
before  us;  all  these  things  conspire  to  produce  a  result  which         ^ 
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^-t  once  menacing  and  melancholy.    The  strife  of  our  unresting  life 
^^uninds  one  of  that  athlete  who^  to  outstrip  another,  runs  swiftly 
vxp  a  steep  hill,  and  drops  dead  with  heart  disease  at  the  top  of  it. 
And,  all  the  while,  the  law  remains,  to  bear  witness  to  the 
^^ugost  fact  that  we  can  not  trifle  with  that  divine  principle  which 
i«  written,  first  of  all,  in  our  own  members.    Undoubtedly,  the  con- 
cations  of  our  modem  life  conspire,  with  an  often  curious  ingenuity, 
%x>  provoke  us  to  its  disregard.    If  one  were  so  minded,  he  might 
draw  a  suggestive  contrast  in  this  connection  between  the  modem 
«nd  the  mediseval  Sabbath  breaker.    Five  hundred  years  ago  life 
was  far  more  narrow  than  it  is  to-day,  and  more  monotonous.    The 
week-day  tasks  recurred  with  a  regularity  and  identity  which  made 
their  burden  to  consist,  quite  as  often  as  otherwise,  in  their  intol- 
erable sameness.    They  were  handicrafts,  usually,  whether  of  the 
husbandmen  or  the  mechanic,  in  a  literal  sense.    But  to-day  tiiey 
are  much  more.    The  discovery  and  application  of  machinery,  talcen 
together  with  the  employment  in  energizing  it,  of  steam  and  elec- 
tricity, have  made  a  great  deal  of  work-a-day  life  hidefinitely  more 
arduous  and  anxious.     Unquestionably  it  has  eased  the  shoulder 
of  the  wayfaring  man  of  many  a  burden;  but  it  is  a  question 
whether  what  it  has  lifted  off  at  one  end  it.  has  not  added  on  at 
the  other.    A  society  in  London  called  the  Sunday  League  (de- 
signed, I  suppose,  for  the  purpose  of  lightening  the  strain  of 
modern  life  upon  the  workingman)   "ran  no  less  than  twenty- 
three  special  excursion  trains  on  one  Sunday  in  June  four  years 
ago,  from  London  to  Portsmouth,  carrying  fourteen  thousand  pas- 
sengers.'^ *    No  doubt,  these  twenty-three  trains,  by  taking  liieir 
passengers  to  the  sea,  afforded  them  the  relief  of  a  most  blessed 
change;  but  nobody  seems  to  have  been  concerned  with  the  crews 
that  manned  the  trains.    And  if  it  be  said — as  of  course  it  will  be 
said — ^that  this  was  a  case  of  "  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest 
number,"  a  much  graver  and  more  fundamental  question  arises, 
and  that  is  the  question  of  my  deriving  good  at  the  cost  of  another's 
involimtary  injury.     Involuntary,  I  say,  for  bear  in  mind,  my 
brother,  that  no  man  climbs  to  his  place  on  a  Sunday  train  as  a 
volunteer,  but,  ordinarily,  because  it  will  cost  him  that  place  if  he 
refuses  to  do  so. 

I  speak  of  this  matter  at  such  length  because,  as  any  railway

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official  will  tell  you^  nothing  has  been  more  significant  duriug  Urn  m 
last  twenty  ye^rs  than  the  increased  demand  for  Sunday  train !^ 
But  the  Sunday  train  is,  most  of  all,  significant  and  menacing  b^^ 
canse  it  is  symptomatic,  and  because  you  can  not  multiply  tTa?^-i 
and  railway  traffic  on  Sunday  without  multiplying,  in  countless 
ways,  the  demands  upon  the  workingman.  And  the  quedion  for  , 
every  one  who  owns  himself  to  he  under  the  law  of  a  divine  brother- 
hood is  this:  How  far  am  I  ordering  my  life,  and  the  lives  of  those 
who  are  in  any  wise  dependent  upon  me — ray  child ren^  my  domes- 
tics, my  work-people — so  ag  to  ^af^guard  for  them  a  day  of  rest? 

It  is  at  this  point  that  there  enter  other  and  larger  qcesticBs 
which  it  belongs  to  you  and  me  to  face,  and  concerning  which  our 
national  apathy  should  be  matter  of  grave  concern.    We,  inanj  of 
us,  live  and  act  as  if  the  traditions  of  onr  forefathers  were  in  \in^ 
matter  to  continue  to  prevail,  and  that  all  that  can  be  required  i^ 
to  maintain  their  observance  with  a  certain  good-natured  ridicul'j 
for  their  Puritan  exaggerations.    I  shall  not  weary  you  by  rehears- 
ing those  Puritan  exaggerations;  but  it  is  time  that  you  and  I  vsm 
reminded  that  the  Puritan  exaggerations  of  Sunday  observance  wen' 
the  inevitable  and  often  heroic  reaction  and  protest  against  abuser 
of  Sunday  which,  in  the  older  worhlj  everywhere  turned  it  into  an 
often  godless  and  licentious  play-day.    In  the  Book  of  Homilies  will     ] 
be  found  one  entitled  ^'  Of  the  Time  and  Place  of  Prayer/*  and  in 
this  is  a  vivid  picture  of  Sumlfiy  profanation  as  it  existed  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  sixteenth  century.    ^^  It  is  lamentable/''  says  tb^ 
Homily,  "  to  see  the  wicked  boldness  of  those  that  will  be  coimte^. 
God^s  people,  who  pass  nothing  at  all  of  keeping  and  haUowin^ 
Sunday.    And  these  people  are  of  two  sorts.    The  one  sort  if  they 
have  any  business  to  do,  though  there  be  no  extreme  need,  they 
must  not  spare  the  Sunday,  they  must  ride  and  journey  on  il»^ 
Sunday;  they  must  buy  and  sell  on  the  Sunday;  they  must  keej* 
markets  and  fairs  on  Sunday;  they  use  all  days  alike,  workdays  and 
holy  days  are  all  one.    The  other  sort  is  worse.    For,  although  th^y 
will  not  travel  nor  labor  on  the  Sunday  as  they  do  on  the  wedc— 
flay,  yet  they  will  not  rest  in  holiness  as  God  commandeth;  but  they 
rest  in  ungodliness  and  filthiness;  they  rest  in  excess  and  supcr^ 
fluity,  in  gluttony  and  drunkenness,  like  rats  and  swine;  tkeCf 
rest  in  brawling  and  railing,  in  quarreling  and  fighting;  they  rest 
in  wantonness  and  toyish  talking,  in  filthy  fleshliness;  so  that  it 
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bli  too  evidently  appear  that  God  is  most  dishonored  and  the 
ril  better  served  on  the  Sunday  than  upon  all  the  days  of  the 
ek  besides/*  ♦ 

Now  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  language  is  not  that  of 
tne  inflamed  and  exaggerating  dissenter,  but  of  that  Book  of 
omilies  which  was  issued  by  the  Church  of  England  and  appointed 

be  read  in  all  its  sanctuaries;  which  describes  a  situation  con- 
ming  which  obviously  there  could  be  no  dissent.  What  we  call 
e  Puritan  reaction  was  the  instinctive  and  inevitable  recoil,  ex- 
ivagant  and  excessive  if  you  choose,  but  inevitable,  in  view  of  a 
tional  perversion  of  a  sacred  institution  to  uses  alike  corrupt 
d  degrading. 

It  is  for  us,  men  and  brethren,  to  face  a  situation  singularly 
:e  that  existing  in  England  in  the  sixteenth  century,  though 
ought  about  by  different  causes.  And  all  the  more  is  this  the 
se  because,  while  there  is  identity  in  the  situations,  there  is  abso- 
te  dissimilarity  in  the  causes  that  have  produced  them.  In  for- 
gn  lands,  whenever  Sunday  has  been  profaned,  it  has  been  mainly 
Jcause  it  was  a  reaction  from  conditions  of  monotony  which  I 
ive  already  described.  It  is  profaned  to-day  in  America,  not  so 
uch  because  the  week-day  conditions  of  the  workingman  are 
motonous,  as  because  they  are  feverish  and  over-exacting.  The 
ler  day  in  a  neighboring  State  two  trolley  cars  came  into  fatal 
lision  with  one  another  because  the  motorman  of  one  of  them 
i  fallen  asleep  at  his  post.  How  many  hours  had  he  been  on 
ty  with  every  faculty  strained  to  its  utmost  tension?  Nobody, 
^ould  seem,  was  concerned  to  find  that  out,  and  yet  that,  plainly, 
»  the  one  fact  of  consequence  which  underlaid  the  whole  tragedy, 
""cs,'*  somebody  may  answer,  "but  if  he  could  not  stand  the 
i.in  there  were  dozens  of  men  who  believed  that  they  could,  and 
o  were  waiting  to  snatch  his  place.** 

And  that  brings  us  to  another  feature  of  the  present  situation 
•feout  which  any  discussion  of  it  would  be  equally  irksome  and 
ile.  I  have  not  concerned  myself,  as  you  may  have  noted,  with 
r  discussion  of  the  usual  arguments  for  Sunday ;  and  I  am  bound 
aay  that,  for  our  purpose,  they  would  be  equally  superfluous  and 
pertinent.  If  any  one  of  you-is  anxious  to  review  them,  let  me  com- 
xxi  to  him  Archdeacon  Hessey's  Bampton  Lectures  for  1860, 
•  Homily  VIII,  Book  of  Homilies,  p.  304,  Am.  ed. 
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pnbUfihed  by  Cafisell  &  Co.,  and  ib  all  respects  the  ablest  diseui^ioii 
6f  "  Sunday,  its  Origin^  History  and  Preseiit  Obligation  "  of  wMch 
I  koow.  But  the  question  for  ue  here  in  New  York  i^  the  qtiep* 
tiorij  How  are  we  going  to  conserve  Sunday  at  all,  and  what  i^ 
the  line  of  action  open  to  men  who  recognize  its  fundamental  reli- 
tioB  to  our  social  order  and  our  national  life?  Fundamental,  I  lAJ* 
because  without  at  all  insisting  npon  the  force  of  the  physical  «Wi- 
gations  of  the  law  of  Sahbathic  rest^,  there  are  other  questions 
which,  though  they  are  chiefly  intellectual,  touch  the  foundationi 
of  our  national  and  domestic  existence  and  which  cannot  be  if- 
nored.  There  can  he  no  question  as  to  the  drift  of  our  natioua! 
life  to-day — it  is  to  alternate  between  drudgery  and  amusement;  (of 
while  it  is  true  that  culture  is  more  diffused  and  the  physic*!  cct- 
ditions  of  life^  even  in  the  case  of  the  poorest  wage-earner,  betlif 
than  they  were^  it  is  no  leas  true,  as  I  have  shown,  that  the  eonJi- 
tions  of  our  modern  workday  life,  from  the  bottom  to  the  top^  in  pw^ 
lessions  as  truly  m  with  handicraftfi^,  are  more  eracting  and  mm 
exhausting. 

And  so  it  has  largely  come  to  pass  that  with  the  great  raajon^ 
of  people,  at  any  rate  in  cities— and  it  is  in  these  more  and  luffl* 
that  the  raajority  of  people  are  coming  to  live — the  altemative^ 
drudgery  is  recreation.  The  statistics  of  places  that  undertake  t» 
provide  amusement  would  ]ust  here  be  a  most  suggestive  study;  ftf 
though  the  great  majority  of  those  who  are  represented  in  tiii 
Convention  may  not  happen  to  be  people  who  are  driven  by  drudg^iT 
to  turn  to  the  coarsely  comic  for  refreshment,  there  can  he  no  doibt 
that  those  places  of  amusement— and  especially  those  places  rf 
cheap  amusement— that,  night  after  night,  are  the  most  cn^wded,  i 
are  places  that  make  the  smallest  possible  demand  upon  any  serial^ 
attention,  and  provide  the  broadest  and  most  hharre  appeal  to  tilt 
instincts  of  jesting  and  ridicule.  The  drama,  we  are  wont  to  ssJp 
has  in  it  the  very  highest  possibilities,  in  the  way  of  filling  tk 
imagination  with  lofty  and  inspiring  images,  or  in  illustrating  61 
tragic  forms,  the  due  rewards  of  virtue  and  the  just  chastiseineflts 
of  vice-  Yes;  but  is  it  any  such  service  that  dramatic  perforniiii^^ 
oftenest  render  to  modem  humanity?  And  if  we  may  not  hope  to 
the  illustration  of  a  great  moral,  or  civic,  or  social  ideal  by  ^ 
means,  would  it  not  be  well  to  rescue  at  least  one  day  in  the  wedf^ 
or,  at  any  rate,  some  part  of  it,  for  some  such  higher  use?  "^ 
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bier  life  of  the  nation^  we  are  wont  to  say>  must  begin  in  the 
bier  life  of  the  family — and  we  are  right.  But  where,  as  modem 
e  is  too  often  constituted,  are  we  to  find  the  hours  in  which  the 
rking  man,  the  business  man  or  the  professional  man  may  cul- 
ate  the  acquaintance  of  his  own  children  and  apprehend  for 
oiself  and  them  those  higher  ideals  without  the  recognition  of 
lich  the  family,  first,  and  then  the  State,  must  crumble  into 
in? 

It  is  at  tliis  point  in  our  redemption  of  Sunday  that  I  would 
in  begin — and  that  for  a  reason  to  which  I  have  already  referred. 
;  is  very  easy  for  my  Puritan  brother,  whose  conception  of  Sun- 
ly  is  at  once  sharp  and  precise,  to  insist  upon  recovering  the 
unday,  let  us  say,  of  our  New  England  forefathers,  and,  to  that 
id,  to  demand  that  legislation  shall  so  safeguard  one  day  in  the 
eek  that  it  shall  neither  be  profaned  by  traflBc  nor  disfigured  by 
leasore;  and  no  sane  man,  however  much  he  may  be  disposed  to 
fflent  Sunday  laws  which  invade,  as  he  affirms,  his  rightful  free- 
m  of  action,  no  sane  man,  I  say,  can  be  insensible  to  the  neces- 
ty  of  legislation  which  protects  the  workingman  from  undue 
actions  and  safeguards  some  hours  for  repose  and  meditation, 
ut  the  difiiculty  with  us  to-day  is  in  securing  some  general  con- 
irrence  as  to  the  hours  to  be  thus  segregated  and  the  ends  for 
hich  they  shall  be  guarded.  Once,  and  that  not  so  long  ago,  we 
ere  a  tolerably  homogeneous  people,  and  we,  who  believed  strongly 
5  to  the  duty  and  necessity  of  safe-guarding  Sunday,  could  say  to 
le  foreigners — I  have  said  so  myself  in  a  sermon  published  some 
lirty  years  ago-—"  If  you  don^t  like  our  Sunday  traditions,  you 
ui  stay  away  where  they  will  not  irk  you.  We  mean  to  maintain 
lem,  as  we  have  inherited  them.'^  Well,  we  cannot  say  so  any 
•nger!  A  group  of  statistics  lately  published  in  a  responsible  news- 
iper  affords,  just  here,  food  for  reflection,  the  significance  of 
hich  it  would  simply  be  grotesque  to  ignore.  There  were  born, 
J  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  last  year,  in  round  numbers,  seventy- 
^e  thousand  infants,  and  of  these  not  more  than  one-fifth  were 
f  American  parentage.  Still  more  suggestive  is  the  fact  that 
hile  more  than  eleven  thousand  of  these  were  of  Italian  paren- 
'ge,  twenty-three  hundred  of  German  and  thirty-eight  hundred  of 
^h,  nearly  sixteen  thousand  were  of  Hebrew  parentage — or,  in 
'her  words,  represented  a  race  and  a  religion  which  do  not  hold  to 
Irving  Sunday  at  all ! 
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It  IB  plain  fiom  this  that  if  the  American  dtiieD  is  to  rescui 
is  Rest  Day  J  in  any  sensOj  he  must  recogniise  elements  in  the  aitui- 
^tion  which  are  absolutely  new,  and  which  will  demand,  at  ^y  rate, 
firet  of  &U  6ome  each  unifieation  of  eSort  as  does  not  now  %&)- 
where  exifit  in  thia  land.  Of  coorse,  if  we  are  determined  to  rtim 
to  recognize  fact^  as  they  are,  if  we  are  wedded  to  endeavors  to  i^ 
produce  the  Sunday  of  our  Puritan  ancestry,  we  can  expecd  our 
sb^ngth  in  a  spectacular  performance  which  will  be  ^a  patlietic  i* 
it  b  impotent;  and,  worjst  of  all  we  can  conspire  with  Sabbtili 
Committees  and  other  organixations  which  shall  labor  to  prodw* 
ft  l^slation  the  final  effort  of  which  will  simply  be  to  contriVutt 
one  more  illustratioD  of  our  American  passion  for  enacting 
d^tined  to  be  treated  only  with  contempt 

And  this  brings  me  to  speak  of  that  other  and  higher  aspect 
this  whole  subject^  of  whichj  I  doubt  not,  you  have  all  the  wlA 
that  I  have  been  speaking  been  mentally  ready  to  remind  me— ti* 
relation,  that  is  to  say,  of  such  a  body  as  this,  and  most  of  all  of 
the  Church  of  God  on  earth,  for  which  this  body  stands,  to  hiuaaa 
society,  which  is  not  economic,  nor  ganitory,  nor  moral  even,  but 
first  and  last  and  all  the  time,  spirit  iml.  Man  wants  rest  fri>fl3 
labor;  he  wants  recreation;  he  wanta  intellectual  stimulus  and  nur- 
ture; he  wants  the  guardianship  of  laws  and  customs  which  slwB 
honor  and  maintain  the  Home  and  the  Family.  Tes,  my  brother, 
hut,  most  of  all,  he  wants  God;  and  the  supreme  tragedy  of  humin 
life  consists  in  this,  that,  so  often,  he  is  striving  to  live  witboat 
Him.  A  recent  writer  has  called  attention  to  the  aignificant  wori> 
in  this  connection  of  Addison.  Tou  will  find  them  in  the  112^ 
number  of  the  Spectator;  and  one  may  well  compare  with  thcffl 
Boswell's  Journal  of  Johnson's  ^^  Tour  in  the  Hebrides.'*  AddifiOB 
is  spending  a  week  out  of  town  and  says,  "  I  am  always  very  "^ 
pleased  with  a  coimtry  Simday,  and  think,  if  keeping  holy  tt^ 
seventh  day  were  only  a  human  institution,  it  would  have  been  4* 
best  method  that  could  have  been  thought  of  for  the  polishing  irf 
civilizing  of  mankind.  It  is  certain  that  country  people  wotiM 
soon  degenerate  into  a  kind  of  savages  and  barbarians  were  tfa0^ 
not  such  returns  of  a  stated  time,  in  which  the  whole  village  meek 
together,  with  their  best  faces,  and  in  their  cleanest  habits,  to  ccft- 
verse  with  one  another  upon  indifferent  subjects,  to  hear  their 
duties  explained  to  them,  and  join  together  in  adoration  of  ftc 
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Supreme  Being/^  Addison  goes  on,  as  some  of  you  will  remember, 
0  enlarge  upon  the  Village  Churchyard  as  affording  that  excep- 
ional  opportunity  for  a  social  exchange  and  a  dress  rehearsal, 
rhich,  to  his  somewhat  conventional  mind,  seemed  so  universally 
mportani  But  the  significant  thing  here  is  the  recognition  of 
he  fact,  however  incidentally  it  is  recognized,  that  there  can  not 
16  a  society  that  is  not  essentially  barbaric,  imless  it  have,  under- 
leaih  it,  the  enduring  consciousness  of  divine  sanctions  and  stand- 
ids,  and  of  divine  examples  and  inspirations  as  determining  all 
hat  it  aims  to  be. 

And  it  is  just  here,  brethren,  that  we  come  abreast  of  the  ques- 
ion  of  supreme  consequence  in  our  world  and  life  of  to-day.  We 
lave  had  some  tragic  instances,  lately,  of  the  facility  with  which, 
fliat  most  of  us  believe  to  be,  fundamental  moral  standards  may 
le  obscured.  We  have  been  taught,  in  our  social  life,  in  our  busi- 
less  life,  in  our  domestic  life,  by  lessons  as  humiliating  as  they 
vera  unmistakable,  that  the  very  foundations  of  all  our  measure- 
nents  of  conduct  may  be  slowly  and  unconsciously  eaten  away, 
mless,  from  time  to  time,  we  restore  them  at  the  feet  of  the  Source 
>f  all  standards!  No  more  disastrous  effect  of  that  great  reac- 
ionary  movement,  away  from  what  many  people  (and  that  not 
altogether  unwarrantably)  have  regarded  as  over-strictness,  whether 
a  regard  to  Sunday  observance,  or  to  the  whole  system  of  which 
•  rigid  Sunday  observance  was  a  part — no  more  disastrous  effect, 
say,  of  that  reaction  is  to  be  found  than  one  may  trace  in  that 
siting  down  of  all  standards  of  right-doing  which  has  come  to  be 
ke  menace  of  our  American  civilization  to-day. 

And,  therefore,  it  is  that  it  has  become  of  paramount  importance 
lut  we  should  recover  our  Lord's  Day.  I  do  not  forget  what  I  said 
few  moments  ago,  as  to  the  complexity  of  this  problem,  in  view 
t  the  huge  preponderance  of  an  alien  sentiment  as  to  Sunday  with 
hich  we  in  this  Diocese  are  confronted.  But  I  beseech  you  to 
Joognize  that  it  is  just  at  this  point  that  our  duties  fall  into  two 
foups,  one  of  them  co-operative  and  the  other  exemplary.  We  are 
>  strive  vrith  the  humblest  day-laborer,  of  whatever  race  and  faith,, 
>r  a  common  rest  day;  but  we  are,  most  of  all,  to  remember  that 
)r  us  the  old  Rest  Day,  the  horae  sdbhaticae,  have  passed  forever 
ito  the  incomparably  higher  privilege,  and  dignity,  and  potenti- 
ity  of  the  Lord's  Day ! 
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Now  then,  suppose  that,  possessed  of  this  treasure,  we  shotiM 
strive  to  live  worthily  of  it!    We  Churchmen  are  wont  (not  with- 
out a  touch  of  complacency,  goDietimes,  it  Is  to  be  feared)  to  remind 
ourselves  of  our  immeasurable  superiority  to  other  Christians  about 
us.    We  are,  indeed,  the  children  of  the  Reformation,  we  say.  but 
we  are,  most  of  ali^  the  inheritors,  whole  and  uadefiled,  of  the 
Catholic  Faith  and  Order.     We  are  the  guardians  of  Scriptois! 
creeds  and  of  a  reverent  worship.    We  are  not  idolaters  of  tiie  '*  net 
and  the  drag/'  and  yet  are  the  heirs  of  ancient  rites  and  ceremonies. 
We  are  in  bondage  to  no  reactionary  formularies*  and  yet  we  are 
bred  in  wholesome  reverence  for  a  noble  past. 

Yes,  my  brother,  all  thifi  may  he  true;  but  if  it  is?  what  irt 
you  doing  with  your  trust?  A  great  inheritance  involves  great 
responsibilities;  and  if  you  and  I  are  the  raembers  of  a  Dime 
society,  what  is  such  a  society  doing  for  that  modem  commimisnii 
tin  ted  J  if  not  taintedj  a  httle  with  the  laxities  and  corruptions  of 
that  essential  paganism  of  standards  and  ideals  which,  from  ^ 
four  quarters  of  the  earth,  onr  N^ew  York  has  assembled?  Nowkie 
on  earth  is  there  so  magnificent  an  opportunity  for  the  Church  of 
Qod  to  re&ch  the  hearts  of  loen  as  that  which  is  offered  to  our  Com- 
mitnion  on  this  continent  to-day.  We  are  embarrassed  by  no  sm- 
lar  allegiance  or  alliance,  are  subject  to  no  foreign  autocracy,  but 
are  essentially  the  incarnation  of  Mazzini's  ideal  of  a  "  Free  Chnrfh 
in  a  Free  State/-  Nor  are  we  weighted  with  a  past  stained  ffith 
cruelty  and  rich  in  its  heritage  of  craft  and  duplicity,  BegiaauJg 
our  hfe  on  these  shores  under  conditions  of  pathetic  feebleness  au^ 
widespread  misapprehension,  we  have  won  our  way^  step  by  stepr 
to  a  place  of  commanding  iniluenec  wholly  disproportioned  to  our 
wealth  or  our  numbers.  Do  I  remind  you  of  these  things,  a$ 
ground  for  our  vainglorious  boasting?  God  forbid!  I  recall  them 
because  J  in  connection  with  this  matter  of  the  right  observance  of 
the  Lord's  Day,  I  ani  anxious  that  you  should  realize  how  vast  ^ 
your  obligations,  and  how  exceptional  is  your  opportunity!  Th^ 
time  has  come  when,  by  one  common  endeavor,  the  Christian  people 
of  this  land  must  rise  up  and  rescue  its  Lord's  Day.  Differ  as  we 
may  as  to  what  it  stands  for,  or  how  most  wisely  it  may  be  \t^ 
proved  J  there  arc,  in  connection  with  our  American  Sundav,  on^ 
or  two  fundamental  facts  which  admit  of  no  dispute.  One  of  these 
is  that  you  cannot  have,  whether  in  the  life  of  the  individual,  the 
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home,  or  the  Republic,  enduring  or  ennobling  moral  standards^ 
apart  from  Divine  Ideals.  And  tiie  other  is  that  Divine  Ideals  can 
work  no  transformation  in  human  character  or  conduct,  unless 
there  be  opportunity  for  their  appeal.  And  for  this  the  law  of 
our  modem  life  must  make  a  place. 

That  this  has  been  recognized  in  our  ancestral  history  there  is 
abimdant  evidence.  Again  and  again  in  England,  for  example, 
there  has  been  a  movement  toward  the  redemption  of  Sunday  from 
bad  and  base  uses,  of  suggestive  import  In  the  year  1833,  Sir 
Andrew  Agnew  brought  into  Parliament  a  bill  which  began  by  de- 
claring that  *'  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  legislature  to  protect 
e?ery  class  of  society  against  being  compelled  to  sacrifice  their 
comfort,  health,  religious  privileges  and  conscience,  for  the  con- 
venience, enjoyment  or  supposed  advantage  of  any  other  class  oii 
the  Lord^s  Day.^'  Nothing  could  have  been  nobler  than  such  a  pos- 
tulate, had  it  not  been  followed  by  a  paragraph  in  the  bill,  excepting 
from  its  provisions  "  menial  servants  acting  in  the  necessary  ser- 
vice of  their  employers."  In  other  words.  Parliament  was  to  make 
A  law  protecting  all  classes  and  conditions  except  those  who  needed 
that  protection  the  most !  It  was  not  surprising  that,  contempo- 
raneously with  this  proposed  legislation,  there  was  published  in  the 
8ameyear  (1833)  that  curious  volume  which  some  of  us,  I  presume, 
kave  seen,  called  ''  Sunday  in  London,  illustrated  in  14  cuts  hy 
George  Cruileshamle,"  which  contained  this  paragraph:  '*It  ie, 
nevertheless,  most  unquestionably  true  that  whilst  profound  repose 
'dgns  undisturbed  in  *  the  perfumed  chambers  of  the  great,'  the 
cattle  and  the  servants  within  their  gates,  and  the  tradesmen,  '  on 
tte  great  depending,*  are  breaking  the  fourth  Commandment  with 
*U  their  might,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  great :  the  coach- 
^^,  and  the  grooms  and  the  helpers  are  washing  and  scrubbing 
*ke  cattle,  and  the  barouches,  the  britzskas,  the  carriages  and  the 
^,  for  the  aftemoon-moming  rides  and  drives ;  the  fishmongers 
•lid  poulterers  are  trimming  the  turbots  and  killing  the  quaik, 
^d  the  cooks  and  the  scullions  are  lighting  the  stoves,  and  con- 
^^octmg  the  condiments,  and  graduating  the  gravies  for  the  Higher 
Orfer  dinner  party;  that  is  to  say,  the  *  select*  or  grand  dinner 
party.** 

The  annotator  of  Cruikshank  wrote  these  words  concerning  an- 
other society  than  our  own  more  than  three  thousand  miles  away, 
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And  nearly  a  oentury  ago.  But  will  anybody  to  whom  I  &p«ak  care 
to  deny  that  it  portrays  with  ghastly  accuracy  the  Sunday  lUe 
among  thoee  who  call  themselvea  ^^  superior  people/'  to-day  f*  And 
the  tragedy  of  it^  men  and  brethren,  h  not  merely  that  some  men 
and  women  must  slarc  on  the  Lord's  Day  that  others  may  feast; 
bot^  most  of  all,  that  they  who  are  answerable  for  such  a  use  of 
Sunday  are  saying,  in  effect,  to  the  man-servant  and  the  maii- 
Ber?ant  within  their  gates,  ^'  Slave  of  my  whim,  and  pimderer  to  mj 
appetites,  Jeans  called  you  my  brother,  my  sister^  but  you  are  not! 
He  told  you  that  you  were  made  in  God's  image,  but  you  aie  not! 
He  bade  you  believe  that  this  Ufe  is  but  the  vestibule  and  mit- 
chamber  of  another  and  a  diviner  life,  but  it  is  nott  You  wene 
made  to  toil  for  my  indulgence.  Work  or  ^arve:  and  remember! 
Sunday  is  not  for  such  as  you !  *' 

It  will,  perhaps^  he  urged  that,  in  this  discussion,  I  have  s^si 
nothing  of  that  which  is  one  of  its  gravest  aspects,  and  which  i^ 
forced  upon  us  by  a  disposition  just  now  to  utilijse  Sunday  for  the 
prolit  or  amusement  of  those  who  are  promoters  of  coarser  pieafiure^ 
— of  baseball  matches  and  the  like — ^>n  the  Lord's  Day»  TJndoult' 
ediy,  concerning  all  such  enterpriser^  it  is  time  that  a  plain  ward 
should  be  said.  It  will  he  well  to  remind  ourselves  that  that  word 
cannot  justly  be  merely  a  sweeping  condemnation  of  a  movemiot 
concerning  which  many  of  us  know  very  little,  and  toward  wbiA 
our  circumetanceSj  it  may  easily  be,  incline  us  still  less.  It  is  onlf 
necessary  that  one  should  recognize  how  few — even  though,  thtak 
God,  they  are  more  numerous  than  they  were— are  the  opportunife 
in  great,  or  even  small,  cities  for  an  outing  of  any  kind,  in  tfee 
case  of  wage-earners,  to  enable  us  justly  to  estimate  the  impair 
which  welcomes  a  Sunday  afternoon^s  sport — and  a  gathering  f^^ 
the  purpose  of  witnessing  it — of  whatever  sort- 
But,  all  the  same,  the  methods  which  are  just  now  pushiDfti* 
the  front  to  this  end  are,  most  of  them,  diaeaeed,  and,  if  not  degra^' 
ing,  at  least  debilitating.  They  involve,  often,  the  fiercest  passio&^ 
— brutal  violence,  and  reckless  gambling.  They  compel  to  labor  on 
our  one  rest-day  increasing  numbers  of  people  without  whose  ser- 
vices  games  and  contests  of  whatever  sort  are  impossible*  The 
wildest  enthusiasm  of  any  devotee  of  them  could  not  describe  tiie^ 
as  restful  either  to  mind  or  body.  Worst  of  all,  they  are  esse-ntia^^f 
pagan,  both  in  their  origin  and  in  their  tendency.    If  one  asks,  ho* 
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far  is  the  liberty  of  the  individual  to  be  restrained  on  a  Sunday 
from  devoting  some  part  of  it  to  mental  or  physical  recreation  and 
exercise,  I  answer,  unhesitatingly,  that  must  be  a  question  for  the 
individual.  "  Let  every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  his  own  mind/' 
but  ^^  none  of  us  liveth  to  himself,  and  no  man  dietii  to  himself/' 
And  "  if  thy  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now  walkest  thou 
not  charitably.  Destroy  not  him  with  thy  meat  for  whom  Christ 
died."  No  State,  no  Church,  no  household,  can  make  laws  for  a 
Sunday  observance  which  Christ  has  not  made;  but,  in  the  exercise 
of  our  personal  liberty,  each  one  of  us  is  bound  to  consider  nqt  alone 
bis  own  needs,  but  the  highest  well-being  of  his  fellow-men. 

And  it  is  at  this  point  that,  in  this  whole  matter,  we  emerge 
from  our  various  traditions  and  find  ourselves  upon  a  common 
standing  ground.  It  may  easily  be  that  God  has  not  given  all 
of  us  the  courage  of  the  Reformer  or  the  heroism  of  the  martyr. 
But  this,  my  brother.  He  has  given  you — ^the  opportunity  to  bear 
witness  I  Just  to  live  a  life  of  consistent  self-restraint;  and,  above 
all  else,  in  dealing  with  those  who  are  less  favored  than  yourself, 
to  cherish  the  principle  of  a  fraternal  equity — this  will  mean,  in 
practice,  to  lighten,  on  the  Lord's  Day,  the  burdens  of  all  those 
who  toil  for  you,  and  to  give  to  them  the  inspiration  of  your  faith 
in  that  Divine  Life  which  you  thus  take  care  to  make  more  real 
for  them  as  well  as  for  yourself. 

I  can  hear  some  one  say,  at  this  point,  "  This  is  all  very  pretty, 
•nd  it  might,  under  certain  circumstances,  be  very  proper;  but  one 
who  urges  a  theory  of  social  order  which  requires  us  to  take  ac- 
count of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  wage-earner  of  what- 
^r  class  does  his  work,  really  forgets  or  ignores  the  conditions 
of  our  modem  life."  On  the  contrary,  I  would  not  ignore  and  I 
can  not  forget  them.  And  since  I  cannot,  I  think  the  Church  may  not 
^  to  be  silent  concerning  their  mischievous  drift.  It  is  just 
l^ccause  the  conditions  of  our  modem  life  are,  in  so  many  ways,  so 
^nch  more  exacting,  more  anxious,  more  absorbing,  than  those 
^hich  have  preceded  them,  that  it  becomes  imperative  for  us  to 
'Agnize  that  "man  doth  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word 
4at  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God  " — that,  in  other  words, 
ftere  is  a  higher  life  than  the  bread  life,  and  that  the  question  of 
the  means  and  opportunities  for  feeding  that  life  was  never  so 
imperative  as  to-day. 
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It  IB  for  this  reason  that  I  would,  in  conclusion,  urge  upou  j« 
atttiutioo  three  things  in  coEnection  with  the  obser^aiice  of  Sm- 
day,  and  entreat  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  to  precis  them  upon 
the  attentioB  of  their  flocks. 

1.  Take  care  that  Sunday  is  unlike  any  other  day,  Tbere  is 
no  smallest  doubt  that  the  effort  to  attnin  this  end  has  been,  m 
itiuuy  agee,  and  by  many  devout  people,  disfigured  by  rules,  te 
uiechanical  note  of  which  was  equally  dreary  and  grotesque.  Dl 
Banday,  in  the  fourth  volume  of  Hastings^  Dictionary  of  the 
Bible,  iinder  the  article  "  The  Sabbath/'  uses  these  words,  ''  The 
(Hebrew)  prohibition  to  tie  or  untie  a  knot  was  too  general,  go  it 
b^ame  necessary  to  define  the  species  of  knots  referred  to."  It  ww 
accordingly  laid  down  that  a  camel- driver's  knot  and  a  boatman's 
knot  rendered  the  man  who  tied  or  untied  them  guilty;  but  EabW 
Meir  said^  *^  a  knot  which  a  man  can  untie  with  one  hand  only,  ht 
does  not  become  guOty  by  untying  " ;  and  Rabbi  Jehudah  plunged 
the  whole  question  into  a  delightful  and  characteristic  obecuritj 
by  laying  "down  the  rule  that  any  knot  might  be  lawfully  tjei** 
(and,  of  course,  lawfully  untied)  "which  was  not  intended  t«  be 
permanent."  It  is  easy  enough  to  ridicule  this  sort  of  things  and 
to  say  that  there  was  too  much  of  it  in  the  legislation  and  life  of 
our  Puritan  ancestors.  Undoubtedly  there  was,  and  the  reaction 
which  we  see  to-day  is  in  no  wise  surprising.  But  the  qu^Uon  for 
jou  and  mo  is  the  question  whether  our  fathers,  after  all^  did  not 
iiucceed  in  conserving  sonietydng — the  sense  of  God  and  of  o^ 
dependence  upon  Him — which  we  are  in  danger  of  losing?  lif^ 
wish  to  understand  what  I  mean — for  in  this  matter  there  is  need  of 
plain  speaking — go  with  me  some  Saturday  afternoon  to  the  Grani 
Central  Depot,  and  see  the  people  who  are  going  into  the  countiy 
to  spend  Sunday  I  They  are  on  their  way  to  a  country  housi 
which  they  will  find  full  of  gay  people,  tlie  majority  of  whom  aJ* 
communicants  of  the  Church  j  but  not  one  of  whom,  on  Sundsj* 
will  cross  the  thresliold  of  a  Church  or  think  of  turning  his  step 
toward  a  Church  door.  They  will,  when  Sunday  comes,  lounge  is 
bed,  or  stroll  out  to  the  golf-links,  oc  play  bridge  in  the  libraij* 
My  brother,  my  sister,  who  art  host  or  hostess  for  such  a  group,  I 
entreat  you  to  redeem  your  home  for  godlier  usages!  Let  it  ^ 
understood,  in  your  houso,  that  the  Lord's  Bay  implies  a  LoH'* 
House^  and  that  you  expect  your  guests  to  accompany  you  thith^f' 
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no  plea  of  weariness,  or  superciliousness,  or  indiflEerence  ex- 

those  whom  your  roof  shelters  from  requirements  which  go

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ADDRESS    OF    BISHOP    GREER 
AT  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION,  1906. 

RETHHEN  OF  THE  CleROY  AND  LaITY: 

Instead  of  reading  the  record  of  my  oflScial  acts  during  the  paBt 
iar,  I  will,  in  the  interest  of  the  economy  of  time  and  following  the 
ise  custom  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  hand  it  to  the  Secretary  to 
'  be  printed  in  the  Journal.  I  will  also  make  a  report  in  due  time 
I  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  money  which  has  been  gen- 
•ously  given  me,  in  response  to  my  appeal  for  a  Discretionary 
'imd,  and  will  send  this  report  to  the  contributors. 

There  is,  however,  a  subject  of  considerable  importance,  and 
earing  upon  our  work  as  a  Council  of  the  Church,  which  I  will 
enture  to  bring  to  your  notice.  At  a  recent  Convention  of  the 
eighboring  Diocese  of  Long  Island,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
jquesting  the  Chairman  of. that  body  to  appoint  a  Committee, 
hose  duty  it  should  be  iX)  memorialize  the  Board  of  Education  of 
le  City  of  New  York  and  the  State  Board  of  Education,  in  behalf 
■  a  larger  measure  of  religious  and  moral  instruction  in  the  Public 
^hools,  recommending  specifically  the  teaching  of  the  Ten  Com- 
andments  with  their  recognized  and  approved  summary,  and  the 
stematic  study  of  Ethics  as  applied  to  conduct.  A  member  of 
at  Convention,  and  the  mover  of  the  Resolution,  has  asked  me 

Iring  this  action  to  your  notice,  and  I  very  willingly  do  so, 
though  you  may  not  deem  it  wise  to  endorse  and  approve  it.  It 
II,  however,  I  think  be  generally  admitted,  not  only  by  all  good 
^I^8tians' but  by  all  good  citizens,  that  the  subject  to  which  it 
fers  is  imminent  and  timely  and  of  great  and  vital  importance, 
iere  is,  I  presume,  no  other  country  in  the  world  where  the  aver- 
^  of  intelligence  is  so  high  as  it  is  in  this  country,  where  so  much 
^ntion  is  given  to  the  education  of  the  people  or  where  such 
Egress  has  been  made  in  the  enlightenment  of  the  people.  But 
the  moral  progress  of  the  people  of  this  country  keeping  pace 
til  their  intellectual  progress,  their  ethical  advancement  with 
-  ir  mental  advancement,  their  conscience  with  their  intelligence  ? 
>  we  not  observe  to-day  with  some  degree  of  concern,  and  at  times 
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perhaps  of  alarm,  a  growing  disrespect  not  only  among  the  mort? 
illiterate  claBses  but  among  the  educated  classes  as  weU,  for  orJer 
and  for  law,  and  with  increasing  tendencies  towards  comiptioDp 
graft  and  fraud,  and  the  cheapening  of  human  life  and  variolic 
kindfl  of  crime,  and  other  spota  and  blemishes  in  our  social  system? 
The  statement  for  instance  has  been  recjently  made,  and  the  mak^ 
of  the  statement  gives  his  authority  for  it,  that  whereas  the  numW 
of  BriUsh  soldiers  killed  during  the  three  years  of  the  Boer  War 
was  about  twenty-two  thousand^  the  number  of  homicides  in  thii 
country  during  the  same  period  was  upwards  of  thirty -one  thousani 
He  also  states  that  in  the  Ci^  of  London  in  the  year  1903  ther? 
were  but  twenty-four  murders,  and  that  every^  murderer  was  exe- 
cuted except  two  who  committed  suicide;  while  in  the  City  of 
t*hicago,  with  less  than  one- third  of  the  population  of  LoEdoB» 
there  were  during  the  same  year  one  hundred  and  twentj-eigiit 
murders^  and  only  one  murderer  wa£  executed.  Statistics  shor*  h* 
further  states,  quoting  from  authoritative  reports,  that  criminali 
in  this  country  have  increased,  from  one  in  3,442  of  the  population 
in  1850,  to  one  in  715  in  1890.* 

But  T  need  not  cite  statistics ;  I  need  not  quote  facts ;  you  knt^ 
them  aa  well  as  I.  But  let  mo  not  be  misunderstood;  I  am  not  an 
alarmist  nor  a  pessimist;  and  while  recognimig  the  existence  of  al) 
these  tares  of  evil  in  our  social  life  I  recognise  the  further  M 
that  the  wheat  is  growing  with  them,  and  that  the  same  society  in 
which  these  evils  grow  will  in  time  destroy  them  or  at  all  CTcnts 
abate  them.  But  how  is  that  to  be  done  ?  Can  it  be  done  by  a  pio- 
cesa  of  intellectualization?  Can  it  be  done  by  the  State  throi:gli 
her  public  schools?  Their  work  indeed  is  good,  very  good;  it  isa^ 
indispensable  work,  a  patriotic  workj  entitling  them  to  be,  as  id 
fact  they  are,  our  patriotic  pride,  to  be  not  only  generously  42^ 
liberally  supported  with  patriotic  zea.1,  but  jealously  watched  ani 
guarded  against  e?ery  form  of  foe  and  opposition  to  them-  AflJ 
yet  is  not  the  feeling  beginning  to  prevail,  and  here  and  tlierf  to 
appear  and  manifi^st  itself,  that  if  we  are  to  meet  and  successfully 
resiiit  those  subtle^  strong  and  appealing  and  seductive  forms  of 
evil,  indigenous  to  and  springing  from  the  rich  and  fertile  soil  of 
our  modem  life,  with  it^  new  strange  and  straining  conditions  an^

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ccasions  and  manifold  attractions^  something  else  is  needed  than 
be  training  which  is  furnished  by  a  secular  education ;  not  to  take 
he  place  of  it,  not  to  infringe  upon  it,  but  to  supplement  and  en- 
orce  it,  the  training  which  is  furnished  by  a  secular  education  with 
he  training  which  is  furnished  by  a  moral  education. 

And  moral  education,  how  shall  that  be  given?  It  cannot  be 
[iven  effectively,  permanently  and  substantially,  by  secular  means 
ilone.  These  may  be  and  are  very  helpful  aids,  and  not  only  help- 
'ul  but  needful ;  and  yet  as  unaided  aids  they  are  not  sufl&cient, 
Chey  do  not  reach  and  touch  the  deepest  springs  of  action;  they 
lo  not  go  to  the  root  of  moral  obligation,  and  the  gospel  so  much  in 
ogue  to-day  of  secular  education,  while  useful  as  an  ally  in  all 
noral  reform,  cannot  by  itself  produce  a  moral  reformation.  It  is 
lot  adequate,  as  history  has  shown,  in  which  it  is  made  to  appear 
hat  all  the  great  moral  movements  and  reforms  have  had  their 
iltimate  source  not  in  secularism  but  in  religion,  or  in  some 
^ligious  faith.  That  has  been  their  motive  power,  the  power  that 
:ave  them  start,  the  power  that  gave  them  birth  and  sustenance  and 
[Towth.  Like  the  faith  of  the  Christian  Church,  which  in  spite  of 
Jl  its  crudities  at  times,  its  bigotries  and  excesses,  yet,  as  another 
las  said,  conquered  the  Empire  of  Pagan  Rome,  laid  the  founda- 
ions  of  modem  civilization  in  the  conversion  of  barbarous  hordes, 
•reathed  new  life  into  the  world  of  thought  and  spirit  in  the  Six- 
eenth  Century  in  Europe;  and,  it  may  be  added,  into  that  new 
^orld  of  thought  and  spirit  which  came  into  being  here  on  these 
^erican  shores.  For  it  was  that  faith  that  quickened  and  inspired 
^ose  early  settlers  here,  who  came,  as  Russell  Lowell  said,  not  to 
*k  gold  but  God ;  and  that  next  to  the  fugitives  whom  Moses  led 
it  of  Fgypt  that  litle  shipload  of  outcasts  who  landed  on  these 
ores  are  destined  to  influence  not  only  our  future  but  the  future 
the  world. 

And  how  and  why  ?  Because  of  that  religious  faith  which  they 
^n  possessed,  or  which  possessed  them,  and  of  that  moulding 
^ral  power  which  was  potential  in  it. 

That  is  the  faith  which  entered  into  the  early  form  of  our 
Dtterican  life,  giving  its  moral  tone,  its  moral  force  and  fiber,  its 
oral  sanction  to  it.  And  even  those  who  stood  in  the  later  days 
•  our  history,  whether  from  their  own  fault  or  from  the  Churches 
^Tilt,  beyond  the  Churches  limits,  and  who  as  standing  there  outside 
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of  the  Cburch^g  pale,  lifted  up  their  Yoice  for  Tigbt«oi]«Bese  aaU 
justice  aud  brotherhood  and  freedom  io  this  American  land^  as  in 
the  tToubled  days  of  the  Slavery  agitation ^  were  inspired  and  kindled 
by  that  religiouj  lalthp  That  U  our  inheritance,  t!iat  religious  faitii* 
It  haF  entered  into  our  fiVfitem,  our  gocial  and  national  system,  and 
h  circulating  with  our  blood.  Those  to-day  who  think  that  tliey 
ha^^e  ca(*t  it  off,  or  who  in  ita  more  definite  form  do  not  or  cannot 
aci:ept  it,  are  nevertheleea  in  their  moral  judgmentB,  gentimenti  aim) 
principles  influenced  greatly  by  it.  For  it  does  Ijy  no  means  Mo* 
that  an  intellect  uai  severance  from  a  faith  is  a  moral  sevemnpe 
from  it.  It  may  indeed  and  often  does  still  linger  and  survive  un 
moulding  moral  force  in  character  and  life.  I  feel  at  heart,  mU 
Renan,  that  my  life  h  governed  hy  a  faith  1  no  longer  possess,  anJ 
all  that  is  btet  in  me  I  owe  to  Christ.  And  that  wag  but  to  voice, 
m  another  has  said  in  quoting  him^  the  experience  of  multitiuifif 
at  the  present  day. 

This,  then,  it  seems  to  me  is  not  only  the  teaching  of  hifitory  ia 
general  but  of  our  American  I]iatory  in  particular — that  mwil 
training  finds  it^  eanction  and  itn  force  lel  religions  training.  Ad3 
how  eh  all  that  be  given?  The  modicwm  of  religious  instructiflJ* 
which  the  State  might  with  safety  and  consistency  introduce  or 
permit  to  he  introduced  into  the  Public  Schools^  such  as  the  readiiig 
of  the  Ten  Commandments  ajnd  a  few  Bible  chapters  or  parts  *f 
Bible  chapters  carefully  eel*^^,  so  as  not  to  offend  any  religious 
opinion  or  denominational  prejudice,  might  be  a  little  gain;  bot 
it  would  be  very  little,  more  nominal  than  real^  and  would  be  too 
scant  to  accomplish  much  in  the  way  of  moral  result;  and  miglit 
besides,  by  the  introduction  of  au  element  of  strife  and  discord  into 
the  schools,  have  the  effect  in  the  end  to  do  more  harm  than  good. 

How  then  shall  it  be  given,  and  who  shall  give  it,  that  md^ 
religious  training?    Well,  that  is  what  the  Christian  Church  is  foff 
that  is  her  office  and  task,  her  distinctive  office  and  task.    That  is 
the  ift'ork  which  phe  must  tn'  at  least  to  do.     And  how  ?    Not  by 
usurping  the  place  of  the  schools,  and  certainly  not  by  en  tidying 
them  for  leaving  undone  what  they  are  not  int-ended  to  do;  but 
rather  by  an  active,  earnest  and  vigorous  co-operation  with  the?"* 
fllong  her  ovm  legitimate  and  proper  lines  of  work,  and  la  i^^^ 
n^anner  helping  the  schools,  they  in  their  way  and  she  in  henJ^ 
jiitMl  and  solve  more  fully  some  of  our  important  and  import un^i**' 
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locial  problems.  The  schools  are  doing  their  part  in  their  legitimate 
iphere,  are  doing  all  they  can  do.  Is  the  Church  doing  her  part  in 
ler  legitimate  sphere^  and  all  that  she  can  do?  It  seems  to  me  she 
8  not;  and  that  with  no  other  machinery  or  instruments  or  tools 
iian  what  she  now  possesses  she  might  do  very  much  more  than 
¥hat  she  now  is  doing.  There  are,  for  instance,  in  this  country, 
ffith  its  polyglot  population,  some  great  and  hard  racial  problems 
X)  be  solved.  The  public  schools  of  the  country  are  solving  them 
n  part  by  bringing  together  the  children  of  all  these  different  races 
-Jews,  Germans,  Swedes,  Poles,  Hungarians  and  others — into  one 
lomogeneous  group,  and  making  Americans  of  them.  And  that  is 
j'ood  and  important.  And  yet  in  order  to  solve  these  diflBcult  racial 
)roblems  adequately  and  fully  the  Church  must  help  the  schools, 
ind  she  can  help  them  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  what  she  now 
s  doing.  , 

Why,  for  instance,  does  this  Church  of  ours  have  but  one  faith- 
ul  Chaplain  at  this  great  port  of  entry,  this  City  of  New  York, 
trough  which  hundreds  of  thousands  of  foreign  speaking  peoples 
ire  passing  every  year,  to  be  taken  up  and  absorbed  into  our  Amer- 
can  Ufe  and  become  important  factors  in  its  development  and 
rowtii?  Why  again  does  she  have  but  one  Swedish  woman  mis- 
ionary  for  the  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  Swedish  speaking 
sople  who,  during  the  years  1904-5,  landed  at  Ellis  Island;  and 
>ne  at  all  for  the  other  foreign  nationalities  with  the  exception 

the  English  ?  Why  does  she  not  meet  them  all  with  a  Christian 
>rtl  of  greeting  and  a  Christian  act  of  service  at  that  most  im- 
rtant  and  most  necessitous  time,  and  thus  make  at  the  very  start 
Christian  impression  upon  them,  or  cause  them  thus  to  feel  at 
^t  that  this  new  land  to  which  they  have  come  is  a  Christian 
Id  ?  Or  what  again  does  she  do  for  them  after  they  have  come  ? 
Uiething,  but  not  much.  Why  does  she  not  do  more  ?  I  recognize 
i  difficulties  that  seem  to  block  the  way  and  know  how  great  they 
i;  but  back  of  all  these  I  recognize  the  basic  and  fundamental  fact 
kt  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  for  all  the  different  tribes  and 
igues  and  races  of  men  on  earth ;  and  here  they  are  right  here, 
this  metropolitan  city. 

As  an  illustration  of  this  there  is  a  public  school  in  this  city 
^ere  there  are  to-day  Italians,  Germans,  Irish,  Poles,  Russians, 
^rks,  English,  Scotch,  Greeks,  Syrians,  Welsh,  Austrians,  Egyp- 


tians^  Swedes,  Norwegians,  Danes,  Chineee;,  Japanesej  Swisi, 
Galicians,  lithaaniaiLs  and  a  few  Americans  Teg,  here  they  tre, 
in  our  midst,  at  our  very  doors.  What  wonder  if  across  the  eeafi  oui 
foreign  missions  languirfi,  when,  with  her  Christian  faith  intended 
for  all  mankind j^  even  when  it  is  reinforced  by  patriotic  diit}\  tbe 
Church  iB  doing  so  little  to  cultivate  and  work  the  foreign  field  thit 
ia  hera  She  needs  no  new  machinery,  no  new  religious  machinery* 
What  she  has  is  ample  if  only  she  will  work  it  up  to  its  full  capacity; 
and  in  this  free  country  of  ours  she  is  perfectly  free  to  work  it 
Why  does  she  not  do  it? 

Again,  what  about  the  ten  million  negroes  in  this  country ^  con- 
stituting more  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  population  ?  What  about 
the  problem  which  they  present  ?  That  great  and  formidable  pwl>" 
Jem,  than  which  there  is  I  think  no  greater  and  no  harder  in  iH 
our  national  life ;  our  "  Problem  de  Profundis/^  as  an  English 
writer  calls  it.  Can  we  hope  to  solve  it  fully  and  adequately  bj 
secular  education  or  by  industrial  education?  These,  indeed,  w* 
important,  imperative  and  essential  But  must  there  not  go  aloBg 
with  these  such  educational  help  as  the  Christian  Church  cao  pn, 
Buch  educational  help  as  will  tend  to  change  the  character,  to  rc^- 
late  tlie  emotions,  to  purify  the  passions,  to  develop  or  create  of 
gradually  instil  those  fixed  moral  principles  which  would  tend  to 
make  those  Afro- American  p>eopb  dwelling  in  our  midst  a  moral 
force  and  factor  in  our  national  life  and  groift4;h,  and  help  them  ihm 
fo  reach  that  destiny  still  undetermined,  but  great  and  high  as  I 
believe,  which  awaits  them  in  the  future.  What  are  we  as  a  pftH 
of  the  universal  Christian  Church  doing  to  solve  this  probleoi? 
We  need  no  new  machinery,  no  new  religious  machinery  than  what 
we  already  possess.  It  is  adequate  and  ample;  and  while  we  ire 
discussiDg  various  ways  and  means  of  how  to  solve  this  problem  flfld 
how  to  go  about  it  and  what  to  do  it  with,  the  answer,  it  scorns  tu 
me,  IS  coming  to-day  to  us  as  it  came  to  the  leader  of  Israel  ]^^ 
ago — "What  is  that  in  thine  hand?  A  rod?  It  is  enough,  % 
take  it  and  use  it  for  the  deliverance  of  my  people  I " 

Still  again  we  are  hearing  much  to-day  of  the  need  of  politic*^ 
reformation  and  social  reformation ;  and  doubtless  they  are  BeedeA 
But  political  refoniiation  and  social  reformation  must  in  their  W 
analysis  rest  on  moral  reformation.  They  must  be  wrought  and 
brought  about  not  only  or  not  cbieily  by  a  reform  of  the  statute* 
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le  ordinances  and  the  laws,  but  by  a  reformation  of  the  people. 
Tie  only  effective  way  in  which  to  make  good  citizens  is  by  making 
rst  good  men,  and  that  must  be  and  is  the  work  of  the  Christian 
Ihurch.  I  do  not  mean  to  say,  of  course,  that  there  are  not  good 
len  and  citizens  outside  of  the  Christian  Church  and  all  religious 
odies.  There  are.  And  some  too  there  are  within  the  Christian 
!hiirch  who  are  not  good  men  and  citizens.  And  yet  it  is  the  work, 
he  missionary  work  of  the  Christian  Church  to  make  them,  and 
iotwiihstanding  all  her  failures  and  her  lacks  she  is  making  them. 
nth  a  noble  band  of  devoted  and  consecrated  men  serving  at  her 
It^  and  teaching  in  her  pulpits,  she  is  doing  to-day  her  work, 
er  missionary  work,  and  doing  it  on  the  whole,  as  far  as  the  range 
f  her  influence  extends,  faithfully  and  well.  But  she  is  not  doing 
nough  of  it.  Why  does  she  not  do  more?  Again  I  say  she  does 
ot  need  any  new  religious  machinery  or  any  new  kind  of  machin- 
ry.  What  she  has  is  good,  and  in  this  free  country  of  ours,  with 
othing  to  let  or  hinder  or  trammel  or  restrain,  she  is  perfectly 
ree  to  work  it.  Why  does  she  not  do  it?  Why  does  she  not  make 
wre  of  her  teaching  capacity  in  the  Sunday  schools  ?  They  are  in 
heir  infancy  as  yet,  and  she  has  not  b^un  to  develop  or  to  realize 
nd  utilize  their  educational  power.  Why  does  she  not  make  them 
lore  capable  and  efficient  ?  Why  does  she  not  have,  as  the  public 
chools  of  the  country,  something  like  Normal  Institutes  for  the 
Paining  of  her  teachers  ?  Why  does  she  not  go  with  these  schools 
nd  missions,  and  various  other  agencies,  to  where  the  people  are, 
^  to  where  they  soon  will  be,  to  lay  the  strong  foundations  of 
ighteousness  among  them,  for  them  and  for  their  children  ?  Why 
068  she  not  address  herself  more  adequately  and  fully  to  all  these 
wral  tasks  to  which  I  have  referred,  and  many  more  besides;  to 
U  these  moral  needs,  these  present  and  pressing  needs  ?  That  is 
^  business  in  the  world ;  why  does  she  not  perform  it,  on  larger 
Qd  more  liberal  lines  of  propagandist  adventure?  I  think  that 
^  of  the  reasons  is — it  may  not  be  the  only  one,  but  it  is  the  only 
^^  of  which  I  care  to  speak  at  present — she  has  not  faith  enough 
i  herself  to  attempt  it.  And  what  to-day  she  needs,  as  another 
^  expressed  it,  is  a  new  faith  in  herself  and  in  the  message  she 
^  to  offer,  and  in  the  divine  forces  which  have  been  entrusted  to 
-^  Or  rather,  that  is  what  we  need,  and  yet  so  often  lack.  We 
^ke  our  little  plans,  and  we  ask  for  a  little  aid  to  help  us  to  carry 
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them  out     Somciimefl  we  receive  it  and  eometimes  we  do  ml 

More  often  perhaps  do  not-  For  people  to-dUy  as  a  rale  are  not 
mvtsh  intereeted  in  litUo  enterprises;  they  do  not  kindle  towards 
them  or  feel  very  much  ent^iuBiasm  for  them.  Aad  the  Church  ha* 
E  large  enterprise  upon  her  hands,  very  large,  surpassing  all  tk 
others  in  this  enterprising  age,  not  only  in  the  greatness  of  its  ^oyn 
but  in  the  greatness  of  its  character.  It  is  nothing  less  than  tJifi 
establishment  in  this  citj,  and  in  every  city  in  this  diocesej  and  It 
every  diocese^  of  the  righteousness  of  God  a^^  revealed  in  J*^ui 
Christ,  until  every  knee  shall  bow^  to  Him,  and  every  tongue  coafea 
Him,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father,  Great?  Yes,  sublimelj  and 
audaciously  great ;  and  vet  if  we  make  it  lese  wo  weaken  its  appealing 
power  and  put  it  out  of  class  with  the  temper  of  the  time. 

For  this  is  an  age,  as  1  have  said,  when  large  things  are  it- 
tempted,  Iiopefully  and  bravely;  and  large  things  are  done.  LH 
but  some  sane  and  wise  and  promising  business  venture  be  ctearlj 
planned  and  formed^  and  no  matter  then  how  great  the  capitalirt:^ 
need  for  it^  suceessful  furtherance  tliere  is  no  diflficulty  in  securii^ 
its  underwriting.  And  not  only  is  it  an  age  of  large  commercial 
venture  but  of  large  edneational  venture,  wlien  great  edueationil 
schemes  on  liberal  lines  are  planned,  and  great  educational  plants 
are  numerously  establiislied  and  generously  endowed;  whea,  mI 
only  aa  in  Lord  Broughaui^s  phrase,  *Hhe  schoohnaster  is  abroad," 
but  when  he  also  is  so  magnificently  equipped. 

And  all  tliat  is  good  and  much  to  be  desired.    It  ministers  tfl  a 
need,  a  grt^ai  and  urgent  need.    But  there  is  auother  need,  as  ^t 
as  or  greater,  in  this  American  Eepublic,  and  which  unless  supplied 
will  make  all  our  secular  enlightenment  and  development  militate* 
against   our   real    and    true    advancement.      It    is   the   need  a^ 
Righteousness ;  not  only  on  our  statute  books  to  be  so  often  evaded ; 
not  only  in  our  public  speech  simply  to  be  applauded,  but  woven 
into  the  heart  and  life  and  fiber  of  the  people.     And  thM  is  tie 
need  which  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  a^  God's  appointed  school 
for  that  specific  pur  pose »  is  called  upon  to  meet*  and  which  she  may 
not  hope  vicariously  to  meet,  adequately  and  fully,  through  any 
other  school.    It  is  not  an  easy  task,  and  certainly  not  a  cheap  one. 
Its  scope  is  large,  its  nature  is  difficult,  its  performance  is  expeiv 
.'^ive;  and  yet  it  is  the  work  which  the  Christian  Church  must  do. 
not  only  for  society's  sake  but  for  her  own  sake,  to  vindicate  and 
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re  to-day  her  own  divine  credentials.  She  claims  to  be  of  God, 
so  she  is;  so  she  is.  But  let  her  make  good  her  claim;  not 
ely  in  such  manner  as  to  persuade  those  who  are  already  per- 
led,  but  beyond  all  doubt  and  question,  beyond  all  possible  cavil, 
[oing  here  and  everywhere  the  righteous  work  of  (Jod. 
rhat  is  now  the  task  to  which  the  Church  is  summoned,  to 
jh  she  now  is  challenged.  Let  us  in  this  great  diocese,  with  its 
t  possibilities,  take  it  up  and  meet  it,  hopefully,  bravely  and 
edly.  To  this  end,  let  us  meet  gladly  and  generously  our  Mis- 
ory  Apportionment,  good  measure  pressed  down  and  running 
.  To  this  end,  let  us  make,  gratefully  and  liberally,  our  Ter- 
enary  Thank  Offering  for  the  establishment  of  this  Church  of 
three  hundred  years  ago  on  these  American  shores.  To  this 
let  us  give  to  our  own  diocesan  tasks,  whatever  they  may  be, 
1  the  building  of  this  great  People's  Church  on  these  Cathedral 
^hts  to  the  maintenance  of  the  humblest  mission  and  the 
blest  missionary,  who  is  bearing  to-day  so  bravely  and  cheer- 
r  his  burden  on  hie  heart,  our  sympathy  and  support.  And 
in  all  these  ways,  let  us  help  the  Church  to  do  to-day  her  work, 
od's  appointed  Training  School  of  Bighteousness  on  the  earth.

The  gift  of  $25,750  on  Easter  last  for  the  reduction  of  our  debt  marked  an  epoch  in 
the  history  of  the  Parish,  and  enables  us  henceforth  to  work  without  wonry.  This  muni- 
ficent gift  by  an  anonymous  donor  is  so  deeply  appreciated  that  all  of  the  Pariah  find  il 
impossible  adequately  to  expiess  their  gratitude.  Tliis  sum  will  not  be  reported  until 
next  year,  our  fiscal  year  running  from  March  to  March. 

The  great  reduction  in  communicants  compared  with  last  year  is  fully  accounted  for 
by  the  erasure  of  all  names  of  persons  wholly  unknown  to  the  clergy,  or  not  heard  from 
in  any  way  whatever  for  five  years.  Such  a  purging  of  Parish  lists  is  al»olutely  necessar)' 
in  the  interests  of  truth  and  accuracy. 
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By  actual  count,  1,374  comrnunions  were  made  on  Easter  Day.     Our  income  now  pro- 
vides for  all  expenses  and,  besides,  retires  |5,000  of  the  debt  every  year.

CONSTITUTION   , 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  NEW  YORK. 

As  Adopted  October  11, 1796  ;  and  Amended  October  17, 1827  ;  October  2,  1884  ; 
October  4,  1889  ;  September  29,  1848  ;  September  26, 1850  ;  September  28, 
1860 ;  September  28,  1882  ;  September  26,  1889  ;  September  14,  1902 ; 
September  28.  1905. 

ARTICLE   I. 

Thsbb  shall  be  a  Conyention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  Diocese  in  each  year^  at  such  place  as  the  Bishop 
shall  appoint.  It  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember, unless  the  Bishop  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  another  date.  In  case  of  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions,  when 
he  may  judge  it  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church;  and  shall  do 
sp  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee; 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  the 
Diocese  and  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Members. 

The  Clerical  Members  shall  be  those  Clergymen  canonically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  not  less  than  six  months  immediately 
preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  be  either 
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Arohdeacons  of  the  Diocese,  or  settled  in  some  Church  in  anion 
with  the  Oonyention,  or  employed  as  Missionaries  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Convention,  or  engaged  within  the  Diocese  as  Pro- 
fessors or  Instructors  in  any  incorporated  institution  of  learning, 
or  as  Superintendents  or  Chaplains  in  any  incorporated  charitable 
institution,  or  Clergymen  who,  having  attained  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years,  shall  have  retired  from  active  work  after  holding  for  not 
less  than  ten  years  one  or  more  of  the  positions  hereinbefore 
named 

The  Lay  Members  shall  be  male  Delegates  from  the  several 
Churches  in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  exceeding  three  from 
each  Church,  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  Congregation. 

ABTICLB  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayers  and  a  sermon ; 
and  the  preacher  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his 
inability  to  aot>  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  ;  but  in  case  of  a 
vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall  elect  a  President 
from  among  the  Clergy. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen,  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual 
Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain 
in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.  His  duty 
shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
journals  and  records,  to  attest  the  pablic  acts  of  the  body,  and 
faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and 
T)a|)ers,  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Convention,  which  may  be 
in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  give  due  notice  to 
each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

In  all  matters  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
Clor^i^y  and  Laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body  ;  and  in  voting,  the 
Clergy  shall  vote  by  individuals,  and  the  Laity  by  Congregations; 
and  when  more  than  one  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  united  under 
one  Vestry,  and  shall  have  been  so  united  and  recognized  by  the 
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Jition^  prior  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  September,  fn  tlie  year 

Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tifty-nine,  the  Dele- 

r  Delegates  of  suoh  Vestry  only  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for 

"Jhurch  or  Chapel ;  and  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  two  orders

AIM  to  he  wade  qf  MinkUn  in  the  Dioem. 
Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  OonTention  of  i^ 
Diocefle,  the  Bishop,  or  in  caee  there  be  no  Budi<^,  or  of  hie  in^bilitf 
or  disability  to  act,  then  the  Standing  Oommittae  of  the  XKooeee, 
shall  prepare,  or  oanse  to  be  prepared,  a  list  (rf  all  the  Ministers  of 
the  Protestant  Bpisoopal  Ohnroh  oanonioally  resident  in  Uus  Die* 
oese^  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Oares  or  Parishes  or 
Stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  Colleges,  Academies,  or  other 
Seminaries  or  incorporated  Charitable  Institutions  in  which  they 
are  engaged ;  or,  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  Institations  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  resi- 
dence only ;  but  no  Clergyman  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry 
shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  Such  list  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur 
pose^  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

CANON   II. 

Of  the  Memhert  of  the  C&nventum  and  the  Evidence  offh^  RighU  to  8eat». 

Sec.  1.  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Conyention,  under  Ajrticle  III.  of  the  Constitution^  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  of  his  inabil- 
ity or  disability  to  act,  then  by  the  Standing  Committee.  Said  list 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  a  right  to  a  seat  of  all  those  whose 
names  appear  thereoiu 
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Sbo.  2.  In  case  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diooeae  to 
a  seat  in  the  Gonyention  ahall  be  disputed  or  claimed^  it  shall  be 
determined  according  to  the  provision  of  the  third  Article  of  the 
Gonatitution  by  the  Oonvention  itself. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  record  in  a  book^ 
to  be  provided  by  him,  and  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Canon  of 
the  General  Convention,  entitled  "Of  the  Filling  of  Vacant 
Cures,''  all  certificates  that  shall  be  transmitted  to  him  in  accord- 
ance with  said  Canon. 

In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any, 
Clergyman  who  shall  have  been  elected  to  any  Church  or  Parish  in 
this  Diocese^  after  the  passage  of  this  Canon^  the  evidence  of  settle- 
ment shall  consist  in  the  said  record  ;  or  in  the  production  to  tho 
Convention  of  the  certificate  required  by  this  Section,  to  be  recorded 
as  aforesaid,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the  Bishop  or  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  of  his  or  their  being  satisfied  that  tho  person 
80  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Minister  who  may  be  received  into  this  Diocese 
shall  procure  from  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  disability  or  inabil- 
ity to  act,  from  a  majority  of  tho  clerical  members  of  tlie  Standing 
Committee,  duly  convened,  a  certificate  that  he  has  been  received 
into  this  Diocese  in  compliance  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  Con. 
vention.  And  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion, he  shall  transmit  such  certificate  to  the  Secretary,  to  be  recorded 
in  tho  book  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Section.  And  in  case  of 
the  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Minister  who 
may  be  received  into  this  Diocese,  the  production  of  such  record,  or 
of  such  certificate,  or  of  the  Secretary's  written  acknowledgment 
of  his  receipt  of  the  same,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  regular 
admission,  and  the  certificate,  if  not  previously  recorded,  shall  there- 
upon bo  recorded  by  the  Secretary  in  the  said  book. 

Seo.  5.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention 
of  a  Clergyman  claiming  such  right  by  virtue  of  his  being  employed 
as  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  this  Convention,  tha  evidence 
of  such  employment  shall  consist  in  the  written  certificate  of  the 
Bishop  ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inabil- 
ity  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  in  the  written  certificate  o::  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  of  a  contested  right  to  a  seat  in  tho  Convention 
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of  a  Clergyman  claiming  sach  right  by  yirtae  of  his  being  engaged 
as  a  Professor  or  Instructor  of  Youth  in  a  College,  Academy,  or 
General  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated,  the  evidence  of 
his  connection  with  such  College,  Academy,  or  Seminary  shall  con- 
sist in  the  written  certificate  of  the  President  or  Secretary  of  such 
Corporation  that  he  is  so  employed. 

Sec.  7.  (I.)  Lay  Delegates  from  Churches  having  Vestries  diall 
le  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  at  a  regular  meeting,  held  according  to 
law. 

(IL)  The  evidence  of  the  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a 
Church  having  a  Vestry  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Bector 
of  the  Church  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry.  If  there  be  no 
Rector,  or  if  the  appointment  shall  have  been  made  at  any  legal 
Vestry  meeting  held  in  his  absence,  then  such  certificate  shall  state 
that  fact,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Warden  who  presides  at  the 
meeting  at  which  such  Delegate  is  appointed,  and  also  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Vestry.  The  certificate  must  show  upon  its  face  that  the 
appointment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Canons,  and  shall  certify  that  the  Delegate  is  a  Lay  member, 
entitled  to  vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which 
he  is  appointed  to  represent 

(III.)  The  evidence  of  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  from  a 
Church  having  no  Vestry  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Min- 
ister of  such  Church,  or  by  the  officer  who  presides  at  the  meeting 
of  the  congregation  by  which  he  was  appointed,  and  also  by  the 
Clerk  or  Secretary  of  such  meeting.  The  certificate  shall  state  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  shall  certify  that  the  person 
appointed  has  been  duly  chosen  by  such  Church  or  Congregation  ai? 
a  Lay  Delegate  ;  that  he  is  a  Lay  member  of  such  Church  or  Con- 
gregation, and  has  been  such  member  for  at  least  twelve  monihs 
next  preceding  the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  that  the  election 
was  held  in  accordance  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Canons. 

(IV.)  No  other  certificate  or  evidence  of  appointment  of  aay 
Lay  Delegate  than  such  as  is  above  required  shall  be  allowed  ot 
received. 

Sec.  8.  No  Lay  Delegate  from  a  Church  having  a  Vestry  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  Church  which  he  is  appointed  to 
represent. 
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*  Sbo.  9.  A  copy  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  Rections  of  this  Oanon 
shall  be  transmitted  annaally  by  the  Secretary  of  the  OonVention  to 
every  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention,  together 
with  a  blank  printed  form  of  certificate  of  appointment  of  Lay 
Delegates,  and  the  notice  which  he  is  required  by  the  Constitution 
to  give  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
succeeding  Convention. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Vestries  of  the 
Parishes  which  have  been  admitted  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, immediately  after  the  appointment  of  the  Lay  Delegates  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention,  to  certify  their  election  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Convention  in  the  form  prescribed  by  Sections  7  and  8  of  this 
Canon.  From  the  certificates  thus  received,  the  Secretary  shall 
prepare  a  list  of  Lay  Delegates  for  use  in  the  organization  of  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  11.  The  presence  of  at  least  thirty  Clergymen  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  thirty  con- 
gregations, shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business — except 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  12.  If  the  President  ex  officio  of  the  Convention  is  not 
present  at  its  opening,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  call  to 
order  the  members  present,  when  the  senior  presbyter  present 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  shall  take  the  chair,  and  shall 
preside  until  a  President  be  elected,  as  provided  by  Article  V.  of  the 
Constitution. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  under  the  direction  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  whose  elec- 
tion has  been  certified  to  him,  in  pursuance  of  Section  10  of  this 
Canon.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
persons,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  credentials  of  the  Lay  Dele- 
gates, who  shall  report  upon  the  correctness  of  the  roll  made  by  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  15.  The  calling  of  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
seats  and  of  the  Lay  Delegates  may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  members  of  the  Convention  present,  provided 
that  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Convention  of  the  presence  of  a 
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canonienl  quonim  of  each  ofder  be  laid  before  the  Confioiieii  I9 
the  Secictaxy.  In  eoch  case  the  Secretiiy  eheU  ttke  meam  ie 
eecure  a  correct  lift  of  the  Olergy  entitled  to  eeata  and  of  ilie  L^ 
Delqiatee  who  are  preaent  at  the  Ooaventuai. 

Sxa  16.  A  qnonun,  whicfh  ahall  consiat  of  thirty  QHmitgpBmL 
and  Delqpatea  from  thirtj  Ckmgr^gation%  being  preeant,  the  Fkm- 
dent,  ex  officio,  if  preaent^  Aall  declare  the  CkmTentton  dofy  or> 
ganized*  If  he  be  abaen^  or  nnaUe  to  aotp  the  tempcoaxy  Fta» 
dent  ahall  direct  that  the  membera  proceed  to  vote  for  a  Pteaidanl^ 
aa  proTided  in  Article  Y.  of  the  Oonatitationy  whidb  eleetien  diaB 
be  by  ballot,  nnleaa  diapenaed  with  by  the  nnanimona  vote  of  the 
membera  preaent  The  Fteaident,  being  elected^  ahail  dedaie  ilie 
Convention  organised  for  boeinefla. 

Sbo.  17.  Hie  CionYention  ahall  then  proceed  to  the  dedtpn  d 
a  Secretary  and  TVeaanrer  of  the  Conventicm,  by  ballot,  nnleaa  dia- 
penaed with  by  the  nnanimona  TOte  of  tiie  membera  proacnt  The 
Secretary  ehall  appoint  two  aasiatanta,  and  annoonee  their  naaM 
to  the  OonTention. 

Sbo.  18.  The  eziating  Bnlea  of  Ordor,  ao  &r  aa  tiiey  are  appli- 
cable to  the  preliminaxy  proceedioga  for  the  organization  of  tte 
ConYentiony  dbiall  be  deemed  in  force  for  that  pnrpoae;  and  {he  mid 
Boles  of  Order^  except  such  of  them  as  prescribe  the  mode  of  alter- 
ing the  same,  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  after  the  organiza- 
tion, until  altered  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  in. 

Of  ihs  CaU  of  the  ChMmUon. 

Unless  It  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the  mode  of 
giyiug  notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be  by  an  ad- 
vertisement of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  signed  by  tho 
Secretary,  and  published  in  three  of  the  public  papers,  or  Chnroh 
journals,  printed  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Whenever,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  a  Special  Convention  is  called 
for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in 
the  notice  thereof,  to  specify  such  purpose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admiuion  of  a  Ohurch  as  a  Pariah  into  Union  with  the  Ohwreh  in  M 
Diocese  and  Maintaining  such  Union. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Church  or  Congregation  desiring  admiaaion  as  a 
Parish  into  nuion  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  present  a 
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nary  ;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  plerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  4.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  third 
Bection  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  oufc  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  5. — Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  oflBce  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  ouc 
of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  in  the  order  of  their  appointment,  if 
there  be  one ;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  a  Treasurer  of  tlie  Convention,  wlio  shall  remain  in  oflSce 
until  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  is  appointed. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection 
and  distribution  shall  not  be  othenvise  regulated. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Con- 
vention, and  shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  acting  under  its 
authority. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall 
be  supplied  by  an  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee ;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until  an 
appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Parith  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Minister  in  charge  of  a  Parish  in  this  Diocese  shall 
keep  a  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Communicants,  Mar- 
riages, and  Funerals  within  his  Cure. 

Sec.  2.  The  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  birth  of 
each  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors  ; 
the  name  of  each  adult  baptized  ;  the  name  of  each  person  con- 
firmed ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  with  the  names  of  the 
witness  or  witnesses  required  by  the  civil  law  ;  the  name  of  each 
person  buried  ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed. 
These  Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church  ; 
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a  Committee,  to  be  annaally  appoioted  (to  be  called  the  Committee 
on  the  Incorporation  and  Admission  of  Churches),  all  applicatioDs 
for  admission  into  union  -which  shall  have  been  received  by  hira,  t^^ 
be  by  such  Committee  examined,  considered,  and  reported  upon  %) 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any  Parish  in  union  with  this  Convention 
shall  neglect  for  three  years  in  succession  to  make  a  Parochial  Report, 
no  missionary  report  being  made  on  its  behalf,  and  shall  not,  dur- 
ing the  same  period,  have  employed  a  Clergyman  as  its  Parish  Min- 
ister, nor  requested  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  have  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Missionary,  such  Parish  shall  be  regarded  as  having  for- 
feited its  connection  with  the  Convention,  and  shall  no  longer  have 
a  right  to  send  a  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  same. 

The  Bishop  shall  report  such  Parish  to  the  Convention  in  his 
Annual  Address. 

Such  Parish,  however,  maybe  re-admitted,  upon  application  io 
the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condition,  and  on 
such  terms  as  shall  appear  just ;  such  re-admission  to  take  effect 
from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  consenting  to  such 
admission. 

CANON   V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  tJic  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  the  constitutional  provisions  concerning 
the  Secretary,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  this  officer  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  after  viva  voce  nominations  of  the  Candidates,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  is  made. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Sec- 
ret<ary  of  the  last  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention, 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  ;  and  shall  request  the  last 
to  send  copies  of  their  respective  Journals  in  exchange. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  (General  Convention,  in 
addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  in  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  a  certificate,  to  he  signed  by  himself,  containing  a  list 
of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid  or 
secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theologicjil 
Seminary,  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  o'  that  Semi- 
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Seo.  2.  The  mode  of  conducting  the  nominations  and  elections 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention,  and  Deputies  to  the  Federate  Council, 
shall  be  as  follows  : 

Any  member  of  the  Convention  may  send  to  the  Secretary,  in 
writing,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  thereof,  nomina- 
tions, signed  by  himself,  for  the  Standing  Committee,  for  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  and  Provisional  Deputies  to  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  for  members  of  the  Federate  Council.  All  names  so 
sent  in  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  by  the  Secretary,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  day's  session,  in  the  form  of  a  ballot,  on 
which  the  names  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order.  After 
each  list  of  nominations  as  many  blank  spaces  shall  be  left  as  there 
are  vacancies  to  be  filled.  These  blanks  may  be  filled  by  any  voter. 
The  voter  shall  mark  an  X  at  the  right  of  the  name  of  each  person 
for  whom  he  votes.  On  the  first  ballot  these  ballots  only  shall  be 
used,  and  also  in  all  subsequent  ballots,  except  when  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Convention.  No  ballot  shall  be  counted  on  which 
more  names  are  marked  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled,  and 
the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  on  each  ballot. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  a  board,  to  be  hung  up  in  a  con- 
spicuous- place,  near  the  entrance  to  the  Convention,  on  which 
shall  be  posted  the  nominations  so  received,  and  also  the  names  of 
the  present  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Deputies  and 
Provisional  Deputies  to  General  Convention,  and  Deputies  to  the 
Federate  Council ;  and  these  names  shall  also  be  printed  on  the 
back  of  the  ballot  provided  by  the  Secretary. 

CAXOX  X. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  Oejieral  Convention. 
Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at"  each  second  regular  annual 
meeting  next  succeeding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, elect  by  ballot  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen  to  act  as 
Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  It  shall 
also  elect  by  ballot  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  as  Provisional 
Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  mentioned ;  which  Deputies 
and  Provisional  Deputies  shall  hold  their  respective  stations  until 
successors  are  appointed,  and  shall  be  Deputies,  or  Provisional 
Deputies,  for  any  General  Convention  which  may  be  held  during 
their  continuance  in  office. 
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vhidh  boolwihall  be  Oie  Fuish  Begistor,  and  ahaU  be  praeenred  tj 
the  Vestry  at  a  part  of  the  reooide  of  the  Obiuoh. 

The  list  of  Commnnicants  ahall  embraoe  all  within  his  due  m 
neaily  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  he  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  Am 
families  and  adult  persons  in  his  Cure,  as  fsr  as  practicaUe. 

Sua  8.  Ererj  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  came 
to  be  deUvered,  on  or  before  flie  first  day  of  every  annual  ConTen- 
tion,  to  the  Bidiop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop^  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  «  statement  of  the  nnmber  A 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marrisges,  and  Funerals;  and  of  the  num- 
ber of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  othor 
matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same. 

Sbo.  4.  In  every  case  where  a  Ptoish  is  without  a  Minister,  the 
B^gister  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall-  be  kept  by  some  pe^ 
son  appointed  by  the  Yestry  for  that  purpose;  and  the  annual 
Parochial  Beports  shall  be  presented  or  forwarded  to  the  Bishop 
by  the  Wardens  of  the  Pariah. 

Sbo.  6.  The  Begister  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  at  all 
times  be  sulqect  to  inspection  by  the  Bishop  or  by  such  person  aa 
he  may  appoint 

Seo.  6.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  a  Parish  the  Begister,  provided 
for  by  this  Canon,  shall  immediately  become  the  property  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Estate  and  Property  of  the  Di- 
ocesan Convention  shall  cause  the  said  Register  to  be  deposited  with 
the  Bishop,  to  be  under  his  care  for  the  legitimate  purposes  thereof. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  Preparing  a  Report  an  the  State  of  the  Church. 

A  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  appointed 

at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  same  next  before  every  stated  meeting 

of  the  Oeneral  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the  Canon  *  thereof, 

to  assist  the  Bishop  in  preparing  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church 

in  this  Diocese,  and  a  list  of  the  Clergy,  to  be  presented  to  the 

General  Convention. 

CANON  IX. 

Concerning  Eleetione, 

Sec.  1.  Elections  by  ballot,  when  required  by  these  Canons, 

may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each

the  same  to  be  recorded  in  its  Book  of  Minutes  ;  or,  in  the 
case  of  any  other  mission  district,  to  the  Archdeacon  within 
wliosc  jurisdiction  the  district  shall  be  situated,  who  shall  cause 
such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Minutes  of  hii  Arcii' 
deaconry, 

Skc.  2.    Wherever   a  chapel   or  a  mission   is  maintmned  bi 

a  parish,  if  it  be  incUiJed  within  the  parish  boundaries  as- 
si^niod  to  the  parish  church,  no  separate  district  shall  be 
assigned  to  it ;  but  if  it  be  not  included  within  the  parish 
boundaries  assigned  *o  the  parish  church,  a  separate  dis- 
trict shall  be  assigned  to  it,  which  shall  form  part  of  the 
pariah. 
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Sec.  3.  Where  in  any  town  within  this  Diocese  there  is 
but  one  parish  or  mission,  the  limits  of  the  town  shall  con- 
stitute the  boundaries  of  the  parish  or  mission  district^  and 
shall  be  so  certified  bj  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the  parish,  or  of  the  Arch- 
deacon in  charge  of  the  mission  district,  the  Bishop,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  other- 
wise determine.  The  boundaries  of  a  parish  or  mission  dis- 
trict may  include  more  than  one  town  or  parts  of  more  than 
one  town. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  boundaries  of  a  parish  or  of  a  mission  dis- 
trict shall  have  been  determined  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  adrice 
and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  territory  so  bounded, 
in  the  case  of  a  parish,  including  a  mission  district  forming  part 
of  a  parish,  shall  constitute  the  parish  or  cure  of  the  Rector 
thereof  ;  in  the  case  of  a  mission  district  assigned  to  a  chapel  or 
mission  maintained  by  the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City 
Mission  Society,  shall  constitute  the  parochial  cure  of  the  Super- 
intendent for  the  time  being  of  that  Society  ;  and  in  the  case  of 
any  other  mission  district  shall  constitute  the  parochial  cure  of 
the  Archdeacon  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  mission  dis- 
trict is  situated  ;  and  such  Rector,  Superintendent,  or  Arch- 
deacon, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  the  incumbent  of 
such  parish  or  mission  district ;  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
Canon  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  such  Rector,  Superintendent 
or  Archdeacon  from  conferring  upon  the  Minister  in  charge  of 
any  mission  district  such  authority  in  respect  thereto  as  he  may 
think  fit. 

Sec.  5.  In  any  town  or  borough  in  which  a  parish  or  a  mission 
district  shall  have  been  constituted,  a  new  place  of  worship  (unless 
upon  the  site  of  a  former  one)  shall  not  be  established,  nor  shall  a 
new  congregation  be  gathered,  nor  shall  a  congregation  remove 
from  one  site  or  place  of  worship  to  another  site  or  place  of  wor- 
ship, unless  and  until  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  issued  his  license  therefor ; 
provided  that  the  Standing  Committee  shall  communicate  a  copy 
of  the  Bishop's  proposed  license,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  before  they 
act  upon  it,  to  the  incumbent  of  the  parish  or  mission  district 
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Sec.  2.  Should  a  yacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from 
the  Diocese,  death,  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies  or  Proyisional 
Deputies,  between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  yacancy  shall 
be  supplied  by  any  Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such 
vacancy  shall  occur. 

S£C.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to 
the  Bishop,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  inten- 
tion to  perform  its  duties ;  in  default  of  which  the  Bishop  shall 
designate,  from  the  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be 
necessary  to  insure,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  representation  of 
the  Diocese.  And  the  Bishop  shall  in  like  manner  designate  from 
thesame  list  of  Provisional  Deputies  one  or  more,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  supply  any  deficiency  in  the  representation  of  this  Diocese  which 
may  in  any  way  occur.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by 
the  Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the 
Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability 
of  the  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this 
Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 


CANON  XI. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  Federate  Council, 

At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  an  election  by  ballot 
of  eight  Clergymen  and  eight  Laymen  to  serve  as  Deputies  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Federate  Council  that  may  be  held  before  the  next 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  And  in  case  of  a  vacancy  by 
death  or  otherwise  among  the  Deputies  so  elected,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Bishop. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Stand i7uj  Committee. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  a  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot,  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen  and  four  Liiy- 
men.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
members  and  Lay  members  of  the  Committee. 
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corporation  shall  be  five  in  number,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  and 
shall  hold  their  oflBces  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention,  and 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  shall  be  filled  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Eector  or  Minister  having 
charge  of  a  congregation  in  this  Diocese  to  cause  an  annual  collection 
or  contribution  to  be  made  by  said  congregation  in  aid  of  the  fund 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  ;  and  in  the  case-of  a  vacant  par- 
ish, this  duty  shall  devolve  on  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen.  The 
amount  of  each  annual  collection  or  contribution  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  shall  be 
reported  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Convention  at  the  next  stated  meet- 
ing thereof,  after  such  collection  or  contrib:  tion  shall  have  been 
made,  and  shall  be  entered  on  its  Journals. 

Seo.  3.  So  long  as  the  income  of  the  fund  is  inadequate  to  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  an  annual  assessment  shall  be  made, 
under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  for  supplying  the  deficiency 
therein,  the  payment  of  such  assessment  by  a  Parish  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  in  lieu  of  the  collection  enjoined  by  Section  2  of  this 
Canon. 

Sec.  4.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund  shall  be  loaned  by 
the  said  Trustees  upon  security  of  real  estate,  or  invested  m  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  of  the  States,  or  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  at  their  discretion,  and  also  in  such  other  securities  as  may 
be  recommended  unanimously  by  the  Trustees  and  approved  by  a 
vote  of  the  Convention.  And  all  securities  and  investments  shall  be 
taken  or  made  in  their  corporate  name  above  mentioned,  and  they 
shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  change  such  investments. 
A  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said  fund  and  securities, 
together  with  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention  at  every  stated  meeting  thereof,  signed  by  the  Trustees, 
or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XVI. 
Of  the  Diocesan  Fund, 

Sec.  1.  Every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  on  or  before  the  Day  of  its  annual 
meeting,  sucl  a  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  its  Cler- 
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gyman  as  shall  hate  been  ordered  by  the  preceding  Congelation,  to 
provide  for  neoesflafy  of  pensee. 

Sec,  2*  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Treaenrer  of  the  Conreo- 
tion  to  retaiD  anuaallj  out  of  thb  fund  one  dollar  for  e^eh  CJergj* 
man  in  the  Diocese,  Tbe  moneys  thug  rotained  aball  be  paid  by 
him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Getienil  CoDTetition  at  each  meeting 
of  the  same* 

Sec,  3.  A  copy  of  this  Canon  shall  W  transmitted  annuallTta 
every  Church  in  the  Diocese  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.

Of  CmtHbutiffM  far  Church  (M^eeit. 

Seo.  1-  In  CTcry  Parish  of  the  Diocese  provision  shall  be  made 
whereby  it^  members  may  make  offerings,  by  collections  and  others 
wise,  as  often  as  the  needs  of  the  Churc^i  shall  require^  for  the  stip- 
port  of  its  objects,  pjirticubirly  iU  missionary  work  at  home  and 
ji broad,  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  sacred  Ministry,  and 
those  other  religious  and  charitable  objects  which  have  been  com- 
mended to  the  caix^  of  the  Church  by  the  General  Convention,  or 
bv  tlie  Coiivt'ntiDn  uf  \he  Diocese:  loid  it  j^hall  be  iho  dutv  of  the 
Clergyman  in  charge  to  give  due  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the 
time  and  purpose  of  such  offerings,  and  also  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  importance  and  chiims  of  the  respective  objects  to  which  the 
offerings  are  to  be  applied. 

Sec.  2.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be 
raised  under  this  Canon,  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  Holy 
Orders,  is  hereby  committed  to  the  incorporated  society  styled 
**  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and 
Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,"  which  shall  make  a  full 
annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  application  of  all  moneys 
paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  or  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  from  any  source. 

Sec.  3.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of 
Parishes  within  the  City  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  and  the 
New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society  for 
Seamen  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York  are  to  be  reckoned 
ani^^  the  Church  charities  for  which  provision  is  to  be  made,  so 
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that  each    congregation   in  the  City  of  New  York  shall   make 
annual  contributions  to  one  of  these  societies. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  Vie  Diocesan  Missionary  Society, 

Sec.  1.  All  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shall  be 
considered  as  constituting  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 

Sec.  2.  (I.)  The  Missionary  Work  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  conr 
ducted  by  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

(II.)  The  Conrention  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions, 
Bitting  as  such  as  often  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  demand. 

Sec.  3.  (I.)  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  five  Archdeacon- 
ries, to  be  named,  respectively  : 

1.  The  Archdeaconry  of  New  York,  comprising  the  County  of 
New  York. 

2.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Richmond,  comprising  the  County  of 
Richmond. 

3.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Westchester,  comprising  the  Counties 
of  Westchester,  Putnam,  and  Rockland. 

4.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Orange,  compnsing  the  Counties  of 
Orange,  Ulster,  and  Sullivan. 

5.  The  Archdeaconry  of  Duchess,  comprising  the  County  of 
Duchess. 

(II.)  The  members  of  each  Archdeaconry  shall  be  the  Clergy 
canonically  resident  within  its  limits,  with  three  Lay  Delegates  from 
each  Parish  and  Mission  Station,  elected  in  such  manner  as  the  By- 
laws of  the  Archdeaconry  may  direct,  provided  that  such  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  Mission  Stations  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote  upon 
any  question  involving  the  appropriation  or  apportionment  of 
moneys.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Archdeaconry  [1]  to  search 
out  the  religious  needs  of  its  own  district,  and  to  conduct  and 
provide  for  such  Missionary  Work  as  may  be  undertaken  by  it, 
within  its  own  limits,  and  to  apportion  among  the  several  Parishes 
the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  same ;  [2]  to  nominate 
to  the  Bishop,  for  his  appointment,  all  Missionaries  and  other 
agents  of  the  Archdeaconry,  and  to  fix  their  salaries ;  [3]  to  have

.  be  expended  by  each  Archdeaconry  ;  [2]  to  devise  general  plan? 
far  making  Mission  Work  more  effective,  and  devehjping  a  gresiter 
y-i^-virv  Hi^Tr'^*^  tlirniighaot  the  DToce?^^  :  [3J  to  send  to  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  report  coo- 
taiuing  the  following  items  : 

(I.  Statement  of  Missionary  Work  done  since  last  report. 

h.  The  names  of  the  Missionaries  and  Stations. 

e?.  An  account  of  Annual  Receipts  and  Expenditures,  comprising 
all  amounts  received  and  disbursed  by  each  Archdeaconry. 

rf.  A  list  of  the  Parishes  contributing,  and  of  the  sums  con- 
tributed by  eaeh  Parish  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

e.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  funds  needed  for  the  Missionary 
Work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a  schedule  of 
monts  upon  the  several  Parishes. 
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(III.)  Seven  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  a  regularly 
called  meeting,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Archdeacons,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Bishop,  one  of  the  Archdeacons  present  shall  be  elected  by  the 
meeting  to  preside. 

CANON    XIX. 

Of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy, 

Sec.  1.  Five  lay  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Oou- 
▼ention,  who,  with  the  Bishop,  shall  constitute  a  Board  to  be  called 
the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Sec.  2.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  number  of  the  above-named 
five  lay  Trustees,  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  Trus- 
cees. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  assume  the 
management  and  care  of  the  following  funds  : 

1st.  The  fund  now  pro\ided  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  together  with  that  which  may  hereafter 
be  contributed  or  acquired,  and  any  accumulation  accruing  from 
the  investment  thereof. 

2d.  A  fund  to  be  hereafter  contributed  or  acquired  for  the  relief 
of  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese, 
together  with  any  accumulation  accruing  from  the  investment 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  re- 
ceive applications  for  relief  or  assistance  from  any  persons  entitled 
to  receive  aid  from  cither  of  the  funds  above  mentioned,  and  to 
aj^ply  such  relief  or  assistance  as  follows  : 

1st.  As  to  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  to  apply 
such  relief  or  assistance  on  the  })rinciples  of,  and  subject  to,  the 
limitations  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  made 
to  the  Annual  Convention  of  1841,*  and  subject  also  to  such  other 

•  *•(«)  Legacies  and  donations  to  be  invested  «8  a  permanent  fund  ;  tlie 
proceeds  to  he  applied  annuallv,  if  need»-d.  under  the  direction  of  the  Bit^hop 
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foil  maDagemeDt  of  its  tnnds ;  [4]  to  proTide  that  careful  statistics 
as  to  the  popnlatioD  and  condition  of  communities  and  the  resnlts 
of  Missionary  Work  be  collected  and  preserved. 

(III.)  The  Executive  OflBcer  or  Archdeacon  of  each  Archdea- 
conry shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  and  confirmed  by  the  Arch- 
deaconry at  a  regular  meetings  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  hia 
successor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  [1]  to  superintend  all 
Missionary  Work  conducted  by  the  Archdeaconry  ;  [2]  to  have  di- 
rection of  all  Itinerant  Clergy  and  Associated  Missions ;  [3]  to  make 
full  and  regular  reports  of  the  same  to  the  Archdeaconry  ;  and  [4] 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  to  preside  at  all  meetings. 

(IV.)  Each  Archdeaconry  shall  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  elect 
annually  its  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  make  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Diocesan  Missions  a  full  report  of  its  year's 
work  to  the  Board  of  Managers  hereinafter  described. 

Sec.  4.  (I.)  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers,  which 
Board  shall  also  be  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  New 
York,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  the  five  Archdeacons,  Secretaries 
and  Treasurers,  and  also  five  Clergymen  and  five  Laymen,  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

(11.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  of  Managers  [I]  to  de- 
cide, with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  what  proportion  of  the  whole 
sum  voted  by  tlie  Diocese  shall  le  raised  by,  and  what  proportion 
shall  be  expended  by  each  Archdeaconry  ;  [2]  to  devise  general  plans 
for  making  Mission  Work  more  etTective.  and  developing  a  greater 
Missionary  interest  throughout  the  Diocese  ;  [3]  to  send  to  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at  its  annual  meeting,  a  report  con- 
taining the  following  items  : 

a.  Statement  of  Missionary  Work  done  since  last  report. 

h.  The  names  of  the  Missionaries  and  Stations. 

c.  An  account  of  Annual  Receipts  and  Expenditures,  comprising 
all  amounts  received  and  disbursed  hy  each  Archdeaconry. 

(1,  A  list  of  the  Parishes  contributing,  and  of  the  sums  con- 
tributed by  each  Parish  to  Diocesan  Missions. 

r.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  funds  needed  for  the  Missionary 
Work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a  schedule  of  assess- 
ments upon  the  several  Parishes. 
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fnndsy  be  divided  equally  between  them.  The  annual  collection, 
herein  proyided  for,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  special  designation  of 
any  portion  thereof  by  the  donors,  be  applied  by  said  Trustees  to 
the  fund  for  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Clergymen,  The  Treas- 
urer shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  each  of  the  said  funds,  and  all 
moneys  not  wanted  for  current  use  shall  be  inyested  and  held  in 
trust  by  the  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Trustees  shall  elect  their  own  Chairman^  Treas- 
urer, and  Secretary. 

They  shall  meet  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  shall  keep  min- 
utes of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  whenever  called  for. 

CANON  XX. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  ''liable  to  presentment  and  trial,"  under  the 
provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention, 
the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Sec.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  addressed 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offences  of  which  the 
accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time, 
place,  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the 
major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church 
of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of 
this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter 
mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
«hall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the  im- 
putation of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct  for 
which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church 
requires  an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons, 
of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is  in 
their  opinion  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the 
Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear 
to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it ;  or  if  it 
allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  of  which  do  not  consti- 
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tnte  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue^  or 
be  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on 
the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Dio- 
cese, entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  and  not  being  parties  to  the 
presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five 
of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writinoj  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he 
shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place  (but  always 
within  this  Diocese),  as  they  t?hall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting 
on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  present- 
ment. 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  then 
those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  and  if,  after 
one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that 
the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those 
who  do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the 
Board,  and  proceed  to  the  trial,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  de- 
cide all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  piesentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
to  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them 
before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  men* 
tioned,  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice, 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for 
his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present, 
unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  to  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer. 
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uthorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either 
larty,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  wit- 
esses  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
»at  the  truths  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment, 
fy  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
he  charges,  as  stated  in  the  presentment^  the  Board  may  dispense 
^ith  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
heir  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.'  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
•nd  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  mate- 
ial  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  ma; 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  any  such  witness. 
)uch  Commissary  may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and 
he  party  so  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days' 
lotice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
>erson  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than 
orty  miles  from  the  place  of  exammation,  an  additional  day's 
lotice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
iistance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
nd  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
igned  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  tlie  Commissary, 
.nd  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Board,  and 
hall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before 
uch  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
lence,  shall  declare,  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority 
►f  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  present- 
nent,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges,  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence 
rhich  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounced  ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
lecision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused, 
nd  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
ivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sen- 
ence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
hall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Joard  ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
entence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three 
r  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his 
pinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by 
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him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all  per- 
sons' who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then  and 
there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall 
be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  u 
before  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be 
evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  i)erson,  the  facts 
ahall  be  proved  by  the  aflSdavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or 
paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufiicient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  11.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel ;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise,  those  who  present  shall  have  also  the  like  privilege. 

CANON   XXI. 

Concerning  the  Dissolution  of  the  Pastoral  Relation  by  Reason  of  Disability 

of  a  Minister. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop,  on 
competent  medical  testimony,  that  by  reason  of  incurable  mental  or 
physical  disability  a  clergyman  has  become  incapable  of  discharging 
the  duties  of  his  cure,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop,-  on  the 
application  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  the  Church,  and  upon  rea- 
sonable notice  to  all  the  parties  concerned,  to  dissolve  the  pastoral 
relation  between  such  clergyman  and  his  church, 

CANON   XXII. 

Concerning  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  Canons  shall  here- 
after be  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  at  least  one  day's  pre- 
vious notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention  ;  nor,  unless  hi 
unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  beeu 
referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  Pres- 
byters and  two  Lavmen.     Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be 
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adopted,  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
both  orders,  taken  separately,  shall  not  concur  therein  ;  but  in  such 
case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

CANON   XXIII. 
Repealing  Former  Canons. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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CANON  XIV. 


Of  the  Eatabliahment  and  Baundariea  of  Parishes  and  Mission  Districts. 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  may  determine,  and  from  time  to  time  may  alter, 
the  boundaries  of  the  parishes  and  mission  districts  of  this  Dio- 
cese, and  may  constitute  new  parishes  and  mission  districts,  and 
may  erect  mission  districts  into  parishes ;  provided  that  not  less 
than  twenty  days*  previous  notice  of  a  time  and  place  when  the 
Standing  Committee  will  hear  any  persons  interested  in  the  matter 
shall  in  each  case  be  given  to  the  incumbents  of  such  parishes  or 
mission  districts  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Standing  Committee  may 
be  aflFected  by  the  proposed  action.  The  Bishop's  certificates  of 
the  determination  or  alteration  of  the  boundaries  of  parishes  or 
mission  districts,  of  the  constitution  of  new  parishes  or  missiou 
districts,  and  of  the  erection  of  mission  districts  into  parishes, 
countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record 
the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  the  purpose,  to  be  called 
the  Diocesan  Register  of  Parishes  and  Mission  Districts,  and  shall 
furnish  a  copy  thereof,  in  the  case  of  a  parish  or  of  a  mission 
district  forming  part  of  a  parish,  to  the  Rector  of  the  parish, 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Minutes 
of  the  Vestry ;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  mission  district  assigned 
to  a  chapel  or  mission  maintained  by  tlie  New  York  Protestant 
Episcopal  City  Mission  Society,  to  the  Society,  who  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  recorded  in  its  Book  of  Minutes ;  or,  in  the 
case  of  any  other  mission  district,  to  tlie  Archdeacon  within 
wliose  jurisdiction  the  district  sliall  be  situated,  who  shall  cause 
such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Minutes  of  his  Arch- 
deaconry. 

Skc.  2.  Wherever  a  chapel  or  a  mission  is  maintained  by 
a  })arish,  if  it  be  included  within  the  parish  boundaries  as- 
signed to  the  parisli  cluirch,  no  separate  district  shall  be 
assigned  to  it ;  but  if  it  be  not  included  within  the  parish 
boundaries  assigned  ♦^o  the  parish  church,  a  separate  dis- 
trict shall  be  assigned  to  it,  which  shall  form  part  of  the 
parish.

The  8oeret*ry  shall  call  the  niimeft  of  iJio  Clergy  *nd  of  the  Parishes  ehUtiOd 
to  Tottf,  y<ihf\  as  (mll*-ii.  are  to  present  ibeir  seireral  ballot*  for  each  uft^  tobi 
filled  to  the  approprinte  inspector*,  vrhoae  iluij  \i  abalJ  be  to  laki?  ciifirgB  of 
the  s«me,  keeping  a  poll  list  ot  tb*?  wq^.*-^  and.  a»  s^mu  aj,  pmctieable,  toeaiit'ssi 
the  ^am^f  and  repftrt  (he  restik  ih**rr^f  lo  the  Convention.  If,  tm  any  »acti 
report,  it  shunld  appear  ihnt  no  valid  eleetioLi  has  botm  made  iti  rei^pect  to  ill 
or  h!fy  of  the  offices  lo  b*?  filled,  tie  fwill  shaP  a^rnin  be  npened*  for  th**  purpwe 
ot  BUing  tlfoae  which  tnay  remain  viieani  ;  and  if*  on  »ueh  secoitd  at  tempt.  ili» 
ptLTpww  ihall  noi  be  accompiUhed*  iV  tjalloiHig  may  be  resumed  at  tbedip«r»- 
tloQ  of  the  Conreatiou. 

X.  No  motion  ehall  be  considered  %»  before  Ihi*  Conirvntioii  tmless  seenndid, 

and,  when  r^^t^uired*  reduced  lo  writing. 

XI.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Conyention,  no  motion,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided,  hhall  be  received,  but  to  lay  it  on  the  table — to  postpoue  it 
Indefinitely — to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  lime — to  commit— or  to  amend  it; 
which  motions  shall  have  precedence  In  the  order  named.  Bui  a  motion  to 
strike  out  the  word  "  Resolved  "  shall  have  precedence  of  n  motion  to  ameud. 
and,  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution. 

XII.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
received.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to 
amend  the  same  may  be  made  ;  no  after-amendment  to  such  second  ameod- 
ment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  uoder 
consideration,  a  substitute  for  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  propo- 
sition on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration  ihall  be  received 
under  color  of  a  substitute. 

XIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XIV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  when  no  member  i^ 
speaUing,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XV.  The  mover  may  withdraw  a  motion  or  resolution  at  any  time  before 
decision  or  amendment,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  entered  upon  'he 
Miniites. 

XVI.  If  a  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  m*»mber.  and  a  vote  taken  sep»- 
ratfly 
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XVII.  No  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  en  the  Fame  qnefitiou  with 
oat  leave  of  tbe  C'onyention,  nor  more  than  once  in  any  case  until  every  mem- 
ber choosiDg  10  spf'ak  eliall  hnve  spoken. 

XVIII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  whenever  a  question  is  put,  unless 
excused  bv  the  Convention  on  account  of  his  being  personally  inten^sied  io  tbe 
resalt,  or  for  other  cause. 

XIX.  The  vote  ehall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noe^,  and  by  orders,  whenever 
called  for  by  five  members. 

XX.  In  taking  tbe  vote  by  orders,  it  shall  be  the  right  of  any  member  of  a 
delegniion  who  may  dibsent  from  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  delegation  to 
have  the  fact  of  his  diasent  recorded  on  the  Minutes. 

XXI.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during  the  same 
aession  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  nor  without 
the  motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  first 
decision.     No  question  shall  l»  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XXII.  All  Special  Committees  nhall  be  appointed  by  the  Preaident,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

XXIII.  The  reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  without  motion  for  acceptance.  They  sliall  be  entered  on 
the  Minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  reoommendinfir  or  requiring  any 
action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  fhall  be  accompanied 
by  a  resolution,  or  resolutions,  for  its  consideration. 

XXIV.  When  a  member  is  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  another 
member,  he  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All 
quesiiona  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance  by  the  President; 
but  any  member  may  appeal  from  any  decision  of  the  Chair ;  and  on  such 
appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

XXV  The  prescribed  order  of  business  shall  not  be  departed  from,  nor 
shall  any  rule  of*  order  be  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present ;  nor  shall  any  be  changed  or  rescinded  without  one  day's  pre- 
Tioos  notice  of  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

XXVI.  The  majority  of  a  quorum  shall  always  be  required  to  elect  any 
ofiScer. 
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gyman  as  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the  preceding  Convention^  to 
provide  for  necessary  expenses. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  retain  annually  out  of  this  fund  one  dollar  for  each  Clergy- 
man in  the  Diocese.  The  moneys  thus  retained  shall  be  paid  by 
him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention  at  each  meeting 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  A  copy  of  this  Canon  shall  be  transmitted  annually  to 
every  Church  in  the  Diocese  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   XVII 

Of  Contributifms  for  Church  Objects. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Parish  of  the  Diocese  provision  shall  be  made 
whereby  its  members  may  make  offerings,  by  collections  and  other- 
wise, as  often  as  the  needs  of  the  Church  shall  require,  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  objects,  particularly  it3  missionary  work  at  home  and 
abroad,  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  sacred  Ministry,  and 
those  other  religious  and  charitable  objects  which  have  been  com- 
mended to  the  care  of  the  Church  by  the  General  Convention,  or 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Clergyman  in  charge  to  give  due  notice  to  the  congregation  of  the 
time  and  purpose  of  such  offerings,  and  also  to  call  their  attention 
to  the  importance  and  claims  of  the  respective  objects  to  which  the 
offerings  are  to  be  applied. 

Sec.  2.  The  business  of  distributing  all  funds  that  may  be 
raised  under  this  Canon,  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  Holy 
Orders,  is  hereby  committed  to  the  incorporated  societ}'  styled 
**  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  Promoting  Religion  and 
Learning  in  the  State  of  New  York,"  which  shall  make  a  full 
annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  application  of  all  moneys 
paid  into  its  treasury  under  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  or  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  from  any  source. 

Sec.  3.  So  far  as  relates  to  the  offerings  or  contributions  of 
Parishes  within  the  City  of  New  York,  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
the  New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  Society  and  the 
New  York  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Missionary  Society  for 
Seamen  in  the  City  and  Port  of  New  York  are  to  be  reckoned 
am^n.Ej  the  Church  charities  for  which  provision  is  to  be  made,  so
